Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen,' 
tatives  of  the    Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  .^ssembli/ 
met,  and  it  is  lierehy  enacted  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,   That 
the  contract  of  marriage  entered  into  between  Daniel  Gross,  of  the  Daniel  Gross 
township  of  North   Whitehall,   county  of  Lehigh,   and  Barbara  his  and  Barbara  lais 
wife,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  null  and  void,  and  the  par-  wife,  dlYorcad 
ties  discharged  from  all  the  obligations  and  liabilities  growing  out  of  *» 

the  same  as  fully  and  absolutely  as  if  they  had  never  been  joined  in 
marriage.

To. provide  for  a  registration  of  marriages,  births,  and  death?. 

Whereas,  From  the  death  of  ■witnesses,  and  from  other  causes,  it 
has  often  been  found  difficult  to  prove  the  marriage,  birth,  or  death  of 
persons,  whereby  the  rights  of  many  have  been  sacrificed,  and  great 
wrongs  have  been  done  : 

And  whereas,  Important  truths,  deeply  affecting  the  physical  wel- 
fare of  mankind,  are  to  be  drawn  from  the  number  of  marriages, 
births,  or  deaths  that  during  a  term  of  years  may  be  contracted  or 
may  occur  within  the  limits  of  an  extensive  Commouwealth ;  there- 
fore, * 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July  next,  each  register  of  wills  in  the 
several  counties  of  the  State  shall  be  supplied  with  separate  books,  in 
which  he  shall  register,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed,  the  mar- 
riages which  may  have  been  contracted,  and  the  births  and  deaths 
which  may  have  occurred  within  his  county. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman,  alderman, 
justice  of  the  peace,  clerk,  or  keeper  of  the  records  of  the  religiou9 
society  of  Friends,  and  of  every  other  person  or  society  by  or  before 
whom  any  marriage  may  hereafter  be  solemnized  or  contracted,  to 
make  at  once  a  record  of  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  within  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  such  marriage,  to  return 
the  same,  in  the  form  of  a  certificate,  duly  signed  by  the  person  so  certify- 
ing, to  the  register  of  the  county  in  which  such  marriage  shall  have  been 
solemnized  or  contracted,  which  said  record  and  certificate  shall  set  forth, 
as  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  the  full  name  of  the  husband, 
his  occupation,  and  the  name  of  his  place  of  birth  and  residence ;  the 
full  name  of  the  wife  previously  to  the  said  marriage ;  the  names  of 
the  parents  of  said  husband,  and  the  parents  of  said  wife;  also,  the 
color  of  the  parties,  and  the  time  and  place,  and  ceremony ;  where,  and 
by  whom  such  marriage  was  contracted ;  and  if  pronounced  by  any 
clergyman,  or  other  person  as  aforesaid,  the  place  of  residence  of  such 
person. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  physician,  under  whose 
care  a  birth  shall  hereafter  take  place,  to  make  at  once  a  record  of  such 
birth  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  to  return  the  same, 
duly  signed  by  him  or  her,  in  the  form  of  a  certificate,  to  the  register 
of  the  county  in  which  such  birth  shall  have  taken  place,  in  the  man- 
ner and  within  the  period  directed  by  the  second  section  of  this  act  j 
which  said  record  and  certificate  shall  set  forth,  as  far  as  the  same  can 
be  ascertained,  the  full  name  of  such  child,  if  any  name  should  have 
been  conferred,  its  sex,  color,  the  full  namo,  as  well  as  occupation,  of 
its  parent  or  parents,  names  of  any  other  child  or  children  living,  and 
for  better  identification,  the  full  name,  previously  to  marriage,  of  the 
mother  of  such  child  j  the  day,  hour,  and  place,  on  and  at  which  such 
birth  occurred,  and  any  circumstances  connected  with  auch  birth  that 
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may  be  deemed  of  interest,  in  case  such  birth  shall  have  occurred 
without  the  superintendence  of  any  person ;  and  should  no  physician 
or  other  person  be  in  attendance  upon  the  parent  immediately  there- 
after, it  shall  then  become  the  duty  of  the  parent  or  parents  of  such 
child  to  return  the  same  to. the  register  in  the  manner,  form,  and 
within  the  period  above  required.

the  case  may  be ;  and  no  person  having  the  charge  as  sexton  of  any 
vault  or  burial  ground   within   the  city  or  county  of  Philadelphia,  j 
shall  inter,  or  permit,  or  cause  to  be  interred,  the  dead  body  of  any  within  the  cit-- 
person  in  such  vault  or  burial  ground,  without  first  procuring  a  copy  and  county  of 
of  such  record,  duly  certified  as  aforesaid  by  the  person  who  made  it ;  Philadelphia 
which  certificate  as  aforesaid,  when  obtained,  he  shall  sign,  and  before  "S"l»*ed, 
the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  time  at  which  he  may  have 
received  it,  shall  return  the  same  to  the  register  aforesaid ;  and  every 
physician,  coroner,  or  other  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  fur-

viously  to  its  passage,  withm  the  limits  or  this  fetate;  nor  of  the  mar- births  and 
riage,  birth,  or  death  of  any  person  or  persons  who  may  have  married,  deaths,  previoux 
been  born,  or  may  have  died  elsewhere,  but  who  were  the  child  or  '°  '^®  passage 
children  of  citizens  of  this  State;  nor  of  any  marriage  contracted  pre  '^^        ^^'  ""' 
viously  or  subsequently  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  any  other  part  of        , 
these  United  States  or  their  territories,  or  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
same  :  Provided,  Either  of  the  parties  married  were  permanently  resid-  Provisr* 
ing  in  this  State  at  the  time,  or  at  some  time  previously  or  subse- 
quently to  such  marriage ;    such   registrations   shall  be   in   the  form 
already  prescribed,  and  shall  be  kept  apart  from  the  current  registra- 
tions, and  in  separate  books,  as  is  already  required  in  the  case  of  other 
registrations,  but  shall  be  embraced  in  the  general  index ;  tlie  proof 
of  every  such  marriage  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :  in  the  case  of  a 
marriage,  by  the  person  who  pronounced  it,  or  if  such  proof  cannot  be 
made,  or  the  marriage  shall  have  been  contracted  according  to  the 
manner  of  the  religious  society  of  Friends,  then  it  shall  be  made  by 
some  one  who  was  present  thereat ;  in  the  case  of  a  birth,  by  aome 
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Pioviso.

Section  6.  That  no  letters  of  administration  or  letters  testamentary 
shall  be  granted  by  any  register  upon  the  estate  or  effects  of  any  per-

tion by  the  said  court,  such  proof  cannot  at  the  time  be  conveniently 
made,  in  which  latter  case  it  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  it  may  be  prac- 
ticable. 

Section  8.  That  the  said  booka  or  registers,  or  a  certificate  duly 
certified  by  the  register,  and  authenticated  by  his  seal  of  office,  as 
containing  a  full  copy  of  the  record  of  any  marriage,  birth,  or  death, 
shall  hereafter  be  admitted  in  any  court  of  this  State  as  prima  facie 
proof  of  any  marriage,  birth,  or  death  :  Provided,  hoioever,  That  should 
no  such  registration  exist,  the  proof  of  any  marriage,  birth,  or  death 
shall  be  sufficient,  if  made  ia  the  manner  now  or. hereafter  required 
under  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  9.  That  if  any  register  shall  not,  within  fourteen  days  after 
an  application  made  to  him  to  register  any  marriage,  birth,  or  de^th,  as 
aforesaid,  register  in  the  proper  form  and  book,  any  tsuch  marriage, 
birth,  or  death,  as  the  same  shall  be  certified  to  him,  unless  he  has 
sufficient  cause,  be  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  as  debts  of  the  same  amount  are  recoverable,  by  any  person 
who  may  sue  for  the  same ;  the  person  aggrieved  shall  have  the  right 
of  appeal  provided  by  the  sixth  section  of  this  act;  and  all  certificates 
of  marriages,  births,  or  deaths,  duly  returned,  shall  be  preserved  and 
Sled  by  the  register. 

Section  10.  'I'hat  if  any  person  shall  wilfally,  knowingly,  and 
falsely  swear  or  affirm  to,  or  return  any  such  certificate  of  marriage, 
birth,  or  death,  or  if  any  register  shall  wilfully  and  knowingly  make, 
or  cause  to  be  made  in  the  said  books,  a  false  entry  of  such  marriage, 
birth,  or  death,  the  said  person  or  register  so  offending  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court  having  the  cognizance  of  such  offences,  the  fine  not  to  exceed 
eight  hundred  dollars,  and  the  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  seveu 
years.

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Section  11.  That  the  registry  of  marriages,  births,  and  deaths  shall  Registries  to  be 
be  kept  in  separate  books;  there  shall  be  general  indexes  to  the  records  bo[!k3"wiTia-^ 
of  all  marriages,  births,  and  deaths,  which  indexes  of  marriages,  births,  ^^^^^^ 
and  deaths,  respectively,  shall  be  kept  in  separate  books,. opposite  to 
each  name  in  the  said  index  shall  be  affixed  not  only  the  reference  to 
the  record,  but  the  day  of  the  month  and  year  in  which  any  marriage 
may  have  been  contracted,  or  birth  or  death  may  have  occurred,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

Section  12.  That  in  order  to  secure  uniformity,  precision,  and 
oreater  despatch  in  the  aforesaid  registration,  the  said  books  shall  con- 
tain (upon  each  page  of  the  same,  and  along  the  margin  at  the  side  of 
the  said  page)  printed  titles,  duly  numbered,  opposite  to  which  shall  Forms  of  en- 
be  left  blanks  or  spaces,  in  which  entries  shall  be  made,  corresponding  tries  in  books, 
to  the  particular  subject  to  each  of  the  said  titles;  the  said  titles  in 
the  books  for  registering  marriag?s  shall  be  printed  and  arranged  in 
the  following  words  and  order,  to  wit: 

First.  Full  name  of  the  husband. 

Second.  Name  of  the  father  of  said  husband. 

Third.  Name  of  the  mother  of  said  husband. 

Fourth.  Occupation  of  husband. 

Fifth.  Residence  of  husband. 

Sixth.  Birth  place  of  husband. 

Seventh.   Full  name  of  the  wife  previously  to  marriage. 

Eighth.  Name  of  the  father  of  said  wife. 

Ninth.  Naiue  of  the  mother  of  said  wife. 

Tenth.  The  time  when  the  marriage  was  contracted.

At  the  bottom  of  each  page  in  each  of  said  books  there  shall  be  left 
a  blank  for  the  registry  of  any  fact  which  any  act  or  acts  of  assembly 
hereafter  enacted  may  require  shall  be  registered,  and  all  interlinea- 
tions or  erasures  shall  at  the  time  be  noted  by  the  register. 

Section  13.  That  the  said  register,  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter 
named,  shall  receive,  provided  he  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Fees  of  Regis-   act,  for  registering  any  marriage,  birth,  or  death,  the  sum  of  ten  cents, 
ITS.  which  shall  be  paid  to  him,  on  his  demand,  by  the  treasurer  of  the 

proper  county,  except  for  registering  any  marriage  contracted,  or  any 
birth  or,  death  happening,  previously  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  in  which  case  he  shall  receive  twenty -five  cents, 
to  be  paid  by  the  party;  for  examining  every  witness,  in  which  the 
testimony  is  reduced  to  writing  and  length,  twenty-five  cents;  for 
sending  up  the  record  upon  an  appeal,  fifty  cents;  for  granting  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  full  record  of  any  marriage,  birth,  or  death,  fifty 
cents,  which  shall  also  be  paid  by  the  party ;  he  shall  make  no  charge 
for  administering  an  oath  or  affirmation,  nor  demand  a  fee  from  any 
person  so  registering;  the  register  for  the  city  and  county  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  receive  but  six  cents  for  making  any  registry  as  aforesaid, 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  as  aforesaid ;  all  emolu- 
ments arising  from  the  registration,  except  the  amount  paid  by  the 
several  counties,  which  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury ;  in  order  the  more  effectually  to 
guard  against  injury  from  the  loss  by  fire,  or  otherwise,  of  the  records 
of  any  county,  and  for  other  purposes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
Certified  copies  register,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  neglect,  recover- 
ut  mariiao;e8,  able  as  aforesaid,  in  each  of  the  counties  semi-annually,  between  the

)iim  annually  to  State  during  each  year  next  preceding  the  first  day  of  January,  and 
the  Legislature,  for  which  purpose  the  said  Secretary  shall  furnish,  at  the  cost  of  the 
Commonwealth,  each  of  the  said  registers  with  proper  blanks  prepared 
in  the  form  required  by  the  thirteenth  section  of  this  act,  and  shall 
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also  furnish  to  each  of  the  said  registers,  at  the  cost  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  blank  books  and  indexes  required  by  the  first  or  any  other  Blanks  to  be 
section  of  this  act,  and  also,  at  the  same  time,  transmit  a  printed  copy  fur'>isbed. 
of  this  act,  which  shall  be  bound  with  said  blank  book,- and  such  in- 
structions on  the  subject  of  the  law  as  he  may  see  fit  to  prepare,  and 
generally  to  do  whatever  may  be  required  to  carry  into  efiect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.

Authorizing   the  establishment  of  a  public  park  and  parade  ground  in    the 

city  of  Reading.  / 

Whereas,  When  the  town  of  Reading  was  originally  laid  out  by  the 
proprietaries  of  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  a  certain  lot  of  ground, 
now  known  as  ''  the  commons,"  situate  at  the  foot  of  Penn's  mount,  in  ^^^^'^^^' 
the  said  town,  was  reserved  by  the  said  proprietaries,  as  a  free  and  pub- 
lic commons  for  the  dwellers  in  said  town,  and  was  so  known  and  used, 
from  the  year  one  thousand  seveu  hundred  and  forty-nine,  notwith- 
standing which,  the  heirs  of  the  said  proprietaries,  after  the  close  of 
the  revolutionary  war,  claimed  the  same  as  their  private  property,  there 
being  no  legal  evidence  on  record  of  said  grant  having  been  made  by 
Thomas  and  Richard  Peun  : 

And  ^ohereas,  In  view  of  the  circumstances  aforesaid,  on  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  November,  A.  D.,  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  Peter 
Feather,  Jr.,  Jacob  Roads,  and  Jacob  Epler,  then  commissioners  of 
Berks  county,  purchased  from  John  Peun  and  Richard  Penn,  late  pro- 
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prietaries  of  Pennsylvania,  the  aforesaid  lot  of  ground,  in  the  borough, 
now  city  of  Reading,  marked  number  sixty,  in  the  plan  of  out-lots 
attached  to  said  borough,  containing  as  per  recital  in  said  deed,  jBfty-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonioealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
David  Smith,  Peter  Rhoads,  John  B.  Miller,  Joseph  Chorpenuiug,  Boas 
Pewe,  and  Henry  Frank,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view 
and  lay  out  a  State  road  from  a  point  at  or  near  Henry  Frank's  tavern, 
on  the  Bedford  and  Somerset  turnpike  road,  to  the'Bedford  and  Stoys- 
town  turnpike,  where  the  Somerset  and  Bald  Hill  turnpike  intersects  the

man, at  a  per  diem  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  and  the  said  commissioners 
shall  each  receive  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  and  every  day  necessarily  spent  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  make 
out  fair  and  accurate  drafts  of  the  location  of  said  road,  noting  thereon 
the  courses  and  distances  as  they  occur,  the  improvements  passed 
through,  and  also  the  crossing  of  township  lines,  roads,  and  waters,  with 
such  other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation,  one  copy  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  or 
before  the  first  Tuesday  of  November  next,  and  one  copy  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  county  of  Somer- 
set on  the  day  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  practicable,  which  shall 
be  a  record  thereof,  and  from  thenceforth  the  said  road  shall  be,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  a  public  highwa}'',  and  shall  be  opened  to  the 
breadth  of  forty  feet,  and  repaired  in  all  respects  as  roads  are  opened 
and  repaired  which  are  laid  out  by  order  of  the  courts  aforesaid.

That  the  borough  treasurer,  upon  the  receipt  of  said 
warrant  and  duplicate,  shall  give  notice  by  not  less  than  ten  written  or 
printed  advertisements,  to  be  put  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  said 
borough,  that  he  will  attend  to  the  receiving  of  said  borough  tax  (and 
giving  receipts  for  the  same  when  required  by  the  persons  paying  the 
same)  for  the  space  of  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  said  advertise- 
ments, and  as  a  compensation  therefor,  he  shall  receive  two  per  cent, 
on  all  moneys  collected  by  him. 

Section  6.  That  in  case  any  borough  tax  shall  remain  unpaid  for 
how-  collected,  a  period  of  more  than  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  the  aforesaid 
treasurer's  advertisements,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  said  tax,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  treasurer  to  issue  his  warrant  with  schedule  of 
all  such  unpaid  tax,  and  the  name  of  the  person  respectively,  to  whom 
the  same  is  charged  in  the  proper  duplicate  directed  to  the  constable  of 
the  borough,  whose  duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  receive  the  same,  author- 
izing and  requiring  him  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  person  named 
in  said  schedule  the  sums  with  which  they  are  therein  charged  respec- 
tively, together  with  twenty  per  cent,  additional  on  the  amount  thereof, 
and  the  said  constable  shall  be  allowed  ten  per  cent,  of  said  per  centage 
as  a  compensation  on  all  moneys  collected  by  him ;  in  case  any  person 
so  charged  with  borough  tax  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  amount,  together 
with  the  per  centage  aforesaid,  within  thirty  days  after  the  demand 
made  therefor  by  said  constable,  the  constable  may  levy  the  same  by 
distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chatties  of  said  delinquent  giving 
ten  days'  notice  of  such  sale  by  written  or  printed  advertisements,  and 
in  such  cases  said  constable  shall  in  addition  to  the  ten  per  cent,  here- 
inbefore allowed,  be  entitled  to  retain  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
after  first  deducting  the  tax  and  per  centage  aforesaid,  the  same  fees  as 
are  now  allowed  by  law  to  constables  for  a  levy  and  sale  upon  a  writ  of 
execution  :  Provided,  That  the  occupants  of  any  property  in  said 
borough  shall  always  be  responsible  for  the  aforesaid  borough  tax  against 
said  property,  whether  they  be  the  owners  or  tenants.

To  view  and  lay  out  a  State  road  from  the  west  side  of  French  creek  along 
the  county  lines  of  Mercer  and  Crawford  counties,  to  the  Georgetown  and 
Conneaut  Lake  road. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Russell  Vaugn,  of  Mercer  county,  and  Alexander  Power,  of  Crawford 
Commissioners,  county,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view 
and  lay  out  and  mark  a  State  road  of  the  breadth  of  fifty  feet,  com- 
mencing on  the  west  side  of  French  creek,  where  the  road  leading  from 
Cochrautown,  in  Crawford  county,  to  Brown's  mills,  in  Mercer  county, 
crosses  the  south  line  of  the  Fulton  tract  in  Crawford  county,  and  run- 
ning thence  west  along  the  county  lines  dividing  the  counties  of  Mer- 
cer and  Crawford,  until  it  meets  and  reaches  a  State  road  already  laid 
out  along  said  county  lines,  near  the  Georgetown  and  Conneaut  Lake 
road.

other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation,  one  copy  whereof  shall  be

Whereas,  Since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  the  twenty-ninth  of 
March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  entitled  ''An 
Act  for  the  better  preservation  of  the  records  in  the  public  offices  of  the 
several  counties  of  this  Commonwealth,"  the  judgment  and  lien  dockets 
of  tht  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Montgomery  county,  have  been  kept, 
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as  was  supposed,  in  accordance  ■with  the  provisions  of  said  act,  but  in

Provided,  That  said  company  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  fill  up  Proviso, 
said  trenches,  and  restore  the  said  public  roads,  streets,  lanes,  avenues, 
alleys,  common  ground,  and  side-walks,  to  as  good  a  condition,  as  they 
■were  respectively  in  before  the  said  trenches  were  dug,  at  the  proper 
cost  and  expense  of  said  company,  and  in  such  manner  as  to  be  satisfac- 
tory to  the  councils,  or  the  street  committee  thereof.

To  aotborize  the  erection  of  free  bridges  over  the  rivejr  SchuyiJtilJ. 

Section  1.    Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represea- 
iatives  of  the   CommomoeaUh  of  Pennsijhania   in    General  J^ssemhl^ 
met,  and  it  is  herthtj   enacted  hy   the   authoriti/  of  the   sam>',  That 
ners   it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia, 
phia  and  they  are  hereby  required,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  erect  or  cause 
^'^^■'  to  be  erected,  tvfo  good  and  substantial  bridges  over  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill; one  to  be  located  at  or  opposite  to  Chestnut  street_,  and  the  other 
to  be  located  at  or  near  the  point  where  Girard  avenue  intersects  the 
river  Schuylkill ;  which  bridges  shall  be  constructed  upon  such  piers  or 
abutments,  as  to  afibrd  at  all  times,  a  clear  and  uninterrupted  passage 
for  the  water  of  the  said  river,  equal  at  least,  in   area,  to  that  now  ex- 
isting at  the  permanent  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill,  at  High  street. 
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the  cost  of  said  bridges  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  provided  for  by  a  loan,  to  be  raised  as 
hereinafter  directed  ;  and  the  said  bridges,  when  erected,  shall,  at  all 
times  hereafter,  be  free  bridges,  and  no  toll  shall  be  charged  for  pass- 
ing the  same,  and  shall  belong  to  and  be  lighted,  watched,  superin- 
tended, and  kept  in  repair,  and  from  time  to  time,  be  altered,  remo- 
delled or  renewed,  if  necessary,  at  the  proper  cost  and  charges  of  the

specifications,  to  be  furnished  by  said  county  commissioners,  which  said 
sealed  proposals  shall  be  opened  in  the  presence  of,  and  submitted  to 
the  county  board ;  and  no  contract  for  building  such  bridges  as  afore-

Veamhie.  WliEREAS,  It  is  deemed  expedient  and   conducive  to   the   harmony 

and  welfare  of  the  First  Reformed  Congregation  of  the  borough  of 
York  and  its  vicinity  that  it  be  divided  into  two  sections,  so  that  the 
German  and  the  English  portions  of  the  members  thereof  may  seve- 
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rally  be  supplied  regularly  with  preaching  and  conduct  their  religious 
exercises  and  public  worship  iu  their  own  respective  languages; 
therefore, 

Section  1  Be  it  enacted  hi/  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Conmiomcealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  herehi/  enacted  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  said  congregation  shall  be  divided  into  two  sections,  the  one  to  be  Division  of  oon- 
called  the  German  section,  and  the  other  the  English  section,  and  the  gtegation. 
members  of  each  section  shall  elect  their  own  consistory  and  parson,  in 
their  respective  official  ministrations  in  the  congregation;  the  pastor  of 
the  Grcrman  section  shall  preach  in  the  German  language  exclusively, 
and  the  pastor  of  the  English  section  in  the  English  language  exclu- 
sively, though  the  pastor  of  the  German  section  shall  be  permitted  to 
use  the  English  language,  when  desirable  in  his  catachetical  classes, 
the  consistory  of  each  section  shall  attend  to  and  manage  the  ecclesias- 
tical concerns  and  religious  interests  thereof  independently,  exclusively, 
and  without  interference  with  or  from  the  consistory  of  the  other  sec- 
tion, and  each  section  shall  provide  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
its  own  pastor ;  but  when  any  revenues  of  the  congregation  are  or  be- 
come applicable  to  the  support  of  its  ministry,  each  section  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  from  the  trustees,  through  its  treasurer  its  proper 
and  equitable  portion  or  share  thereof,  and  legacies  or  bequests,  gifts 
and  donations  made  to,  or  for  the  exclusive  use  or  benefit  of  either 
section,  may  be  received  and  shall  be  held  and  applied  by  the  trustees

Section  6.  That  so  much  of  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  whicb 
this  is  a  supplement,  as  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  collect  the 
contributions  to  the  pastor's  salary,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  said 
duty  and  the  requirements  therewith  connected  are  hereby  assigned  to- 
and  devolved  on  the  consistories  of  the  two  sections  respectively,  and 
for  the  more  convenient  discharge  of  the  said  duties^  each  consistory 
may  appoint  its  own  treasurer,  who  shall  receive,  disburse  and  account 
for  the  moneys  raised  or  contributed  for  the  pastor's  salary.

That  the  title  in  law  or  equity  to  the  real  estate  held  by 
the  ministers,  elders,  and  deacons,  of  the  German  Reformed  congre- 
gation of  the  borough  of  York  and  its  vicinity,  which  is  now  in  the 
possession  of  the  present  congregation,  is  hereb'y  confirmed  to,  and 
vested  in  the  trustees  of  the  First  Reformed  congregation  of  the 
borough  of  York  and  its  vicinity,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  the  legal 
and  just  debts  or  liabilities  to  which  it  was  subject  or  liable  under  the

That  the  trustees  of  the  said  congregation  shall  be 
elected,  as  the  terms  of  the  present  incumbents  severally  expire,  at  the 
the  annual  elections  by  the  members  of  the  two  sections  in  common, 
and  no  member  of  either  section  shall  be  entited  to  vote  at  any  election 
for  pastor,  elders,  or  deacons  of  the  other  section,  though  he  be  a  con- 
tributor to  the  salary  of  its  pastor,  nor  shall  any  one  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  any  election,  unless  he  be  a  member  of  the  German  Reformed 
church,  by  confirmation  or  certificate,  and  has  been  a  member  of  the 
particular  section  in  or  for  which  the  election  is  held,  at  least  six  months 
prior  to  said  election,  in  addition  to  the  other  qualifications  required 
by  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Section  10.  That  questions  relating  to  the  corpora,te  property  not 
properly  within  the  province  or  jurisdiction  of  the  trustees,  shall  be 
referred  and  submitted  to  a  joint  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  two 
sections  specially  called,  and  be  determined  in  the  case  of  real  estate, 
as  required  by  the  eleventh  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement. 

Section  11.  That  lots  in  the  cemetery  authorized  by  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement  may  be  transferred  with  the  consent  of  the 
trustees  by  deed  of  conveyance  in  the  usual  manner  or  a  transfer 
thereof  on  the  books  of  the  trustees,  and  a  certificate  under  the  seal  of

Relative  to  the  Schuylkill  county  prison,  and  to  discharged  convicts;  to  the 
election  of  scliool  directors,  conncilmen,  town  clerk,  and  to  the  appointment  of 
an  auctioneer  m  the  borough  of  Pottsville  ;  to  the  divisions  of  the  borouoh  of 
Minersville  into  v^'ards  ;  and  relative  to  the  road  laws  in  Frailey  township, 
in  tlie  county  afcnesaid. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  tlte  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  .8ssemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereLy  enacted  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
new  prison  erected  by  the  coiumissioners  of  the  county  of  Schuylkill, 
shall,  when  completed,  be  known  and  called  by  the  name  of  "  The  Name  of  new 
Schuylkill  County  Prison,"  and  shall  be  managed  by  the  board  of  P^i'°"'"SchuyI. 
county  commissioners,  who  shall^take  charge  of  said  prison  as  is  herein 
provided  fur. 

Section  2.  That  the  following  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern-  Rules  and  regw- 
ment  of  said  prison  are  hereby  enacted  and  established  :  lations. 

ARTICLE  I.— COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  AND  THEIR 

DUTIES. 

They  shall  hold  stated  meetings  once  a  month,  and  adjourned  and 
special  meetings  whenever  necessary  ;  they  shall  annually  nominate,  and 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  appoint  a  keeper, 
matron,  and  physician,  for  the  prison,  and  shall  fix  their  salaries  or 
compensation,  as  well  as  that  uf  all  other  persons  employed  in  and  about 
the  prison,  a  majority  of  said  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  board, 
and  may  do  any  act  or  acts  required  of  said  commissioners,  and  shall, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  said  county, 
make  such  rules  for  the  internal  regulation  and  government  of  the  prison 
as  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, or  the  principles  of  separate  confinement,  as  set  forth  and 
declared  by  this  act;  they  shall  direct  the  manner  in  which  all  bedding, 
clothing,  provisions,  and  all  articles  and  supplies,  necessary  for  the  support 
and  employment  of  the  persons  confined  in  said  prison,  shall  be  purchased, 
and  also  the  sale  of  all  articles  manufactured  therein,  and  shall  direct 
the  manner  in  which  the  convicts  confined  in  said  prison  shall  be  em- 
ployed; they  shall  determine  the  quantity  and  the  kind  of  food  that 
shall  be  furnished,  daily,  to  each  person  confined  in  said  prison,  and  the 
debtor's  apartment;  they  shall  determine  the  bedding  of  all  convicts, 
prisoners,  and  debtors,  the  form  and  color  of  the  uniform  of  male  con- 
victs, and  the  kind  of  dress  to  be  worn  by  female  convicts  and  prisoners, 
in  summer  and  winter;  they  shall,  at  least,  by  one  of  their  number, 
visit  the  prison  and  apartment  for  debtors,  at  least  once  a  week,  and 
oftener,  if  nejessary,  to  see  that  the  duties  of  the  several  officers  and 
attendants  are  correctly  and  strictly  performed;  and  to  prevent  all  op- 
pression, peculation,  or  other  abuse,  or  mismanagement  of  said  prison, 
they  shall,  on  their  visits  to  the  cells,  and  to  the  debtor  apartment, 
speak  to  each  person  confined  therein,  and  shall  not  be  attended  by  any 
of  the  officers  of  the  prison,  unless  the  said  officers  are  thereto  especially 
required  by  them ;  they  shall,  if  required,  be  furnished  by  the  keeper 
with  a  calendar  of  the  persons  confined  in  said  prison,  and  shall,  by 
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actual  iuspection,  see  whether  all  person?  uamcJ  in  said  calendar  are 
confined  in  the  respective  cells  and  apartments  assigned  to  thcni,  and 
the  convicts  employed  as  directed ;  they  shall  have  power  to  examine 
any  person,  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  relative  to  any  abuse  or  oppression 
in  said  prison,  or  other  matter,  within  the  purview  of  their  duties  ;  they 
shall,  at  all  times,  after  the  annual  period  of  appointing,  have  power, 
with  the  approbation  of  two  of  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions, the  president  being  one,  to  dismiss  the  keeper,  matron,  or  physician, 
and  to  supply  vacancies  thus,  or  otherwise,  occurring ;  they  shall,  on 
or  before  the  second  Monday  of  the  first  term  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  in  every  year,  make  a  report,  in  writing,  to  the  said  court,  of 
the  state  of  said  prison  ;  the  report  shall  contain  the  number  of  prisoners 
in  confinement,  their  age,  sex,  alleged  place  of  nativity,  time  of  commit- 
ment, for  what  offence,  noticing  those  who  escaped,  died,  were  pardoned 
or  discharged ;  also  such  observations  on  the  efficiency  of  the  system  of 
separate  confinement  as  may  be  the  result  of  their  experience  and  give 
such  information  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  making  said  pirison 
effectual  in  the  punishment  and  reformation  of  offenders ;  whereupon 
the  said  court  may  take  such  order  on  said  report  as  they  shall  think 
proper  and  cause  said  report  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE  II.— KEEPER  AND  HIS  DUTIES. 

The  keeper  shall  reside  in  the  prison,  or  institution,  and  not  absent 
himself  for  a  night,  without  the  consent  of  one  of  the  commissioners,  in 
writino- ;  he  shall  visit  every  cell,  and  apartment,  and  see,  and  inspect 
the  condition  of  every  person  confined  under  his  care,  at  least,  twice 
every  day,  and  oftencr,  if  practicable;  and  when  visiting  the  departments 
of  the  females,  shall  be  attended  by  the  matron  ;  he  shall  keep  a  journal 
into  which  shall  be  regularly  entered  the  reception,  discharge,  death, 
pardon,  or  escape  of  any  prisoner,  the  complaints  that  are  made,  and  the 
punishments  inflicted  for  the  breach  of  prison  discipline,  as  they  occur, 
the  visits  of  commissioners  and  physicians,  and  all  other  occurrences  of 
Bote  that  concern  the  state  of  the  prison ;  he  shall,  with  the  advice  of 
the  commissioners,  appoint  the  under-keepers,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commissioners,  any  be  necessary,  and  dismiss  them  whenever  he  thinks 
proper,  or  the  commis|ioners  direct  him  to  do  so ;  he  shall  report  all 
infractions  of  the  rules  to  the  commissioners,  and,  with  the  approbation 
of  one  of  them,  punish  the  offender  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed 
by  the  rules  to  be  enacted  by  the  commissioners,  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for;  he  shall  take  charge,  keep,  and  preserve  all  money,  effects  and 
clothes  found  on  persons  brought  into  the  prison,  to  be  confined  as 
convicts  or  prisoners,  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  them,  or  their  order, 
when  discharged;  he  shall  see  that  all  meals  are  regularly  delivered  to 
the  prisoners,  according  to  the  prison  allowance,  and  superintend  the 
work  of  such  as  are  employed;  he  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  the 
chysiciau  whenever  any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness 
as  to  require  medical  aid ;  he  shall  obey  all  legal  orders  given  by  the 
commissioners,  and  all  rules  established  for  the  government  of  said  prison 
as  hereinbefore  provided  for ;  he  shall  not  be  present  when  the  com- 
missioners make  their  stated  visits  to  the  prisoners,  unless  thereto 
required  by  the  commissioners. 

ARTICLE  III.— MATRON  AND  HER  DUTIES. 

The  matron  shall  reside  in  the  prison  or  institution,  and  not  absent 
herself  for  a  night,  without  the  consent  of  the  keeper  and  one  of  the 
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commissioners,  in  writing;  she  shall  visit  eve r}^  cell,  and  apartment, 
occupied  hj  the  females,  and  see,  and  inspect  the  condiri  u  of  every 
female  prisoner,  at  least  twice  every  day;  she  shall,  at  all  times,  keep 
the  keeper  faithfully  informed  of  every  fact  of  importance,  relative  to 
the  persons,  cells,  and  all  other  matters  under  her  care;  she  shall  direct 
the  labor  and  occupation  of  the  female  prisoners  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  keeper,  and  give  such  instruction  as  may  tend  to  their 
reformation  and  render  them  useful  members  of  society. 

ARTICLE  IV.— UNDERKEEPERS  AND  TIIELR  DUTIES. 

The  underkeepers  shall  see  and  inspect  every  person  committed  to 
their  care,  at  least  three  times  in  every  day,  and  oftener  if  directed ; 
they  shall  see  that  all  meals  are  regularly  delivered  to  the  prisoners 
according  to  the  prison  allowance,  and  superintend  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  keeper,  the  work  of  such  as  are  employed ;  they  shall 
give  immediate  notice  to  the  keeper,  or  in  his  absence  to  the  physician, 
whenever  any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness  as  to  re- 
quire medical  aid;  the  underkeepers  shall  have  each  a  certain  number 
of  persons  confined,  assigned  to  their  ward,  and  shall  daily  report  to 
the  keeper  or  any  of  the  commissioners,  and  request  them  to  visit  the 
persons  confined  under  his  or  her  particular  care ;  unless  they  obey  all 
orders  given  by  the  keeper  and  all  rules  established  for  the  government 
of  the  prison,  all  orders  to  the  male  nnder-keepers  must  be  given 
through  or  by  the  keeper,  and  to  the  female-keeper  through  or  by  the 
keeper  or  matron ;  they  shall  not  absent  themselves  from  the  prison, 
during  the  hours  of  duty,  without  permission,  in  writing,  by  the 
keeper. 

ARTICLE  y.— PHYSICIAN  AND  HIS  DUTIES. 

The  physician  shall  visit  every  prisoner  once  in  every  fortnight,  and 
oftener  if  the  state  of  his  or  her  health  shall  require  it,  and  report  in 
writing,  once  quarter-yearly,  to  the  commissioners  ;  he  shall  attend 
immediately,  on  notice  from  the  keeper  that  any  prisoner  is  sick,  pre- 
scribe and  administer  to  their  need ;  he  shall,  on  the  reception  of  any 
prisoner  into  the  prison  as  a  convict,  if  present,  or  if  not,  at  his  nest 
visit,  examine  the  state  of  his  or  her  health  ;  he  shall  direct  the  diet 
of  those  under  his  care,  as  well  as  all  such  other  matters  as  in  hi.< 
judgment  will  best  promote  the  health,  and  convenience,  and  comfort  of 
the  sick. 

ARTICLE  VI.—TREATMENT  OF  CONVICTS. 

On  the  reception  of  a  convict  he  or  she -shall  be  examined  by  the 
keeper,  in  the  presence  of  any  of  the  commissioners  who  maybe  present 
and  the  underkeepers  who  can  conveniently  attend,  of  his  or  her  name, 
parentage,  alleged  place  of  nativity,  profession,  trade,  or  occupation, 
complexion,  color  of  hair,  eyes,  heighth,  and  length  of  his  or  her  feet, 
accurately  measured,  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record,  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  together  with  such  other  natural  or  acci- 
dental marks,  or  peculiarity  of  feature  or  appearance,  as  may  serve  to 
identify  the  person ;  and  if  the  convict  can  write,  he  or  she  shall 
write  his  or  her  signature,  to  the  description  of  his  or  her  person;  he 
or  she  shall  then  be  examined  by  the  physician,  if  present,  of  his  or 
her  health,  then  be  stripped  of  all  money,  efi'ects,  and  clothes,  on  their 
persons,  'all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  a  book  provided  for 
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that  purpose,  and  shall  he  kept,  preserved,  and  delivered,  as  herein 
provided  for;  he  or  she  shall  then  be  bathed,  cleaned,  and  clothed,  in 
the  uniform  of  the  prison,  and  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him  or 
her;  the  females,  if  advisable,  in  the  second  story  of  the  prison,  nu- 
merically assigned,  by  which  number  he  or  she  shall  hereafter  be 
known,  during  his  or  her  imprisonment ;  no  convict  shall  be  allowed 
the  use  of  ardent  spirits  in  any  form,  unless  under  the  special  direc- 
tion of  the  attending  physician,  nor  the  use  of  tobacco,  unless  so  di- 
rected by  the  commissioners,  or  be  permitted  to  receive  any  thing  but 
the  prison  allowance  ;  and  if  any  person  shall  supply  or  attempt  to  sup- 
ply a  convict  with  any  article  by  this  clause  forbidden,  shall,  on  con- 
viction, be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  if  an  officer  or  keeper,  be  dismissed  ;  no  convict  shall  be  dis- 
charged whilst  laboring  under  a  dangerous  disease,  although  entitled 
thereto,  unless  by  their  own  desire  ;  the  uniform  of  the  male  convicts 
shall  be  a  jacket  and  trowsers,  of  cloth,  of  warm  material  for  the  winter 
and  lighter  material  for  the  summer,  the  form  and  color  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  commissioners ;  and  the  kind  of  dress  to  be  M'orn  by  the 
female  convicts  in  summer  and  winter,  fixed  on  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  two  changes  of  linen  shall  be  furnished  to  each  convict  evei'y  week 
in  summer  and  one  in  winter;  when  a  convict  shall  be  discharged  by 
the  expiration  of  his  or  her  time  of  imprisonment,  or  by  pardon,  the 
clothes  belonging  to  the  prison  shall  be  taken  off,  and  those  belonging 
to  the  convict  restored,  together  with  any  money  or  effects  taken  from 
him  or  her  at  the  time  of  reception  into  prison,  as  hereinbefore  provi- 
ded for;  if  he  or  she  shall  not  possess  any  money  or  suitable  clothing, 
the  commissioners  shall  provide  them  with  what,  in  their  judgment 
may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  money  and  clothing,  five  dollars  in 
amount. 

ARTICLE    Yir.— TREATMENT    OF    PRISONERS— DEBTORS 

EXCEPTED. 

On  the  reception  of  any  person  for  imprisonment  in  said  prison, 
committed  to  await  his  or  her  trial,  he  or  she  shall  be  examined  by 
the  keeper  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  or  other  person  delivering  said 
prisoner,  and  any  of  the  commissioners  who  may  be  present,  and  those 
of  the  underkeepers  who  can  conveniently  attend,  and  deprived  of  all 
money  and  efl:ects,  clothing  excepted,  on  their  person,  all  of  which  shall 
be  entered  of  recoi-d,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  money 
and  eifects  shall  be  kept,  preserved  and  delivered  as  hereinbefore  provi- 
ded for,  shall  be  signed  by  the  keeper  and  attested  by  the  aforesaid 
persons  who  may  be  present  at  the  aforesaid  examination  and  depriva- 
tion of  him  or  her  as  aforesaid;  he  or  she  shall  then,  if  necessary,  be 
bathed  and  cleaned  and  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him  or  her,  the 
females,  if  advisable  and  practicable,  in  the  second  story  of  the  prison, 
numerically  designated  by  which  number  he  or  she  shall  thereafter  be 
known,  during  his  or  her  imprisonment;  they  shall  be  provided,  if  in 
the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  it  is  necessary  for  their  comfort,  with 
suitable  clothing,  to  be  worn  while  in  prison;  they  shall  be  subject  to 
such  rules  as  the  commissioners  may  adopt,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore 
provided  for  the  preservation  of  cleanliness,  decorum,  and  order  in  the 
cells,  among  the  prisoners,  and  may  be  punished  by  closer  confinement 
and  deprivation  of  food,  until  obedience  is  submitted  to;  no  prisoner 
shall  be  discharged  whilst  laboring  under  a  dangerous  illness,  unless  by 
his  own  desire ;  two  changes  of  linen  shall  be  furnished  each  prisoner 
every  week  in  summer  and  one  in  winter;  when  a  prisoner  shall  be 
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discharged  from  imprisonment,  the  money  and  effects  of  which  he  or 
she  was  deprived  when  received  into  prison,  shall  be  restored  as  herein- 
before provided  for :  Provided,  however,  That  such  persons  shall  not 
be  compelled  to  labor  unless  at  their  own  desire,  and  should  any  desire 
it,  he  or  she  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  put  to  such  labf  r  as  shall 
be  in  practice  in  said  prison,  and  in  case  of  acquittal  on  trial,  he  or  she 
shall  be  paid  for  their  labor  by  the  commissioners,  out  of  the  funds  of 
the  couuty,  such  sum  as  the  commissioners  shall  judge  he  or  she  is  in 
equity  entitled  to  :  Provided  also,  That  any  such  person  shall,  at  his 
or  her  expense,  have  the  privilege  of  books  to  read  and  materials  to 
write,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  such  instructions  as  the  commissioners 
may  enact,  by  rules  to  be  made  as  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— VISITORS. 

The  official  visitors  of  the  prison  shall  be  the  Governor,  the  Members 
of  the  Legislature,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  the  president  and  associate  judges,  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, District  Attorney,  grand  juries,  commissioners  and  sheriff,  of  the 
county  of  Schuylkill ;  no  person  who  is  not  an  official  visitor,  or  has  not 
written  permission,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  commissioners  may 
adopt  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  prison,  except  attcrneys- 
at-law,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  their  clients  confined  for  trial ; 
none  but  the  official  visitors  shall  have  any  communication  with  the 
convicts,  nor  shall  any  visitor  whatever  be  permitted  to  deliver  to  or 
receive  from  any  convict  or  any  other  person  confined,  any  letter  or 
message  whatever,  or  to  supply  them  with  any  articles  of  any  kind, 
excepting  such  letters  or  messages,  to  or  from  persons  confined  for  trial, 
as  shall  first  be  submitted  or  communicated  to  the  keeper  or  one  of 
the  commissioners,  and  by  him  approved  of,  under  the  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ;  any  visitor  who  shall  discover  any  abuse  in  practice 
of  law  or  oppression,  shall  immediately  make  the  same  known  to  the 
board  of  commissioners  or  to  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  if  any  of  the  commissioners  are  implicated. 

Section  3.  That  as   soon  as  the  Schuylkill  couuty  prison  shall  be 
completed  and  prepared  for  the  reception  of  prisonei's,  the  county  com-  County  commis- 
missioners  shall  take  charge  of  said  prison,  and  thereupon  issue  their  order  sioners  to  take 
to  the  sheriff  of  said  county  of  Schuylkill,  who  is  hereby  authorized '^^^^'■g«°^P'^'^^'^"  • 
and  directed  to  execute  the  same,  commanding  him  forthwith  to  re- 
move and  deliver  to  the  keeper  thereof  all  persons  who  shall  then  be 
confined  in  the  old  jail;  they  shall  each  be  confined  in  the  respective 
apartment  assigned  for  them,  and  therein  undergo  their  respective  sen- 
tences or  terms  of  imprisonment  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  until 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  such  sentence  or  imprisonment,  and  until 
they  be  otherwise  legally  discharged. 

Section  4.  That  every  person  who  shall  after  the  passage  of  this  Sentences  of 
act,  be  convicted  in  any  court  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in  the  county  of  convicts. 
Schuylkill,  of  any  crime  or  misdeaieanor,  excepting  murder  in  the  second 
degree,  the  punishment  of  which  now  is,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  impris- 
onment in  the  State  penitentiary,  shall  be  sentenced  b}'  the  proper  court 
to  undergo  said  punishment  either  in  the  State  penitentiary,  or  in  the 
Schuylkill  county  prison  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  5.  That  from  and   after  tlie  passage    of   this  act,   no  in-  Inquests, 
quest  shall  be  held  on  the  body  of  any  person  who  may  die  during  his 
or  her  confinement  in  the  Schuylkill  county  prison,  unless  the  coroner 
of  said  couuty  be   thereto  required  by  the  commissioners,  except  in 
cases  of  murder,  suicide,  manslaughter,  or  death  caused  by  casualities; 
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and  it  shall  he  tlie  duty  of  the  attending  physician  of  said  prison  to  cer- 
^  tify  to  the  commissioners  the  name  and  age  of  every  person  who  may 

die  in  said  prison,  together  with  the  disease  or  cause  of  death  of  each, 
person  so  far  as  he  can  ascertain  the  same,  which  certificate  the  com- 
missioners shall  cause  to  be  entered  of  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  them 
for  that  purpose,  and  alread}^  several  times  referred  to  in  this  act,  and  the 
original  shall  be  by  them  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quar- 
ter Sessions,  to  be  by  him  filed  in  his  office  for  the  inspection  of  all 
interested,  the  county  commissioners  shall  have  power,  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  and  required,  unless  where  the  friends  of  the  deceased 
will  take  charge  of  the  body,  to  have  such  deceased  person  interred  in 
a  peace  of  ground  to  be  by  them  set  apart  or  procured  as  a  burial 
ground  for  the  bodies  of  persons  as  aforesaid,  which  piece  of  ground 
shall  also  hereafter  be  the  place  of  burial  of  all  such  as  may  hereafter 
suffer  death  in  the  county  of  Schuylkill  by  capital  punishment. 
Certain  convicts  SECTION  G.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county 
to  b;  discharged  of  Schuylkill  f^hall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  discharge 
from  imjirison-  fyQ-^^  prison  without  the  delay  and  expense  of  anyproceeding  under  the 
insolvent  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  every  convict  v\dio  shall  have 
served  out  the  term  of  his  imprisonment  at  labor  to  which  such  con- 
vict now  has  been  or  hereafter  may  be  sentenced,  notwithstanding  such 
convict  shall  not  have  paid  the  costs  of  prosecution,  fine  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, or  restored  to  the  owner  the  property  stolen,  or  paid  the 
value  thereof,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  said  board  of  commissioners,  such 
Proviso,  convict  is  unable  to  pay  or  restore  the  same  :   Provided  ahvni/a,  That 

such  discharge  shall  in  no  way  interfere  v/ith  the  rights  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, the  public  officers,  or  of  any  person  interested  in  the  pay- 
ment or  restitution  thereof,  to  proceed  by  action  to  recover  the  amount 
from  the  property  of  such  convict,  but  no  such  discharge  shall  be 
allowed  or  granted  by  said  board  of  commissioners  until  such  convict 
shall  have  exhibited  to  them  on  oath  or  affirmation,  duplicate  schedules 
of  all  his  or  her  property  real,  persona],  or  mixed,  to  which  he  or  she 
is  in  any'  manner  entitled,  as  far  as  he  or  she  can  ascertain  the  same, 
one  of  which  schedules  or  lists  of  property,  shall  be  by  said  commis- 
sioners filed  and  preserved  with  the  papers  of  the  prison,  and  the  other 
forthwith  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  or 
Quarter  Sessions,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  who 
shall  file  the  same  in  his  office  with  the  other  papers  relating  to  the 
case. 
Sales  of  articles  SECTION  7.  That  BO  commissioner,  keeper,  matron,  or  other  per- 
to  prisoners  pro- <5Qj;i  employed  or  appointed  to  execute  any  duty,  trust,  or  employment 
'  '^'  *  in  or  about  the  Schuylkill  county  prison  shall,  v/ithout  permission  from 

the  board  of  commissioners,  sell  any  articles  of  any  kind  to  a  prisoner, 
or  to  or  for  the  use  of  the  prison  aforesaid,  or  be  concerned  in  any  contract 
connected  with  such  sale,  or  derive  any  emolument  from  such  sale  or 
contract;  nor  shall  either,  or  any  of  them,  extend  to  any  person  con- 
fined in  said  prison  any  favor,  lenity,  or  mitigation  of  punishment,  or 
inflict  any  punishment  not  authorized  by  this  act  or  by  any  subsequent 
act  that  may  be  passed,  or  the  rules  that  are  to  be  made  by  the  com- 
missioners in  accordance  therewith,  and  any  violation  of  this  law  or 
any  subsequent  act  relative  to  said  prison  shall  be  considered  and  ad- 
judged a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  for  any  such  offence  before  the* 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  punished 
by  any  fine  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twelve 
months,  and  shall  also  be  immediately  removed  from  such  office  or  ap- 
pointment.

Section  .8.  That  the  pennlties  imposed  by  this  act,  the  recovery  Penalties,  how 
of  which  is  not  herein  spocially  provided  for,  shall  be  recovered  in  the  recovered, 
name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  use  of  the  county 
of  Schuylkill  by  an  action  of  debt  in  any  court  of  record  having  juris- 
diction of  sums  in  that  amount.

county  expenditures;  he  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  books, 
papers,  documents,  and  other  things  held  in  right  of  his  ofiice  for  said 
prison. 

Section  11.  That  the  keeper  of  said  prison  when  qualified  to  pities  of  keep* 
act,  and  wheri  he  shall  in  the  said  new  prison  have  entered  on  the  dis-  ers  of  prison, 
charge  of  his  duties  shall,  and  he  is  hereby  required  and  directed  to 
receive  and  take  charge  of  all  persons  lawfully  committed  by  any  court, 
magistrate,  alderman,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  officer  having 
power  to  commit  to  prison,  and  said  keeper  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  all  persons  so  committed,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to 
the  same  extent,  that  sheriffs  and  jailors  are  now  by  law  held  liable. 

Section  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  rr,.       .     ,, 
01  bcnuylkul  county,  or  two  ot  the  judges  or  said  court,  the  presiaent  lecepiioa  of 
being  one,  to  determine  at  what  time  the  Schuylkill  county  prison  shall  convicts. 
be  fitted  and  prepared  to  receive  convicts  and  other  prisoners,  and  when 
the  said  court  or  judges  shall  so  determine  and  decree,  an  entry  to  that 
effect  shall  be  made  in  the  records  of  said  court,  from  which  time  this 
law  shall  go  into  full  force  and  effect.

of  money  belonging  to  said  prison,  or  any  person  confined  therein, 
remaining  in  his  hands,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  ol  all  prisoners,  and 
other -personS;  committed  to  his  charge,  which  bond  shall  stand  for  the 
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use  of  any  person  or  persons  injured  by  the  acts  or  delinquencies  of  said 
keeper,  and  may  be  proceeded  on  by  any  person  aggrieved,  in  the  same 
manner  directed  as  to  sheriffs'  bonds ;  the  matron  and  all  other  persons 
employed  in  or  about  the  prison,  shall,  if  the  commissioners  require  it, 
give  bond,  with  security  in  amount  as  aforesaid,  conditioned  as  near  as 
practicable  to  that  of  the  keeper,  and  in  such  other  manner  as  the  com- 
missioners shall  fix  and  determine.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the   authority  of  the   same,   That

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and  the  same  to  sell  and  dispose  of  from  time  to  time,  and  also  to  make

number  one  person  as  president,  they  shall  also  elect  one  person  as  Q^g^g^g 
secretary  of  the  board,  and  one  person  as  treasurer,  of  whom  they  shall 
require  such  security  as  they  may  provide  by  their  by-laws,  and  may 
employ  such  other  officers,  clerks,  agents,  and  attorneys  as  may  be  found 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  company,  and  shall 
also  determine  the  rates  of  insurance,  the  sum  to  be  insured,  and  the 
sum  to  be  deposited  for  any  insurance;  a  majority  of  said  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business.

spects a  judgment  upon  confession  by  virtue  of  warrant  of  attorney, 
and  execution  may  at  any  time  be  had  thereof  for  so  much  as  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  due  and  demandable,  but  the  lien 
thereof  shall  commence  with  the  filing  of  such  memorandum  in  the 
oflace  of  the  prothonotary :  Provided,  That  such  lien  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  take  from  such  persons  insured  as  aforesaid  the  privileges  of 
a  freeholder. 

Section  9.  That  suits  at  law  may  be  maintained  by  said  corporation 
against  any  of  its  members  for  the  collection  of  said  deposite  note,  and 
any  assessment  thereon,  or  for  any  other  cause  relating  to  the  business 
of  said  corporation ;  also,  all  suits  may  be  prosecuted  and  maintained 
by  any  member  against  said  corporation  for  losses  t)r  damage  by  fire, 
if  payment  be  withheld  or  refused  more  than  three  months  after  the 
company  are  duly  notified  of  such  losses  ;  no  member  of  the  company, 
not  being  in  his  individual  capacity  a  party  to  the  suit  or  suits,  shall 
be  incompetent  as  a  witness  on  account  of  his  being  a  member  of  the 
company. 

Section  10.  That  the  directors  shall,  after  ascertaining  the  amount 
of  loss  or  damage  by  fire  sustained  by  any  of  its  members,  settle  and 
determine,  in  proportion  to  the  deposite  notes,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
by  any  of  its  members  as  their  respective  shares  of  such  loss  or  damage, 
and  publish  the  same  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws, and  the  members  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said  company 
within  thirty  days  after  publication  of  said  notice ;  on  neglect  or  refusal 
to  pay  the  same  assessed  upon  him  as  a  proportion  of  any  loss  as  aforesaid, 
in  such  case  ^id  company  may  suo  for  and  recover  the  whole  amount 
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of  his  or  her  deposite  note  or  notes,  with  costs  of  suit,  and  the  amount 
then  collected  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  said  company,  suhjcct  to 
the  payment  of  such  losses  or  expenses  as  have  or  may  thereafter  accrue, 
and  the  balance,  if  any  remain,  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  from 
whom  it  was  collected,  on  demand.

and  authority,  to  manufacture  and  sell  gas,  to  be  made  of  bituminous 
coal  or  other  materials,  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  streets,  build- 
ings, manufactories,  and  other  places,  in  the  borough  of  West  Chester, 
and  to  purchase,  have,  hold,  receive,  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors, lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  and  all 
estate,  real  and  personal,  or  mixed,  of  what  kind  or  quality  soever,  and 
the  same,  from  time  to  time,  to  sell,  mortgage,  grant,  alien,  or  dispose 
of,  and  to  make  dividends  of  such  portions  of  the  profits  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  and  also  to  make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
to  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure,  and  also,  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in 
execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  reglations,  as  shall  appear  ne- 
cessary and  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  said  corporation,  not 
being  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  Commonwealth,  and  generally  to  do,  all  and  singular,  the  matters 
and  things,  which  to  them,  it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do,  for  the 
well  being  of  the  said  corporation :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  Proviso,

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  open  a  communica- 
tion into  the  street  gas  main,  or  other  gas  pipe  of  the  said  company, 
munieation  with  ^itliout  authority  from  the  inspector  or  other  authorized  agents  of  the 
street  gas  main  g^jj  company,  or  shall  let  on  the  gas  after  it  has  been  stopped  by  order 
of  the  said  inspector  or  other  authorized  agent  of  the  said  company  for 
repairs  or  any  other  cause  or  purpose,  or  shall  put  up  any  pipes  or 
burners  in  addition  to  the  pipes  or  burners  originally  put  up  and  in- 
spected, and  introduce  the  gas  into  them  without  authority  as  aforesaid, 
he,  she,  or  they  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  for  each  and  every  such  offence  to  be  recovered 
as  debts  of  the  like  amount  are  recoverable  in  law,  one-half  to  be  paid 
to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  said  company. 

Section  13.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  do  or 
cause  to  be  done,  any  act  or  acts  whatever  whereby  any  building,  con- 
struction, or  works  of  said  company,  or  any  gas-pipe,  gas-post,  burner, 
or  reflector,  or  any  matter  or  thing  appertaining  to  the  same,  shall  be 
stopped,  obstructed,  injured,  or  destroyed,  the  person  or  persons  so 
offending  shall  be  considered  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  being 
thereof  indicted  and  convicted  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  shall 
be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  ► 
Provided,  Such  criminal  prosecution  shall  not  in  any  wise  impair  the 
right  of  action  for  damages  by  a  civil  suit  hereby  authorized  to  be 
brought  for  any  injury  as  aforesaid,  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  said 
corporation,  in  any  court  in  this  State  having  cognizance  of  the  same.

bargain,  and  sell  for  the  use  of  said  association,  and  to  borrow  any  sum  of 
money  for  the  purposes  of  said  association,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
Borrow  money,  dollars,  and  to  secure  the  same  by  bond  or  mortgage  on  the  property 
thereof,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  do  for  the  well  being  and  due  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  said  association :  Provided,  That  the  real 
estate  of  which  the  said  corporation  shall  be  at  any  time  possessed, 
shall  not  exceed  the  clear  yearly  value  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  That  the  persons  hereinbefore  named,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  do  and  perform  the  several  acts  and  things 
hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say  :  they  or  such  of  them  as  shall  act 
in  the  premises,  not  less  than  five,  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be, 
and  within  six  months  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  procure  and 
open  a  suitable  book  or  books,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  de- 
signate, in  the  city  of  Erie,  of  which  time  and  place  at  least  ten  days'

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hi/  the.  Senate'  and  ITouse  of  Representa- 
tives of  the    Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania    in    General  Assemhly 
met,  and  it  is   hereby  enacted  hy  the   authority   of  the   same.   That 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authoi-ized  to  Governor  au- 
borrow,  on  the  faith  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  of  the  revenue  hereinafter  thorized  to  bor- 
mentioned,  and  which  is  hereby  specifically  pledged  for  the  payment  of  row  money  on 
the  interest  and  re-payment  of  the  principal,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  Cnmmon- 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  issue  certificates  of  loan  therefor,  redeemable  wealth. 
in  thirty  years  from  date,  to  be  paid  into  the  internal  improvement  fund

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the    Commonwealth   of  Pennsylvania   in  General  Assembly 
met,   and  it   is  hereby  enacted   by  the   authority   of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  Duties  of  Cm- 
every  constable   of  Westmoreland   county,  upon   the  receipt  of,  and  stables  in  Weat 
order,  or  warrant,  signed  by  two  justices  of  the  peace,  and  to  him  di-  moreland  co. 
rected  to  take  and  convey  the  poor  person  or  persons  therein  named, 
to  the  house  of  employment  of  said  county,  and  deliver  him  or  them  to 
the  steward  or  keeper  thereof,  and  upon  delivery  of  the  person  or  per- 
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sons,  he  shall  receive  from  the  directors  of  said  poor  house,  the  sum  of 
thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents  for  executing  the  order  or  warrant,  eight 
cents  for  eachmile  circular,  counting  from  the  office  of  the  justice  from 
vrhich  the  order  or  warrant  issued,  and  one  dollar  for  conveyance,  if 
under  fifteen  miles,  and  for  any  greater  distance  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents :  Provided,  That  if  there  are  more  than  one  name  con- 
tained in  the  order  or  warrant,  the  foregoing  fees  shall  be  charged 
and  no  more:  Provided,  That  no  justice  of  the  peace  shall  issue  an 
order  or  warrant  as  provided  in  this  section,  for  any  person  having  a 
settlement  out  of  the  township  in  which  said  justice  resides. 

Section  2.  That  if,  upon  receipt  of  an  order  or  warrant  directed  to 
him,  the  person  or  persons  therein  named  cannot  be  removed  to  the 
house  of  employment  of  said  county,  by  reason  of  sickness  or  other 
bodily  injury,  sustained  by  him  or  them,  then  in  such  case  the  constable 
shall  make  suitable  provision,  and  furnish  such  relief  as  their  situation 
may  require,  having  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  county,  and  as  soon 
as  convenient  thereafter,  notify  the  directors  of  the  poor  in  writing  of 
the  facts  of  the  case,  who  shall  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  the 
same,  and  for  which  services  he  shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  cents,  and 
three  cents  for  each  and  every  mile  circular,  and  as  soon  as  the  person 
or  persons  named  in  the  order  or  warrant,  are  able  to  be  removed,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  to  convey  the  person  or  persons  to 
the  house  of  employment,  and  deliver  him  or  them  to  the  steward  or 
keeper  thereof,  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  the  duties 
hereby  enjoined  on  him,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  for  misde- 
meanor in  ofl&ce,  and  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  and 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  secure  the  city  and  port  of  Pittsburg  from  the 
introduction  of  pestilential  diseases  ;  and  relative  to  the  granting  tavern  li- 
censes in  Butler  county,"  approved  the  eighth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  hy  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  the  board  of  health  for  the  city  of  Pitts-  Duties  of  board 
burg,  to  cause  all  offensive  or  putrid  substances,  and  all  nuisances  which  of  health. 
may  have  a  tendency,  in  their  opinion,  to  endanger  the  health  of  the 
citizens,  to  be  removed  from  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  highways,  wharves, 
docks,  or  any  other  part  or  parts  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  and  to  cause 
such  of  the  privies  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  to  be  emptied,  or  corrected 
with  lime,  or  otherwise,  at  the  expense  of  the  individuals  who  are  the 
owners  of  the  houses  to  which  the  said  privies  are  appurtenant,  as  the 
said  board  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  for  the  health  of  the 
Inhabitants  thereof,  and  if  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  premises  on 
which  any  nuisance  may  be  found,  and  the  owners  of  the  houses  to 
which  the  said  privies  are  appurtenant,  shall,  on  due  notice  thereof, 
refuse  or  neglect  to  have  the  same  immediately  removed,  emptied  or 
corrected,  as  aforesaid,  he,  she,  or  they,  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
and  the  espense  attending  the  removal  of  such  nuisance,  shall  be  reco- 
vered by  the  board  before  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  or  in 
any  court  having  lawful  jurisdiction,  froih  all  corporate  bodies  andindi- 
viduals. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board,  in  all  cases  where  Further  duiles. 
the  owner  or  owners  of  unoccupied  property,  upon  which  a  nuisance,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  said  board,  exists,  reside'  out  of  the  city,  or  cannot 
be  found  by  the  messenger  of  the  said  board,  after  diligent  search  made, 
to  cause  the  said  nuisance  to  be  at  once  removed,  and  the  expense  at-  • 

tending  the  removal  of  the  same  shall  be  recovered  by  the  said  board 
in  any  court,  or  before  any  court,  alderman,  or  justice  of  the  peace 
having  lawful  jurisdiction  as  in  and  by.  the  said  act  is  provided. 
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Section  3.  That  the  expenses  attending  the  removal  of  any  nuisance, 
shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon  the  premises  from  which  such  nuisance 
has  been  removed ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  health 
to  file  the  claim  therefor  against  the  owner  or  reputed  owner  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  for  the  county  of  Allegheny, 
which  sold  court  shall,  in  all  cases,  have  jurisdiction  of  the  same,  and 
the  said  claims  may  be  filed,  recorded,  and  proceeded  on  by  scire  facias, 
to  recover  the  same  in  like  manner  as  mechanics'  liens  are  recoverable ; 
upon  the  trial  of  which  the  fact  of  the  nuisance  shall  not  be  inquired 
into,  and  the  defendant  or  defendants  shall  only  be  permitted  to  give 
evidence  of  payment,  or  that  unnecessary  expenses  were  incurred  by 
the  board  in  the  removal  of  the  nuisance  :  Provided,  That  the  said 
expenses  shall  not  remain  a  lien  on  real  estate  for  more  than  six  months 
from  the  time  of  doing  such  work,  unless  a  claim  for  the  same  shall  be 
filed,  as  aforesaid,  within  that  time,  nor  shall  the  same  continue  a  lien 
longer  than  five  years  from  the  time  of  filing  the  claim,  unless  revived 
by  scire  facias  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  mechanics' 
liens.  ' 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  health 
to  designate  and  provide,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  a  place  or  places 
where  are  to  be  received  and  deposited  the  contents  of  all  privies  as 
they  shall  from  time  to  time  be  cleaned  and  emptied,  and  all  other  of- 
fensive substances  found  upon  the  public  highway. 

Section  5.  That  so  soon  as  the  board  of  health  have  provided  as 
aforesaid,  a  place  or  places  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  are  prepared 
to  receive  therein  the  contents  of  privies  and  other  offensive  substances, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  make  proclamation  thereof  by  advertise- 
ment in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg, 
to  be  continued  at  least  thirty  days ;  and  from  and  after  the  expiration 
of  the  said  thirty  days  during  which  said  advertisement  has  been  made,  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  employed  in  cleansing  any 
privy  or  privies  within  the  bounds  aforesaid,  to  deposit  or  cause  to  be 
deposited  the  contents  or  any  part  of  the  contents  thereof  in  any  other 
place  or  places  than  such  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  said  board  of 
health  in  their  said  proclamation;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited  such  contents  or  any  part  thereof  in 
any  other  place  or  places  than  as  aforesaid,  without  the  consent  of  the 
said  board  of  health,  such  person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  off"ence  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Section  G.  That  no  person  shall  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed,  the 
contents,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  any  privy-well  until  he  shall  have  first 
obtained  a  permit  from  the  said  board  of  health,  which  permit  shall 
specify  the  time  within  which  the  contents  of  the  privy  may  be  removed, 
and  the  place  to  which  the  said  contents  shall  be  conveyed  and  depos- 
ited ;  and  if  any  person  shall  remove,  cause,  or  allow,  or  assist  in  re- 
moving the  contents,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  any  privy-well,  before  he 
has  obtained  such  permit,  or  at  any  other  time  than  that  specified  in 
the  said  permit,  or  shall  convey  to  and  deposit  or  assist  in  conveying 
and  depositing  the  same  in  any  other  place  than  that  described  in  the 
said  permit,  he  shall  for  any  of  the  aforesaid  acts,  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  board  of  health  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Section  7.  That  hereafter  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  remove 
or  cause  to  be  removed  any  portion  of  the  contents  of  a  privy-well 
within  the  limits  aforesaid,  excepting  in  carts  or  vehicles  so  constructed 
as  to  be  water  tight,  and  securely  covered  on  the  top ;  and  if  any  person 
shall  remove,  cause,  or  permit  to  be  removed,  the  contents  or  any  part 
thereof,  of  any  privy,  excepting  in  carts  or  vehicles  constructed  as  above, 
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he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  board  of  health  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars ;  and  any  constable,  police  oificer,  or  watchman,  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  seize  and  detain  all  carts,  horses,  and  implements,  and  appara- 
tus, actually  taken  with  any  person  or  persons  detected  in  any  violation 
of  said  resolutions,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  board  of  health  for  safe 
keeping,  and  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the  penalties  given  by  said 
resolutions  and  all  other  laws  on  the  same  subject. 

Section  8.  That  the  said  carts  or  other  vehicles  shall  be  submitted  Carts  or  other 
to  the  inspection  of  the  health  officer,  or  some  other  person,  to   be  ap-  vehicles  sub- 
pointed  by  the  board  of  health,  and  approved  of,  previous  to  their  being  '"'^^'^^  ^°  '"■ 
used  for  the  purposes  as  aforesaid ;  and  any  person  or  persons  oiFending  heaUh*oificer 
against  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every 
such  offence  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Section  9.  That  if  any  privy  filth  be  spilled  from  a  cart  upon  any  Unauthorized 
street,  lane,  alley,  road  or  highway  within  the  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  deposit, 
of  the  board  of  health,  the  same  shall  be  adjudged  to  be  an  unauthorized 
deposit  and  punished  as  such. 

Section  10.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  License, 
be  lawful  for  any  person  to  remove  the  contents  of  any  privy-well  within 
the  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  of  health  unless  first  licensed 
by  the  board  of  health  to  do  so,  and  any  person  offending  against  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay 
to  the  board  of  health  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars :  Provided,  That  the  Proviso, 
board  of  health  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  ex- 
empt from  the  operations  of  this  or  any  other  law  on  the  subject  of 
nuisances,  such  portions  of  the  territory  under  their  jurisdiction  being 
a  rural  district  or  sparse  in  population,  as  in  their  opinion  they  may  do 
with  safety  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Section  11.  That  any  person  desirous  of  being  licensed  to  empty  or  Applications  to 
remove  the  contents  of  privy-wells,  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  be  made  in 
the  board  of  health,  who,  on  being  satisfied  with  the  character  of  the  writing. 
applicant,  and  the  construction  of  his  carts  or  vehicles,  shall  under  the 
rules  and  regulations  they  make  in  relation  thereto  grant  him  a  license 
for  one  year,  and  the  same  may  renew  from  year  to  year  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  and  for  every  license  so  granted,  and  for  every  renewal 
thereof,  the  board  of  health  shall  receive  from  the  party  applying  there- 
for the  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  for  every  permit  for  removing  the  contents  Yees 
of  any  privy  he  shall  pay  to  the  board  of  health  at  the  time  said  permit 
is  granted  fifty  cents,  if  between  the  first  day  of  October  and  first  day 
of  the  next  June,  and  five  dollars  if  between  the  first  day  of  June  and 
the  first  day  of  the  next  October,  to  be  repaid  to  him  by  the  person  or 
persons  employing  him  to  empty  or  cleanse  such  privy-well :  Provided,  Proviso.

A    SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  relative  to  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  tha 
Courts,"  passed  the  sixteenth  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
siK. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
t<itives  of  the  Commonicealth  of  Pcnnsyloania  in  General  Assemhly 
met,  and  it  is  herehy  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
nothing  contained  in  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  act  of  the  sixteenth 
of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirtj-six,  relative  to  the  ju- 
risdiction and  powers  of  the  courts,  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
Supreme  Court  from  exercising  original  jurisdiction  in  equity,  in  any 
of  the  cases  enumerated  in  the  said  section,  within  any  of  the  counties 
of  this  Commonwealth,  or  to  prohibit  the  process  of  the  said  court  from 
running  into  any  other  county  of  this  Commonwealth,  but  the  said 
court,'  when  in  session  in  any  district,  shall  exercise  original  jurisdic- 
tion in  the  cases  enumerated  in  said  section,  throughout  the  State,  and 
if  not  decided  before  the  close  of  its  session  in  said  district,  shall  cause 
the  same,  with  all  proceedings  thereon,  to  be  certified  to,  and  filed  for 
action,  with  the  prothonatary  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  district 
within  which  said  court  shall  be  next  in  session,  and  so  to  be  certified 
from  district  to  district  until  finally  decided  upon,  and  so  much  of  said 
section  as  limits  the  chancery  powers  and  jurisdiction  to  the  Supreme

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepreseTi-

or  most  conveniently  accessable  point  on  the  railroad  between  Pitts- 
burg, Kittanning,  and  Warren,  at  or  near  Kittanning,  in  the  couaty  of 
Armstrong  (after  the  said  railroad  shall  have  been  permanently  located)

To  incorporate  the  OJd  Fellows'  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Asylum  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,   and  it  is  hereby   enacted  by   the   authority   of  the   same,   That 

Corporation.  such  persons  as  are  or  hereafter  may  become,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
prescribed,  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  certain  association  of 
lodges  and  encampments  of  the  independent  order  of  Odd  Fellows  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  at  present  existing  in  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  holding  its  meetings  for  the  time  being  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
1  delphia,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created,  and  they  are  hereby  declared 

to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,   by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of 

Style.  "  The  Odd  Fellows'  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Asylum  of  the  State  of 

Pennsylvania,"  and  by  that  name  to  have  perpetual  succession,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  competent  ju-

AN   ACT 

Authorizing  the  laying  out  of  a  State  road  from  the  Methodist  church,  in  Cran- 
berry townfhip,  Butler  comity  ;  to  the  Franklin  Road,  in  Allegheny  county  ; 
extt'iidin"  the  limits  of  the  borough  of  Lawrenceville,  in  Allegheny  county, 
and  relative  to  the  school  districts  of  the  city  of  Erie. 

Section  1  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Samuel  Marshall  and  Samuel  Boyd,  of  Butler  ^county,  and  Samuel  Commissioners, 
McCaslin,  of  Allegheny  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  view,  lay  out,  and  mark  a  State  road  of  the  breadth 
of  forty  feet,  beginning  at  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  near  Caleb  Location. 
Richmond's,  in  Cranberry  township,  Butler  county,  and  thence  to  in- 
tersect the  public  road  at  that  place,  to  the  Franklin  road  in  Pine 
township,  in  Allegheny  county,  at  or  near  the  farm  of  Ambrose  Shaf- 
fer, by  the  nearest  and  most  practicable  route. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be   the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  Duties  of  coin- 
jnajority  of  them,  after  having  been   duly  sworn  or  affirmed   before  a  missionera. 
justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  file  and  preserve  the  same  in  his  office, 
to  perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  with   impartiality,  care- 
fully to  view  the    ground  over  which  the  road   to  be  laid  out  by  them 
may  pass,  having  due  regard  to  a  straight  and  easy  road  for  the  public, 
at  an  elevation  of  not  more  than  three  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line, 
and  that  they  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  mark  the  road  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  shall  render  the  route  agreed  upon   found  by  the  Supervisors ; 
and  for  fulfilling  the   duties   enjoined  by  this  act,  the  commissioners 
shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  two  dollars   per  day,  for  every  day  they  Compensation, 
shall  be  necessarily  employed  in  performing  the  duties  assigned  by  this 
act,  and  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ   one 
surveyor,  at  three  dollars  per  diem,  two   chain-bearers,  and  one  axe- 
man, at  a  sum  not  exceeding  for  each  one  dollar  per  diem. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  make  out  a  fair  and  drafts  to  be 
accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  the  road,  noting   therein   courses  and  made  out  and 
distances,  and  the  places,  waters,  county  and  township  lines,  with  such  filed, 
other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation,  one  copy  whereof  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  or  be- 
fore the   first  day  of  January  next,  and  one  copy  in  the  office  of  the 
clerks   of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  respective  counties  through   which 
the  said  road  may  pass,  on  the  time  aforesaid,  or   as  much   sooner  aa 
practicable ;  and  from  thenceforth  the  said  road  shall  be  a  public  high- 
way, and  shall  be  opened  and  repaired  as  all  other  roads  laid  out  by  the 
courts  are  made  and  repaired. 

Section  4.  That  the  commissioners  shall  draw  on  the  commissioners  Accounts  of 
of  the  counties  through  which  the  said  road  shall  pass,  who  shall  adjust  commissioners, 
th9   account  of  the   commissioners,  surveyor,  chain-bearers,  and  axe-  how  settled. 
men,  and  pay  them  as  other  accounts  by  orders  on  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  are  paid  :  Provided,  That  neither  of  the  said  counties  shall  be  p  .  -, 
liable  to  pay  a  greater  proportion  of  said  expenses  than  for  the  work 
done  and  services  rendered  within  the  said  county. 
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Meeting  of  com-      SECTION  5.  That  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or  before  the  first 
missioners.         Monday  of  August,  next,  or  as   soon  thereafter  as  a  majority  of  them 
shall  agree  upon  and   complete  the   location  of  said  road  as  soon  as 
practicable,  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  resignation  or  otherwise, 
it  shall  be  filled  by  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the 
county  in  which   said  person   or  persons  so  resigning,  shall  have  re- 
sided. 
I)  itv  of  super-        SECTION  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  of  the  several. 
vigors.  townships  through  which  said  road  shall  pass,  upon  notice  given,  to  pro- 

ceed at  once  to  open  and  make  the  said  road  as  other  roads  are  made. 
Limits  of  the  SECTION  7.  That  the  limits  of  the  borough  of  Lawrenceville,  in  the

AN   ACT 

To  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  house  of  employment  aud  support  of  the  poor 
in  the  county  of  Juniata. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep?'esen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  herehy  enacted,  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Samuel  0.  Evans,  Everard  Oles,  Steuart  Turbett,  Joseph  Pumroy,  and  Commissioners. 
Neal  McCoy,  be,  and  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  to  determine 
upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  Purchase  land, 
accommodation  of  the  poor  of  Juniata  county ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  take  conveyances 
therefor,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  corporation,  mentioned  in 
the  third  section  of  this  act,  and  they  shall  certify  their  proceedings 
therein  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  of  the  county  of  Juniata,  to  be  filed  in  his  office  ;  and  at  the 
next  general  election,  the  qualified  electors  of  the  townships  of  Green-  Election  of  di- 
wood.  Walker,  ii'ayette,  and  Delaware,  shall  elect  a  reputable  citizen  of  sectors, 
one  of  the  said  townships  to  serve  as  director  of  the  poor  and  of  the 
house  of  employment,  for  the  county  of  Juniata,  for  the  term  of  three 
years  ',  the  qualified  electors  of  the  townships  of  Turbett,  Milford,  Fer- 
maugh,  and  Perryville  and  MifiSintown  borough,  shall  elect  one  to  serve 
two  years ;  and  the  qualified  electors  of  the  townships  of  Beales,  Tuscarora, 
and  Lack,  shall  elect  one  to  serve  one  year ;  so  that  those  who  shall  be  cho- 
sen after  the  first  election,  and  in  the  mode  above  described,  may  serve 
for  three  years;  and  one-third  shall  be  chosen  annually;  and  the  judges 
of  the  election  of  said  county,  shall  immediately  on  receiving  the  re- 
turns from  the  several  election  districts,  and  casting  up  the  number  of 
votes  therein,  or  within  three  days  thereafter,  certify  under  their  hands 
and  seals,  the  names  of  the  persons  so  elected  directors,  to  the  clerk  of 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  said  county,  who  shall  file  the  said 
certificate  in  his  office,  and  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing,  to  the  said 
directors,  of  their  being  elected;  and  the  said  directors  shall  meet  at  the  j\ieetin<». 
court  house,  to  transact  business,  on  the  first  Monday  of  December  en- 
suing their  election. 

Section  2.  That  every  director  elected  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  or  Directors  to  be 
appointed  as  directed  by  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act,  shall  within  sworn, 
ten  days  after  he  is  notified  of  such  election  or  appointment,  and  before 
he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  the  said  office,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation, 
which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  which  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  is  hereby 
authorized  to  administer,  that  he  will  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 
of  director  of  the  poor  for  the  said  county,  truly,  faithfully  and  impartially, 
to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability  ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal 
to  take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation  within  the  time  aforesaid,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said 
county,  which  fine  shall  be  recovered  by  the  directors  for  the  time  be-

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ing,  as  debts  aVe,  or  shall  be  by  law  recoverable ;  and  tbe  directorfi 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  ox 
affirmation  in  any  case  when  it  shall  be  necessary^  in  relation  to  the  du- 
ties of  their  office. 

Ca.-?oiatiors>  SECTION  3.  That  the  said  directors  shall  forever  hereafter,  in  name 

and  in  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  whatsoever,  relative  to  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Juniata,  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be- 

Style,  impleaded,  by  the  name,  stjle,  and  title  of  the  "  Directors  of  the  Poor 

and  of  the  House  of  Employment  for  the  county  of  Juniata,"  and  by 
that  name  shall,  and  may  receive,  take,  and  hold  any  lands,  tenements, 

Fr:vilege3,  ^^j  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  ten  thousand  dol- 

lars, and  any  goods,  and  chattels,  whatsoever,  of  the  gift,  alienation,  or 
bequest  of  any  person  or  persons,  whatsoever,  to  purchase,  take,  and 
hold  any  lands,  and  tenements  within  their  county,  in  fee  simple,  or 
otherwise,  and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  use,  and  ac- 
commodation of  the  poor  of  said  county,  to  provide  all  things  necessary 
for  the  lodging,  maintenance,  and  employment  of  said  poor,  to  appoint 
a  treasurer,  annually,  who  shall  give  bond,  with  full  and  sufficient  surety, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  at  the  expira- 
tion thereof,  for  the  payment  and  delivery  over  to  his  successor  in  office,, 
of  all  moneys,  bonds,  notes,  book  accounts,  and  other  papers,  to  the 
said  corporation  belonging,  which  shall  then  be  remaining  in  his  hands^ 
custody,  and  possession  ;  and  said  directors  shall  have  power  toemploy^ 
and  at  pleasure  remove  a  steward  or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  phy- 
sician or  physicians,  surgeon  or  surgeons,  and  all  other  attendants  that 
may  be  necessary  for  the  said  poor,  respectively  ;  to  bind  out  appren- 
tices, so  that  such  apprenticeship  may  expire,  if  males,  at  or  before  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  if  females,  at  or  before  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  such  poor  children  as  shall  come  under  their  notice,  or  as  may 

Pro'i'iso,  "<^^  be  bound  apprentices  by   the  overseers   of   the   poor  :  Provided^ 

That  no  child  shall  be  bound  at  a  greater  distance  than  thirty  miles 
from  the  poor-house,  and  to  have  not  less  than  three  months  schooling 
in  each  year;  and  the  said  directors  shall  exercise  and  enjoy  all  snch 
other  powers  now  vested  in  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  as  are  not  herein 
granted  or  supplied  ;  and  the  said  directors  are  hereby  empowered  to- 
use  one  common  seal  in  all  business  relating  to  the  said  corporation, 
and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter  and  renew,, 

p.  ,   .  j     ^  .  Section  4.  That  the  said  directors  as  soon  as  maybe  after  their  elec- 

m'ateof  expense.  ^i<^^  "^^^  organization  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  proba- 
ble expense  of  purchasing  the  lands,  and  building  or  erecting  the  ne- 
cessary building  or  buildings,  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  maintaining 
the  poor  of  the  county,  for  one  year;  whereupon  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  said  county,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  increase  the  county  tax  by  one-fourth  of  the  sum  necessary 
■„  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  procure,  on  loan,  on  the  credit  of 

the  taxes  herein  directed,  to  be  levied,  the  remaining  three-fourths 
thereof  to  be  paid  in  instalments,  with  interest,  out  of  the  county  taxes  ::

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house  for  one  year ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to 
assess,  and  cause  to  be  collected,  the  amount  of  said  estimate,  which' 
shall  be  paid  to  said  directors,  by  the  county  treasurer,  on  warrants 
drawn  in  their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners,  as  the  same  may  be 
found  necessary  ;  and  the  said  directors  shall,  once  in  every  year,  render 
an  account  of  all  moneys  by  them  received  and  expended,  to  the

said  directors  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  lay  before  the  Court  of  Further  duties 
Quarter  Sessions,  and  grand  jury  of  said  county,  a  list  of  the  number,  of  directors, 
ages,  and  sex  of  the  persons  maintained  and  employed  in  the  house  of 
employment,  or  supported,  or  assisted  by  them,  elsewhere,  and  of  the 
children  by  them  bound  out  to  apprenticeship  as  aforesaid,  with  the 
names  of  their  masters,  or  mistresses,  and  their  trade,  occupation,  or 
calling,  and  shall,  at  all  times  when  thereunto  required,  submit  to  the 
inspection  and  free  examination  of  such  visitors  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  said  county, 
all  their  books  and  accounts,  together  with  the  rents,  interests,  and 
moneys  payable  and  receivable  by  the  said  corporation,  and  also  an 
account  of  all  sales,  purchases,  donations,  devises,  and  bequests,  as  shall 
have  been  made  by  or  to  them. 

Section  6.  That  as  soon  as  the  said  buildings  shall  have  been  erected  Notices  to  over- 
or  purchased,  and  all  necessary  accommodations  provided  therein,  notices  seers  of  the 
shall  be  sent,  signed  by  any  two  of  the  said  directors,  to  the  overseers  po^""- 
of  the  several  townships  of  the  said  county  of  Juniata,  requiring  theni 
forthwith  to  bring  the  poor  of  their  respective  townships  to  said  house 
of  employment ;  which  order  the  overseers  are  hereby  enjoined  and  re- 
quired to  comply  with,  or  otherwise  to  forfeit  the  costs  of  all  future 
maintenance,  except  in  cases  where,  by  sickness,  or  any  other  sufficient 
cause,  any  poor  person  cannot  be  removed  ;  in  which  ease  the  said  over- 
seers shall  represent  the  same  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace,  who, 
being  satisfied  of  the  truth  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  said 
directors,  and  at  the  same  time  issue  an  order  under  his  hand  and  seal 
to  the  said  overseers,  directing  them  to  maintain  such  poor  until  such 
time  as  he  or  she  may  be  in  a  situation  to  be  removed,  and  then  convey 
the  said  pauper  and  deliver  him  or  her  to  the  steward  or  keeper  of  the 
said  house  of  employment,  together  with  the  said  order,  and  the  charge 
and  expense  of  such  temporary  relief,  and  of  such  removal,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  said  directors  at  a  reasonable  allowance. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  directors  shall  from  time  to  time  receive.  Employment  of 
provide  for,  and  employ,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  poor  and  indi- 
this  act,  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  g^"-  persons. 
or  shall  have  gained  a  legal  settlement  in  said  county  of  Juniata,  and 
shall  be  sent  there,  by  an  order  or  warrant  for  that  purpose,  under  the 
hands  and  seals  of  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  directed  to  any  con- 
stable of  the  said  county  of  Juniata,  or  to  the  overseers  of   the  proper 
township,  in  any  other  county  in  this  Commonwealth ;  and  the  said  di- 
rectors are  hereby  authorized,  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  and  con- 
venient to  do  so,  to  permit  any  poor  person  or  persons  to  be  maintained 
elsewhere  :  jfrovided,  The  expense  of  their  maintenance  does  not,  in 
any  case,  exceed  that  for  which  they  could  be  maintained  at  the  poor 
house  of  the  county  of  Juniata.  Ordinances 

Section  8.  That  the  said  directors,  or  any  two  of  them,  who  shall  jujej  a,^^  /g^.^. 
be  a  quorum  in  all  cases  to  do  buslBess,  shaU  have  power  to  make  and  lations. 
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ordain  sucli  ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations  as  they  shall  think  proper^ 
Convenient,  and  necessary  for  the  direction,  government,  and  support 
of  the  poor  and  house  of  employment  aforesaid,  and  of  the  revenues 
thereunto  belonging,  and  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  come  under  their 
Proviso.  cognizance  :  Provided,  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  this  law  or  any 

Proviso.  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States  :  And  provided,  also, 

That  the  same  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect  until  they  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  for  the  time  being,  of 
the  county  of  Juniata,  and  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the 
same. 
Directors  au-  SECTION  9.  That  the  said  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have 

thorized  to  ad-  fy}[  power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  to  all  per- 
minister  oat  is.  ^^^^  residing  in  said  house  of  employment,  or  becoming  chargeable  to 
the  said  county,  touching  their  place  of  legal  settlement,  and  in  case 
such  poor  person  or  persons  shall  refuse  to  take  the  said  oath  or  affirm- 
ation, or  shall  refuse  to  answer  such  questions  as  shall  be  asked  by  the 
said  directors,  touching  and  relative  to  the  said  settlement,  the  said 
directors  may  withhold  all  further  relief  from  such  poor  person  or  per- 
sons until  he,  she  or  they  shall  consent  to  take  such  oath  or  affirmation, 
and  answer  all  such  questions  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  said  board  of  direc- 
tors, or  a  majority  of  them,  in  addition  to  the  power  hereinbefore 
granted,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  administer  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions in  all  cases  whatever  relating  to  their  official  duties. 
Directors  to  SECTION  10.  That  a  quorum  of  said  directors  shall,  and  they  are

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives oj  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
'tnet,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
John  H.  Dohnert,  Thomas  Thompson,  James  D.  Whetham,  William  Corporators. 
R.  Stockton,  Joseph  H.  Collins,  William  Warner,  Thomas  Hargrave, 
James  Peters,  James  Chambers,  Isaac  Shunk,  Thomas  Evans,  John 
Baird,  Alexander  V.  Murphy,  David  Vanderveer,  Charles  Bacon, 
Andrew  Rhoads,  Hiram  Miller,  Daniel  R.  Eardman,  Frederick  B. 
Atmore,  Charles  E.  Clark,  Philip  M.  Price,  William  Campbell,  John 
Q.  Ginnodo,  James  Steel,  and  Henry  Warner,  and  their  successors,  and 
all  persons  who  may  hereafter  be  assoicated  with  them  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  hereinafter  named,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name  of ''  The  Spring  Garden  Style.

lands,  messuages,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  money  Privileges, 
or  efi"ects  of  whatsoever  nature,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  assurance, 
devise,  or  bequest,  from  any  body  corporate  or  person  whatsoever,  and 
the  same  or  any  part  thereof  to  sell  or  dispose  of  at  pleasure,  and  to 
make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  break,  alter  and  renew  the 
same  at  pleasure,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  every  other  matter  or  thing 
which  any  corporation  or  body  politic  lawfully  may  or  can  do  to  carry 
into  efi"ect  the  object  and  purposes  set  forth  in  the  succeeding  sections  : 
Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  income  or  profits  of  all  estate  had  and  Proviso, 
enjoyed  by  the  said  society  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  thous- 
and dollars  per  annum. 
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CONSTITUTION. 

Section  2.  That  this  society  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  "The 
Spring  Garden  Soup  Society"  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  3.  That  the  object  of  the  society  shall  be  to  secure  a  suita- 
ble building  in  which  to  carry  on  its  operations,  which  is  the  gratuitous 
distribution  of  soup  and  bread  to  the  needy  and  deserving  poor  of 
Spring  Garden,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  for  in  the 
by-laws. 

Section  4.  That  the  officers  of  the  society  shall  consist  of  a  board 
of  twenty-five  managers  to  be  chosen  as  is  hereinafter  provided ;  they 
shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  apply  the  rents,  revenues,  and 
funds  of  the  corporation  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  soup 
house;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  purchase,  sell,  or  mortgage,  the 
real  or  personal  estate  of  the  society:  Provided,  The  same  be  approved 
of  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  board  of  managers. 

Section  5.  That  the  board  of  managers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting  held  in  November,  between  the  hours  of  three  and 
eight  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  continue  in  office  one  year,  or  until  others  are 
chosen,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  voting;  no  annual  subscriber 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  voting  unless  it  shall  appear  by  the  books 
that  his  subscription  was  paid  at  least  three  months  previous  to  said 
election ;  in  case  of  a  failure  to  elect  managers  on  the  day  above  named, 
this  corporation  shall  not  on  that  account  be  dissolved,  but  an  election 
shall  in  every  such  case  be  held  at  such  other  time  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  managers,  six  days'  public  notice  being  given  in  at  least  two  daily 
papers  of  the  city  or  county  of  Philadelphia :  Provided,  That  the  per- 
sons named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
constitute  a  board  of  managers  to  transact  the  business  of  the  society 
until  the  regular  election  shall  be  held  as  is  hereinbefore  named. 

Section  6.  That  the  board  of  managers  shall,  within  one  week  after 
notice  of  their  election,  choose  from  among  their  own  body  by  ballot,  a 
president,  vice  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer ;  the  officer  last  named 
shall  give  ample  and  sufficient  freehold  security  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  trust;  the  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  prescribed  ia 
the  by-laws ;  the  board  of  managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies that  may  occur  ia  their  body  by  death  or  otherwise. 

Section  7.  That  the  board  of  managers  may  enact  such  by-laws  and 
ordinances  for  thoir  government  as  they  may  deem  requisite :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  said  rules  and  ordinances,  or  any  of  them,  be  not  re- 
pugnant to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  8.  That  stated  and  special  meetings  shall  be  held  at  such, 
times,  and  in  such  way  and  manner,  as  shall  be  directed  in  the  by-laws  :

That  annual  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  two  dollars 
and  upwards  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  society;  any  person 
contributing  at  one  time  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  shall  become  a 
member  for  life ;  any  member  having  taken  an  active  part  in  the  affiiirs 
of  the  society  for  ten  years  shall  be  considered  an  honorary  member, 
and  shall  thereafter  be  exempted  from  active  duties  if  he  so  desire. 

Section  10.  That  no  misnomer  of  the  said  corporation  shall  defeat 
or  annul  any  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  bequest  to  the  said  society :  Pro- 
vided, The  intent  of  the  party  making  the  same  shall  sufficiently  appear 
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on  the  face  of  the  will,  gift,  grant,  or  other  writing,  whereby  an  estate 
or  interest  was  intended  to  be  given  or  passed  to  the  society.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  employment  and  support  of  the 
poor  in  the  county  of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania^  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Thomas  Varner,  Alexander  Carnahan,  John  Gilfillan,  Thomas  Black-  Commissionera 
more,  Geo.  ^y.  Irwin,  James  Kelly,  of  Wiikins,  Henry  Chapman,  Eras-  and  their  dutiea, 
mus  Cooper,  and  John  Boyle,  of  Indiana  township,  be  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to 
determine  upon  and  purchase  a  site  or  building,  or  on  which  a  build- 
ing shall  be  erected,  for  the  reception  and  accomniodation  of  the  poor  of 
Allegheny  county,  exclusive  of  the  cities  of  Pittsburg  and  Allegheny, 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
to  take  conveyances  therefor  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  corpo-

hands  and  seals  the  names  of  the  persons  so  elected  directors  to  the 
clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  said  county,  who  shall 
file  the  said  certificate  in  his  office,  and  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing 
to  the  said  directors  of  their  being  elected,  and  the  said  directors  shall 
meet  at  the  court  house  in  the  said  county  on  the  first  Monday  of  No- 
vember next  ensuing  their  election,  and  divide  themselves  by  lot  into

That  the  said  directors  shall  forever  hereafter,  in  name 
and  in  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses whatsoever,  relative  to  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Allegheny,  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title,  of  "The  directors  of  the  poor 
and  of  the  house  of  employment  for  the  count^T^  of  Allegheny,"  and  by 
that  name  shall  and  may  I'eceive,  take  and  hold,  any  lands,  tenements^ 
and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  and  any  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever  of  the  gift,  alienation  or 
bequest  of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  to  purchase,  take  and  hold, 
any  lands  and  tenements  within  their  county  in  fee  simple,  or  other- 
wise, and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  lodging,  mainte- 
nance, and  employment  of  the  poor  of  the  boroughs  and  townships  of 
said  county  to  provide  all  things  necessary  for  the  use,  accommodation, 
and  employment  of  said  poor,  to  appoint  a  treasurer  annually  who  shall 
give  bond  with  sufficient  surety  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  at  the  expiration  thereof,  that  he  will  well  and  truly 
pay  and  deliver  over  to  his  successor  in  office  all  moneys,  bonds,  notes, 
book  accounts,  and  other  papers  to  the  said  corporation  belonging,  which 
shall  be  there  remaining  in  his  hands,  custody,  and  possession,  and  said 
directors  shall  have  power  to  employ,  and  at  pleasure  remove,  a  steward 
or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  physician  or  physicians,  surgeon  or  sur- 
geons, and  all  other  attendants  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  poor 
respectively,  and  without  the  approbation  and  consent  of  any  magis- 
trate or  magistrates  to  bind  out  as  apprentices,  so  that  such  apprentice-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Philip  Boyer,  David  M.  Root,  and  Nathan  Wagonhorst,  of  Montgo-*  Commiaaionera.

Section  3.  That  said  commissioners  shall  have  authority  by  this  act 
to  vacate  so  much  of  any  road  or  piece  of  roads  as  may  be  supplied  by 
the  new  one  if  it  should  appear  expedient  so  to  do,  and  in  case  access 
to  any  branch  or  lateral  road  or  roads  may  be  obstructed  by  vacating 
any  part  of  roads  so  supplied,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners 
to  connect  all  such  lateral  or  cross  roads  within  the  main  line  of  the 
road  laid  out  by  them. 

Section  4.  And  further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners 
to  have  due  regard  to  crossings  of  waters,  nature  of  the  ground,  and 
damages  to  private  property,  and  all  other  circumstances  that  may  eQ"ect 
the  road,  so  that  by  a  judicious  combination  of  the  route  adopted  may 
best  promote  the  public  good,  and  that  they  shall  clearly  and  distinctly 
mark  upon  the  ground  the  route  agreed  on  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
enable  the  supervisors  readily  to  find  the  same,  and  to  open  the  said  road 
the  width  of  thirty-five  feet;  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  super- 
visors of  the  several  townships  through  which  said  road  shall  pass,  upon 
notice  given  to  proceed  at  once  and  open  and  make  the  said  road  as 
roads  are  made  by  orders  of  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  are  made, 
and  on  failure  to  comply,  the  said  supervisors,  or  any  of  them,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  a  fine  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  other 
fines  are  collected,  and  said  fine  applied  to  the  use  of  the  said  road  in 
each  township,  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  the  duties  in  this  act 
enjoined,  the  commissioners  herein  mentioned  shall  receive  a  per  diem 
allowance  of  one  dollar  and  fi(ty  cents  each,  for  every  day  they  shall  be 
necessarily  employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  this  act,  and  in  case 
of  any  of  said  commissioners  shall  perform  the  duties  of  surveyor,  he 
shall  receive  fifty  cents  per  day  in  addition,  and  the  said  commissioaera 
are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  one  surveyor  at  two  dollars  per  diem, 
two  chain-bearers  and  one  axe-man  at  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding 
one  dollar. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  make 
out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  said  road,  noting  therein 
the  courses  and  distances  as  occur,  the  improvements  passed  through, 
and  also  the  crossing  of  township  lines,  roads,  and  waters,  with  such 
other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation,  one  copy  whereof  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  or  be- 
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fore  tlie  first  day  of  January  next,  one  copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  said  county  through  which  said 
road  may  pass  on  the  da}"^  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  practicable, 
which  shall  be  a  record  thereof,  and  from  thenceforth  the  said  road  shall 
be  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  public  highway,  and  shall  be  opened 
and  repaired  in  all  respects  as  roads  are  opened  and  repaired  which  are 
laid  out  by  orders  of  courts  aforesaid,  and  damages  sustained  by  the 
owners  of  private  property,  assessed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  G.  That  the  accounts  of  said  commissioners  for  their  own  Accounts  of 
pay,  and  for  the  pay  of  surveyor,  chain-carriers,  and  marker,  shall  be  commissioners, 
adjusted  by  the  commissioners  of  the  county  and  paid  by  the  treasurer '^°^  settled, 
thereof,  on  warrants  drawn  in  the  usual  way,  in  proportion  to  the  length 
of  the  roads  in  said  county  respectively. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or  before  the  Meeting  of  com- 
first  Monday  in  May  next,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and  if  missioners. 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  happen  by  resignation,  or  any  other  Vacancies  how 
cause,  within  thirty  days  after  they  complete  the  location  of  said  road,  supplied, 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  by  appointment ;  so 
if  any  of  said  commissioners  refuse  to  act  under  this  act,  the  said  com- 
missioners may  appoint  another  person  in  his  place ;  and  the  said  com- 
missioners having  met  on  the  day  prescribed  by  this  act,  shall  proceed 
and  complete  the  location  of  said  road  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Section  8.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  Havirking  and 
for  any  person  or  persons  to  hawk  or  peddle  teas,  or  other  groceries,  inPe'fdlmgin 
the  counties  of  Montgomery  and  Tioga;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  anTxio'^a  cos. 
person  or  persons  to  hawk  or  peddle,  or  sell  without  license,  ardent 
spirits  in  said  counties. 

Section  9.  That  any  person  ofi"ending  against  the  provisions  of  the  Penalties, 
preceding  section  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  collacted  as  debts 
of  like  amount  are  now  collected ;  the  half  of  said  fine  or  fines  to 
go  to  the  informer  or  prosecutor,  and  the  other  half  to  go  to  the  school 
directors  of  the  district  in  which  said  oflFence  was  committed,  to  be  paid 
into  the  common  school  fund  of  said  district. 

Section  10.  Thit  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  Fishing  in  Pine 
be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  who  do  not  reside  in  this  Common-  and  Kittle 
wealth,  to  take  by  any  means  whatever,  any  fish  from  Pine  creek,  Kittle  ^^^^^^'  h°bTd 
creek,  and  the  first  forks  of  the  Sinemahoning,  or  any  of  their  tributa-     ' 
ries,  in  the  county  of  Potter  ',  and  any  person  or  persons  ofi"ending 
against  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  Penalties,  how 
ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  recovered. 
in  and  for  said  county,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable; 
the  whole  of  said  fine  or  penalty  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  common 
school  district  for  the  use  of  the  schools  in  the  township  where  such 
offence  shall  have  been  committed. 

Section  11.  That  Joseph  Laubach,  George  Breinig,  Daniel  New-  Commissioners. 
hard,  Henry  Kurtz,  all  of  Hanover  township ;  David  Eberhard,  Peter 
Troxel,  Joshua  Miller,  David  Trone,  all  of  Whitehall  ;  James  Gang- 
wear,  Charles  L.  Bush,  of  Allentown,  all  of  Lehigh  county,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  to  do  and  perform  the  several 
duties  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  they  shall  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  August  next,  procure  a  book  or  books,  and  enter  therein, 
as  follows  :  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to 
pay  to  the  president,  managers,  and  company,  authorized  to  erect  a 
bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  at  or  near  to  Joshua  and  James  \Re-

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ber'g,  for  the  use  of  the  said  company,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  share  of  stock  set  opposite  to  our  respective  names,  in  such 
manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  president  and  managers,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the 
Greneral  Assembly  of  this  Commonvpealth,  entitled  '  An  Act  autho- 
rizing the  Governor  to  incorporate  a  company  to  build  a  bridge  over 
the  river  Lehigh,  et  cetera  /  Witness  our  hands  this 

day  of  one  thousand 

eight  hundred  and  "  and  shall  thereupon  give  notice 

in  two  newspapers  in  the  said  eorinty  for  one  calendar  month,  at  least, 
of  the  time  and  places,  when  and  where  such  book  or  books  shall  be 
opened  to  receive  subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  the  said  company,  at 
"which  times  and  places  some  one  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend 
and  shall  keep  open  said  book  or  books  at  least  six  hours  in  every  day 
for  three  juridical  days,  if  so  many  shall  be  necessary,  and  allow  any 
Who  may  sub-  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  to  subscribe  therein  in  his  owa 
name,  or  in  the  name  or  names  of  any  other  person  or  persons  by  whom 
he  shall  be  authorized  to  do  so,  for  any  number  of  shares  in  the  said 
stock,  until  one  hundred  and  twenty  shares  shall  be  sv^bscribed,  when 
the  books  shall  be  closed  5  but  if  the  whole  number  of  shares  should 
not  be  subscribed,  the  said  commissioners  may  adjourn  to  such  time 
and  places  as  they  shall  think  necessary,  and  give  such  further  notice 
as  they  may  think  proper,  and  when  the  subscriptions  shall  amount  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty  shares  as  aforesaid,  the  books  shall  be  closed  : 
Provided,  always,  That  every  person  oifering  to  subscribe  in  the  said 
book  or  books  in  his  own  name,  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person, 
shall  at  the  time  of  subscribiBg,  pay  to  the  attending  commissioiier  or 
commissioners  two  dollars  for  every  share  so  subscribed,  out  of  which 
money  shall  be  defrayed  the  expenses  atJendii/g  the  taking  of  such  sub- 
scription, and  other  incidental  charges,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  or- 
ganized, and  the  officers  thereof  chosen  as  is  hereinafter  directed :  Pro- 
vided,  That  the  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Lehigh,  or  a  miajority 
of  them,  may  subscribe  for  any  number  of  shares  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient :  And  provided,  also,  That  the  county  shall  at  any  time  here- 
aifter  have  the  right  of  buying  out  the  company  by  re-imbursing  to  the 
stockholders  such  moneys  as  together  with  interest  they  may  have  ex- 
pended in  the  erection  and  completion  of  the  said  bridge. 

Section  12.  That  when  one  hundred  shares  of  the  said  stock  ahall 
have  been  subscribed,  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,, 
shall  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals  the  names  of  the  subscribers, 
and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  to  the  Governor,  and 
thereupon  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  by  letters  pa- 
tent, under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  State,  to  create  and  erect  the 
subscribers,  and  if  the  said  subscription  be  aot  full  at  the  time,  then 
also  those  who  shall  subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid  into  one  body 
politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title- 
of  the  president,  managers,  and  com-pany  of  the  Lehigh  county  bridge, 
at  or  near  Biery's  mill,  and  by  the  said  name  the  subscribers  shall  have 
perpetual  suceessiou  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to 
corporations,  and  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their  capital  stock,  and 
the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  from  time 
time  to  time  by  new  subscription,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  be  thought  eecessary  to  fulfil 
the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  of  purchasing,  taking,  and 
holding  to  them,  their  successors,  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transfer- 
ring and  conveying,  iu  fee  simple  or  any  less  estate,  all  such  laudS;. 
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tenemcntg,  hereditaments,  and  estate  real  and  personal,  as  shall  he 
necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work,  and  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  and  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing  which  a 
body  politic  or  corporate  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  13.  That  the  tijree  persons  first  named  in  the  letters  patent, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  sealing  of  the  same,  shall  give 
notice  in  two  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers  in  the  county  of  Le- 
high, of  a  time  and  place  by  them  appointed,  not  less  than  thirty  days 
from  the  time  issuing  the  first  notice,  at  which  time  and  place  the  sub- 
scribers shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said  corporation,  and  shall,  by  Organization, 
a  majority  of  votes  of  said  subscribers  by  ballot  to  be  delivered  in  per- 
son or  by  proxy,  duly  authorized,  one  president,  six  managers  and  ono 
treasurer,  wbo  shall  serve  until  other  ofiicers  shall  be  lawfully  chosen, 
as  is  hereinafter  directed,  and  may  make  such  rules,  orders,  regulations, 
and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  as 
shall  be  found  necessary  for  the  well-ordering  of  the  affairs  of  the  said 
company,  and  generall}  to  have  all  the  powers,  authorities,  and  privi- 
leges necessary  for  erecting,  maintaining,  and  keeping  in  repair  the 
said  bridge. 

Section  14.  That    a  public  meeting   of  the  stockholders  shall  be  Annual  meeting 
held  annually,  at  such  time  and   place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  rules  °f  stockholders, 
and  by-laws  of  the  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  shall  come 
before  them  :  Provided,  That    no  person   shall  have  more  than   ten  Proviso, 
votes  at  any  election,  or  in  determining  any  question  arising  at   such 
meeting,  whatsoever  number  of  shares  he  may  be  entitled  to,  and  that 
every  person  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  under  four  shares,  and  for 
four  two  votes,  and  then  for  every  four  shares  one  to  ten  votes  and 
no  more. 

Section  15.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall  procure  eertifi-  Certificates  of 
cates  of  stock  in  the  said  company,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi-  «tock. 
dent,  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with   the  seal  of 
the  corporation,  and  each  stockholder  shall   be  entitled  to  a  certificate 
for  each  share  by  him  subscribed  or  held,  on  paying  to  the   treasurer 
in  part  for  the  sum  due  thereon,  five  dollars  on  each  share,  which  certi- 
ficate shall  be  transferable  either  by  the    owner  in  person,  or  by  his  'i'ransfer. 
attorney  duly  authorized,  in   the   presence  of  the  president  or   of  the 
treasurer  for  the  time  being,  subject,  however,  to  the  payment  due  or 
growing  due  thereon,  and  the   person  to  whom  such  transfer  shall   be 
made,  shall  stand  in  the  place  of  the  former  holder,  and   be  entitled  to 
the    same  privileges,  and   liable  to  the  same  responsibilities  to  the 
company. 

Section  16.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  Meeting  of  pra- 
time  and  place,  and  be  convened  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  sident  and 
by  the  by-laws,  at  which  meeting  five  members  shall  be  a  quorum,  who  managers, 
in  the  absence  of  the  president  may  choose  a  chairman,  and  shall  keep 
minutes  of  all  their  transactions  truly  inserted  in  a  book,  and  at  any 
such  meeting  a  quorum  being  present,  they  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  agree  with,  and  appoint  such  engineers,  superintendents,  Appoint  otl- 
artists,  and  other  officers  as  they  shall  think  necessary  for  the  erection  cets,  &c. 
of  said  bridge,  and  to  fix  their  salaries  and  wages,  or  at  their  discretion 
make  contracts  for  the  erection  or  construction  of  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof;  they  shall  also  determine  the  times,  manner,  and  proportion  in 
which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  money  due  their  respective  shares, 
draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  money  necessary  to  pay  salaries,  wages.  Bills,  &c.,  to  be^ 
and  bills  for  work  or  materials,  or  on  account  of  contracts,  which  orders  signed  by  presi- 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  a  majority  of  the 
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quorum,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  and  also  do  and  transact  all 
matters  and  things  as  by  this  act  or  the  by-laws  of  the  said  company 
shall  be  committed  to  them. 

Section  17.  That  if  any  stockholder  after  thirty  days'  notice  given 
in  any  two  newspapers  printed  in  said  county,  of  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  the  payment  of  any  instalment  of  said  capital  stock,  shall 
neglect  to  pay  such  instalment  at  the  time  appointed,  every  such  stock- 
holder or  his  assignee,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  proportion  so  called  for, 
pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  for  every  delay  of  such  pay- 
ment, and  if  the  same  and  the  said  additional  payment  shall  remain 
unpaid  for  such  a  space  of  time  that  the  accumulated  penalties  shall  be 
equal  to  the  sum  before  paid  on  account  of  such  share,  tlie  same  shall 
be  forfeited  to  the  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  them  to  any  other  per- 
son or  persons  willing  to  purchase  for  such  price  as  can  be  obtained 
therefor,  or  the  president  and  managers  may  sue  for  and  recover  the 
same  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  before  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

Section  18.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  president, 
managers,  and  company  at  any  general  or  special  meeting  that  the  said 
bridge  cannot  be  completed  without  extending  the  number  of  shares, 
they  shall  be  extended  under  the  direction  of  such  meeting  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary  to  complete  said  bridge,  which  additional  shares  shall 
be  sold  by  the  president  and  managers,  and  shall  entitle  the  holder  to 
the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  those  originally  subscribed. 

Section  19.  That  when  a  safe  passage  may  be  had  across  the  said 
bridge,  the  property  shall  be  vested  in  the  said  company,  their  succes- 
sors, and  their  assigns  forever,  and  the  said  company  and  assigns  arc 
hereby  empowered  to  erect  gates,  and  demand  and  receive  toll  not  ex- 
ceeding the  following  rates,  to  wit:  for  every  score  of  sheep  five  cents j 
for  every  score  of  hogs  eight  cents ;  for  every  score  of  cattle  fifteen 
cents;  and  so  for  a  greater  or  less  number;  for  every  horse  or  mule 
two  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider  five  cents;  for  every  foot  passen- 
ger one  cent;  for  every  sulkey,  chair,  or  chaise,  with  one  horse  and  two 
wheels  ten  cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaaton  or  chaise,  with  two 
horses  and  four  wheels  fifteen  cents ;  for  the  aforesaid  carriages  with 
four  horses  twenty  cents  ;  and  for  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure  under 
whatever  name  the  like  sum  according  to  the  number  of  horses  drawing 
the  same;  for  every  stage-wagon  with  two  horses  ten  cents;  for  every 
such  wagon  drawn  by  four  horses  twenty  cents ;  for  every  sleigh  five 
cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  sled  five  cents  for 
each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  wagon  or  cart  five  cents  for 
each  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  and  two  oxen  shijll  be  estitnated  equal  to 
one  horse  :  Provided,  That  the  said  bridge  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
admit  any  load  not  exceeding  four  tons,  and  drawn  by  not  more  than 
six  horses  or  oxen  at  all  times  to  cross  it,  the  said  president  and  mana- 
gers however  to  have  the  power  to  increase  the  rate  of  toll  to  be  de- 
manded for  any  carriage  of  burden  crossing  the  said  bridge  ladened 
with  more  than  four  tons,  to. an  amount  not  exceeding  treble  the  above 
rates,  and  to  grade  of  horses  drawing  the  same  :  Jliid  provided  also, 
No  toll  shall  be  demanded  from  any  person  attending  funerals,  church, 
or  schools,  or  going  to  or  returning  from  any  militia  training. 

Section  20.  That  if  the  said  company,  or  their  successors,  any  person 
or  persons  by  their  authority,  shall  collect  or  demand  any  greater  toll 
for  passing  over  said  bridge  than  what  is  hereinbefore  prescribed  and 
specified,  or  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  or  to  keep 
a  list  of  the  rates  of  toll  placed  near  the  bridge,  on  ten  days'  notice, 
given  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county,  they  so  ofiending, 
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shall,  for  every  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sura  of  five  dollars,  to  be

moiety  thereof  to  go  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  county,  and  the  other

Section  21.  That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  a  just  True  and  just 
and  true  account  of  all  the  moneys  received  as  toil  for  crossing  the  said  account  of^  mo- 
bridge  otherwise ;  and   shall  make   and  declare    a   dividend    of    the  |^g^^Jpt°^^^'^ 
profits  and  income,  after  deducting  costs,  expenses,  and  charges,  and  Dividend, 
shall  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  in  every  year,  publish  the  divi- 
dend to  be  made  of  the  clear  profits  thereof  amongst  the  stockholders, 
and  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and 
shall  cause  it  to  be  paid  accordingly  :  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  Proviso, 
for  the  said  president  and  managers  in  making  and  declaring  any  divi- 
dend, to  reserve  such  sum  or  porportion  of  the  clear  yearly  incomCj  not 
exceeding  two  per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock,  as  they  may  think  proper, 
to  form  a  contingent  fund,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  and  rebuilding 
said  bridge  in  case  of  decay  or  injury,  and  the  same  to  invest  on  such 
security,  or  in  such  stock  as  they  shall  deem  safe  and  productive,  and 
the  iutei-ests  arising  from  the  same,  again  to  invest,  and  the  same  stock 
to  sell  or  transfer  at  any  time  when  the  funds  may  be  required  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid. 

Section  22.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers  Collectors  and

To  incorporate  the  Saint  Peter's  Church  in  the  borough  of  Pinegrove,  in  the 
county  of  Schuylkill  ;  to  repeal  a  certain  section  relating  to  appeals  from  as- 
sessments in  the  said  county  ;  to  the  elections  of  the  justices  of  the  peace,  in 
Pottsville  ;  to  certain  bonds  issued  by  the  school  directors  of  Schuylkill  Haven  ; 
and  to  the  erection  of  a  new  scdiool  district  in  Pinegrove  and  Wayne  town- 
ships, and  relative  to  certain  family  burial  ground  associations  in  Phila- 
delphia. 

Section  1.  JSe  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  lionise  of  Rej^resen- 
tntlves  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsi/lvania  in  General  Assemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  members  of  Saint  Peter's  church,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  Gorporation. 
and  they  are  hereby  created  one  corporation  and  body  politic  in  law, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  ''The  Saint  Peter's  Church,"  Lutheran  and  Style. 
German  Reformed  combined,  worshiping  in  said  church  of  the  borough 
of  Pinegrove,  in  the  county  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  That  the  members  of  the  said  Saint  Peter's  Church,  by  Privileges, 
the  same  name  and  style,  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  be  able  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  else- 
where, and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  and  in  equity  to  take,  pur- 
chtxse,  hold,  and  receive  to  them  and  their  successors  in  trust,  for  and 
to  the  use  of  the  said  congregations,  lands,  tenements,  goods,  and 
chattels,  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature,  or  quality,  real,  personal,  or  mixed, 
not  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  which  is 
now,  or  shall,  or  may  at  any  time  hereafter  become  the  property  of  the 
said  congregations  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  devise,  be- 
quest, or  otherwise,  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  capable 
of  making  the  same,  and  the  same  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  mortgage, 
improve,  or  dispose  of,  for  the  use  of  the  said  congregations,  if  neces- 
sary, to  erect  or  enlarge  any  building  or  buildings  for  the  purpose  of 
worship  and  congregation  residence  of  the  pastor,  or  other  purposes 
consistent  with  the  advancement  of  religion,  as  may  be  directed  by  a 
majority  of  such  persons  as  are  qualified  by  the  fifth  section  of  this 
act,  that  may  be  present  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpose, 
of  which  said  meeting  at  least  two  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given  from 
the  pulpit,  or  in  any  other  public  manner  the  trustees  or  a  majority  of 
them  shall  direct,  and  generally  adopt  all  such  measures  and  do  all  and 
singular  such  matters  and  things  as  may  be  lawful  to  be  done  for  the 
well-being  and  due  management  of  the  said  Saint  Peter's  church  or 
congregations. 

Section  3.  That  the  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  conducted  Business  to  be- 
by  five  trustees,  of  whom   three  shall  be  a  quorum,  who  shall  choose  conducted  by 
from  among  their  number  a  president  and  secretary,  and  appoint  a  ^^'^  trustees, 
treasurer,  who  shall  receive  and  account  for  all  moneys  coming  into 
his  hands  belonging  to  the  corporation,  shall  give  ample  security  on  his 
accepting  the  office,  and  shall  have  his  accounts  settled  by  the  trustees 
every  two  years,  which  sha|l  be  laid  before  and  approved  of  by  the 
congregation  at  their  elections  of  trustees,  and  may  appoint  such  other 
officers  as  the  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them  may,  from  time  to  time, 
deem  necessary  for  the  better  government  of  the  secular  affixirs  of  said 
congregation.

the  said  congregations  qualified  to  vote  by  virtue  of  the  fifth  section  of 
this  act,  shall  elect  jointly  five  persons,  members  of  the  said  congrega- 
tions, to  serve  as  trustees  to  continue  in  office  for  the  term  of  two  years : 

Proviso.  Provided,  That  in  case  of  vacancy  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  remain- 

ing trustees   shall   appoint  a  person   or  persons  to  supply  the  same 

Proviso.  until   the    next    election :    And  provided  further,    That   no   person 

shall  be  eligible  as  a  trustee  unless  he  is  a  citizen  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  shall  have  paid  or  contributed  towards  the  dis- 
charge of  the  annual  expenses  of  the  congregation  within  two  years  : 

Proviso.  And  i^rovided  furtlier,  If   the   congregations  neglect  on   the  day  of 

holding  their  elections,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  corporation  shall 
not  be  dissolved,  but  said  trustees  shall  continue  in  office  until  others 
are  elected  in  their  stead,  of  which  election  at  least  two  weeks'  notice 
shall  be  given  by  announcing  the  same  from  the  pulpit,  or  in  any  pub- 
lic manner  a  majority  of  the  said  trustees  may  direct. 

Who  entitled  to      SECTION  5.  That  any  male  member  of  the  said   congregation,  who 

vote.  shall   be  a  member  of  good  standing  in  the  said  corporation,  and  pro- 

fessing the  tenets  and  doctrines  of  the  said  Lutheran  or  German 
Reformed  church,  and  shall  have  paid  contribution  towards  the  dis- 
charge of  the  yearly  expenses  of  the  said  congregation  within  two 
years,  and  no  other,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  for  church 
officers. 

Churcli  council.  SECTION  6.  That  the  church  council  shall  consist  of  four  elders  and 
four  deacons,  who  shall  be  elected  at  an  election  held  by  the  corporation 
every  two  years,  always  on  the  last  Saturday  of  May  :  Provided,  That 
in  case  of  vacancy  or  death,  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  members  of 
the  church  council,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  appoint  a  person  or 
persons  to  supply  the  same  until  the  next  election. 

Section  7.  That  the  pastor  for  the  congregations  of  Saint  Peter's 
church,  provided  he  stands  in  full  communion  as  a  minister  in  the  Lu- 
theran or  German  Reformed  church,  shall  be  selected  by  church 
council  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority 
[of  them,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority]  of  such  persons  a& 
are  qualified  to  vote  by  the  fifth  article  hereinbefore  mentioned,  as  may 
be  present  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  after  two  weeks 
notice  given  from  the  pulpit,  or  in  such  public  luanner  as  the  congre- 
gations may  deem  proper :  And,  he  it  further  provided,  That  in  case 
no  minister  can  be  procured  that  stands  in  communion  either  in  the 
Lutheran  or  German  Keformed  synod,  then  and  in  that  case  it  shall  be 
agreed  that  any  minister  that  may  be  sent  either  of  the  synods,

Section  8.  That  the  pastor  of  the  congregations  may  be  discharged 
from  his  office,  by  a  majority  of  such  persons  as  are  qualified  to  vote 
by  the  fifth  section  hereinbefore  mentioned,  who  may  be  present  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  and  to  be  called  by  the  church 
council,  upon  the  written  request,  stating  the  object  and  design  to  be 
for  that  purpose,  of  twenty  persons  so  qualified  as  aforesaid,  at  which 
meeting  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  by  the  president  and  secretary 
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of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  two  weeks'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  said  meeting  shall  be  given  as  directed  in  the  fifth  sectioa  as  afore- 
said.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Hoiise  of  RepreseU' 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Fennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Andrew  Craig,  Jacob  S.  Stock,  J.  K.  Mendenhall,  E.  R.  Brady,  B.  T.  Cjrporaiora. 
Hastings,  John  G.  Wilson,  James  A.  Thompson,  Abram  Winsor, 
Henry  Raught,  Hiram  Fuller,  B.  S.  Wesson,  Daniel  Coder,  and  their 
successors,  and  all  persons  who  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  associated 
with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  erected  into  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  Style. 
of  *'  The  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  Association  of  the  borough  of  Brookville, 
and  county  of  Jefferson,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  pfivilegea.

pleasure  to  grant,  bargain;  and  sell;  fpr  the  use  of  said  association;  and 
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generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things  which  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  them  to  do,  for  the  well-being  and  due  management  of 
the  said  association  :  Provided,  That  the  real  estate  of  which  the  said 
incorporation  shall  be  at  any  one  time  possessed,  shall  not  exceed  the 
clear  yearly  value  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  That  the  persons  hereinafter  named  as  trustees,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  and  within  three 
months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  procure  and  open  a  suitable  book 
or  books,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  in  the  borough 
of  Brookville,  of  which  time  and  place  at  least  fourteen  days'  previous 
public  notice  shall  be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in 
the  borough  of  Brookville,  in  which  book  or  books  they  shall  enter  as 
follows  :  "  We  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to 
pay  to  the  trustees  and  company  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  Association 
of  the  borough  of  Brookville,  and  county  of  Jefferson,  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  to  our  respective 
names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  trustees  of  said  association;  witness  our  hands  and 
seals  this  day  of  Anno 

Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,"  and  at  the  time 
and  place  so  designated  and  named  in  the  public  notice  to  be  given  as 
aforesaid,  the  said  trustees  by  themselves,  or  by  sume  person  or  persons 
to  be  by  them  appointed,  shall  attend  for  the  purpose  of  opening  books  to 
receive  subscriptions  for  the  stock,  and  th^  said  books  shall  be  kept 
open  at  least  eight  hours  on  said  day,  and  in  case  four  hundred  shares 
of  stock  be  not  sold  on  the  day  of  the  first  opening  of  the  books,  the 
number  remaining  unsold  may  afterwards  be  disposed  of  at  such  time 
and  place,  and  undej  such  regulations  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being 
may  order :  Provided,  That  no  subscription  for  such  stock  shall  be 
valid,  unless  the  party  or  parties  making  the  same,  shall  at  the  time  of 
subscribing,  pay  to  the  said  trustees,  or  to  the  person  by  them  ap- 
pointed, one  dollar  on  each  and  every  share  for  the  use  of  said  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  3.  That  the  government  of  the  said  Odd  Fellows'  Hall 
Association,  and  the  management  and  disposition  of  its  affairs  and 
property  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  said  association  shall 
by  its  by-laws  provide;  at  tlie  first  meeting  of  the  trustees  after  their 
election  in  each  year,  they  shall  elect  a  president,  secretary,  and  trea- 
surer, each  of  which  shall  be  a  trustee,  and  the  treasurer  shall  be 
required,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  give  security 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  office,  iu  such  sum  as 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  require. 

Section  4.  That  the  object  of  said  association  shall  be  to  provide, 
erect,  and  furnish  a  hall  or  suitable  building  or  buildings,  in  the  bo- 
rough of  Brookville,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  and  for  other  beneficial  societies  or  other  public  pur- 
poses. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  at  will  and  pleasure  to  chauge,  alter 
and  renew,  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
the  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the 
corporation  hereby  constituted  and  as  herein  expressed. 

Section  6.  That  it  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  least  onoe 
in  every  year,  to  wit,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  December  thereof,  to 
appoint  from  the  members  of  said  association  three  competent  persons 
as  a  committee  of  examination,  whose  duty  it  jshall  be  to  examine  the 
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financial  and  other  affairs  of  said  association,  and  to  make  report 
thereof  on  the  second  Saturday  of  said  month,  to  the  trustees,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  lay  the  same  before  the  association  at  its  next  stated 
meeting  ensuing ;  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  on  the  third 
Saturday  of  December  and  June,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  make  and 
declare  a  dividend  of  the  interest  and  profits  of  said  association,  after 
paying  its  expenses,  and  the  same  to  pay  over  to  the  stockholders,  or 
their  legal  representatives,  within  thirty  daya  thereafter  :  Provided,  Proviso. 
That  the  dividend  so  paid  shall  in  no  case  exceed  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  to  said  stockholders. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  on  the  third  further  dutiea 
Saturday  of  December  and  Juno,  in  each  and  every  year,  after  paying  of  trustees, 
the  dividends  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  section,  and  after  having 
appropriated  so  much  of  the  funds  as  in  their  discretion  will  be  neces- 
sary for  defraying  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  association  for  the  en- 
suing six  months,  to  apply  all  the  remaining  funds  on  hand  to  a  pro 
rata  cancellation  of  the  shares  of  stock  then  in  the  hands  of  the  stock- 
holders, said  remaining  funds  to  be  considered  as  a  semi-annual  sinking 
fund  for  the  redemption  of  said  shares  of  capital  stock. 

Section  8.  That  the  corporation  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  By-laws, 
make  by-laws  conformable  to  this  charter,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  9.  That  David  S.  Deering,  Martin  H.  Shannon,  Daniel  Trustees,

as  to  admit  and  to  pass  the  largest  class  boats  now  used  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania canal ;  for  the  cost  of  constructing  said  lock,  the  said  Susque- 
hanna and  Union  bridge  company,  or  its  assigns,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  full  amount  thereof,  in  tolls,  for  the  shipment  and  passage 
of  coal  and  merchandize  through  the  canal ;  and  the  Canal  Commis- 
sioners are  hereby  authorized  to  grant  permits  or  passes  for  ai^y  boat?

To  divide  the  State  into  Congressional  districts  for  the  election  of  Representa- 
tives in  the  Congress  of  the   United  States. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  SencPte  and  Mouse  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Gommomoealth  of  Fennsyhania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  representatives  of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania 
to  serve  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  this  State  shall  be  divided  into  twenty-five  districts,  as  follows  : 

I.  Southwark,  Moyamensing,  Passyunk,  in  the  county  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  Cedar,  Lombard,  Spruce,  and  New  Market  wards  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia. 

II.  The  city  of  Philadelphia,  excepting  the  before  mentioned  wards. 

III.  Kensington,  and  Northern  Liberties,  in  the  county  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

lY.  Spring  Garden,  Penn  District,  North  Penn,  Kingsessing,  West 
Philadelphia,  Blockley,  Richmond,  unincorporated  Northern  Liberties, 
Bridesburg,  Aramingo,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia. 

V.  Montgomery  county,  and  Bristol  township,  Upper  and  Lower  Ger- 
mantown.

Moorehead,  Samuel  Sippy,  and  others,  shall  be  usod  for  the  purpose  of 
interment,  and  they  have  desired  that  they,  and  their  successors,  may 
be  incorporated  for  establishing  and  perpetuating  such  cemetery;  there- 
fore.

For  the  payment  of  the  claim  of  George  Bombaugh,  for 
damages  done  to  his  land  on  the  Juniata  division  of  the  Pennsylvania 
canal,  and  for  taking  materials  therefrom  to  repair  said  division,  fifty 
dollars. 

Section  95.  For  the  payment  of  the  claim  of  the  heirs  of  Jacob 
Bombaugh,  deceased,  as  compensation  for  materials  obtained  from  their 
land  on  the  Juniata  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  canal,  and  for  mate- 
rials taken  from  said  land  for  the  repair  of  said  division,  forty-six  dol- 
lars. 

Section  96.  For  the  payment  of  the  claim  of  Thomas  Beale,  for  the 
destruction  of  a  section  boat,  at  Clark's  Ferry,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty,  four  hundred  dollars. 

Section  97.  For  the  payment  of  damages  to  David  Leech  &  Com- 
pany, for  cars  destroyed,  and  goods  damaged,  on  the  Allegheny  Port- 
age railroad,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven, 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  as  per  report  of  Canal  Com- 
missioners.

Relating  to  certain  taxes  in  the  county  of  Montour. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the    Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority   of  the  same,  That 
Taxes  and  fines  all  taxes  and  militia  fines  assessed,  levied,  or  laid  prior  to  the  first  day 
in  Montour  co.  of  November,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand   eight  hundred  and  fifty, 
within  the  territory  now  composing  the  county  of  Montour,  shall  be 
collected,  recovered,  applied,  and  appropriated,  as  if  the  said  county  of 
Montour  had  never  been  erected,  except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  pro- 
vided. 
County  of  Men-     SECTION  2.  That  the  county  of  Montour  shall  retain  the  sum   of 
tour  to  retain     one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents, 
amount  paid  by  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  county  of  Montour,  by  Amandus  Levers,

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tour,  and  that  the  amount  of  the  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  five 
dollars  and  eighty-three  cents  mentioned  and  intended  in  the  second 
section  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  constitute  a  part  of  the  said  sum 
of  two  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars. 

Section  4.  That  the  treasurer  of  Montour  county  is  hereby  autho-  Treasurer  to  re- 
rized  to  receive  from  collectors  of  county  taxes  within  the  Montour  ^^'^^  certain 
territory,  for  the  year,  Anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  any  "^""^y^. 
sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sura  of  eight  hundred 
dollars,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  said  county  of  Montour,  and  to  give 
receipts  therefor  to  the  collectors  paying  the  same,  which  said  receipts 
shall  be  valid  to  the  said  collectors  in  the  settlement  of  their  duplicates, 
and  the  said  amount  so  received  by  the  treasurer  of  Montour  county,

To  incorporate  the  Saint  John's  Gernrmn  Reformed  and  Lutheran  Church,  in 
Franklin  township,  York  county  ;  and  relative  to  the  assessment  of  taxes  in 
Carroll  township,  in  said  county. 

Whereas,  The  Evangelical  Lutheran,  and  German  Reformed  con-  .o«iT<n'I 

gregations,  of  Franklin  township,  in  the  county  of  York,  have  prayed 
for  an  act  of  incorporation  for  the  better  management  of  their  affairs  ; 
therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the    Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is   hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  members  of  Saint  John's  Evangelical  Lutheran   and  German  Re-  Corporaiioo, 
formed  Church,  in  Franklin  township,  York  county,  Pennsylvania,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  created  and  erected  into  one  body  politic  and 
corporate  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  "  Saint  Style, 
John's  Evangelical  Lutheran  and  German  Reformed  Church,  in  Frank- 
lin township,  York  county ;"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  „  .  ., 
and  shall  be  able  and  capable  to  take,  and  hold  lands  and  tenements,        *        * 
goods  and  chattels,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  which  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  become  the  property  of  said  congregations  or  body  corporate, 
by  gift,  grant,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  according  to  the  true  intent  .    ^ 

of  donors,  grantors,  and  devisors;  and  the  yearly  value  or  income  of  i-f^g 

the  real,  personal  or  mixed  estate  of  said  congregations  shall  not  at  any 
one  time  exceed  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars^  exclusive  of  annual 
stated  contributions.  j  - 
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Section  2.  That  the  secular  business  of  said  church  and  congregations 
shall  be  conducted  by  six  trustees,  three  of  whom  are  always  to  be  of 
each  denomination,  and  shall  consist  of  the  following  named  persons,  to 
•wit:  Jacob  Stukel,  Senior,  John  Shultz,  Junior,  and  John  Hinkel, 
members  of  the  German  Reformed  church,  and  George  Dirk,  Henry 
Miller,  and  George  Klurg,  Senior,  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
church,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  others  are  elected,  which  shall 
be  on  Easter  Monday,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  tifty-two,  and 
on  that  day,  annually,  thereafter;  the  properly  qualified  members  of 
said  congregation  shall,  after  two  weeks'  public  notice,  elejt  by  ballot, 
persons  to  serve  as  trustees;  the  trustees  shall  be  so  arranged  that  one 
of  each  denomination  retires  from  office  every  year,  and  at  all  meetings 
of  the  trustees,  four  of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  ;  should 
there  be  a  failure  to  hold  an  election  on  Easter  Monday,  of  any  year, 
the  trustees,  for  the  time  being,  shall  continue  to  serve  until  an  election 
takes  place. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  trustees  shall  choose  by  ballot  from  among 
their  number,  a  president  and  secretary,  and  shall  also  choose  a  treas- 
urer from  among  the  members  of  said  church,  who  shall,  if  required  by 
the  trustees,  give  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  trust  re- 
posed in  him,  and  account  to  them  for  all  sums  of  money  received  by 
him,  and  in  case  of  the  removal  of  the  president,  or  of  any  of  the  trustees, 
or  other  officers  of  the  board  of  trustees,  by  death,  resignation,  or  ne- 
glecting to  attend  the  meeting  of  said  board  twice  in  succession,  without 
good  cause,  or  otherwise,  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  supplied  by 
said  board  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Section  4.  That  the  trustees,  and  their  successors,  shall  have  full 
power  to  make  and  use  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and 
renew  at  pleasure,  to  enact,  and  enforce,  or  repeal  such  by-laws  and 
ordinances,  with  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  congregations,  as  may  be 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  regulation  and  transaction  of  the  business 
of  the  corporation,  to  change  the  time  for  holding  the  annual  meeting, 
for  electing  trustees  from  time  to  time  as  they  may  find  convenient,  or 
if  the  congregation  neglect  to  elect  on  the  day  of  the  anuual  meeting, 
appoint  any  subsequent  time  on  which  election  shall  be  held :  Provided, 
That  notice  thereof  be  given  from  the  pulpit,  or  in  such  other  manner 
as  a  majority  of  the  trustees  may  direct,  at  least  two  weeks  before  said 
election  :  And  provided,  also,  That  said  by-laws  and  ordinances  shall 
not  be  in  conflict  with  the  articles  contained  in  this  charter,  nor  in  vio- 
lation of  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  Lutheran  and  German 
Reformed  church,  nor  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this 
State,  or  the  United  States. 

Section  5.  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at  any  election 
for  trustees,  or  at  any  election  relative  to  the  secular  interest  of  the 
church,  except  the  male  members  of  twenty-one  years  of  ag^,  of  said 
congregations,  and  those  who  regularly  contribute  their  portion  to  the 
maintenance  of  divine  worship,  and  in  other  respects  demean  themselves 
as  church  membei'S  though  they  be  not  communicants. 

Section  6.  That  by  permission  of  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  privi- 
lege shall  be  given  to  persons  of  all  religious  denominations  to  preach 
funeral  sermons  in  said  church. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  corpo- 
ration to  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  a  book  in  which  the  act  of  incorpo- 
ration, by-laws,  and  ordinances  hereafter  passed,  and  approved,  shall 
bo  recorded,  and  also  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  ail  meetings 
of  said  trustees,  and  of  all  busiaess  meetings  and  traasactiood  of  said 
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corporation  to  wbioh  all  morabera  of  tlie  congregations  shall  have  free  i«it»|iS 

access. 

Section  8.  That  the  trustees  shall,  annually,  on  the  day  of  electing  Statement  oC 
their  successors,  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  true,  just,  and  full  state- accauats. 
ment  of  all  accounts,  receipts,  and  expenditures  of  said  corporation  and 
congregations,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  at  large  in  record  book 
mentioned  in  section  seventh. 

Section  9.  That  the  property,  real  and  personal,  held  in  common  Propertf. 
by  said  congregations,  shall  remain  so  ia  perpetuity  unless  one  of  said 
congregations  should  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  thereof  agree  to  sell  out 
to  the  other,  and  at  said  election  none  shall  vote  except  the  members 
of  the  congregation  whose  interest  is  to  be  disposed  of,  but  in  no  case 
shall  either  of  said  congregations  interfere  with  the  ecclesiastical  orga- 
nization or  peculiar  tenets  of  the  other. 

Section  10.  That  all  elections  shall  be  held  in  the  church,  of  which  Elections, 
two  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given  in  all  cases. 

Section  11.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  of  Duties  of  assM- 
Carroll  township,  in  the  county  of  York,  and  it  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  '' 
them  in  making  their  assessments  in  every  instance  in  which  a  farm  is 
situated  partly  in  said  township  and  partly  in  the  borough  of  Dillsburg, 
to  assess  and  value  each  part  separately  and  in  such  manner  as  show 
the  distinct  valuation  of  that  part  situated  within  the  limits  of  said 
borough.

ladelphia,"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and

alien  or  dispose  of :  Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  value  or  income 
of  the  messuages,  houses,  lands,  and  tenements,  rents,  annuities,  or  other 
hereditaments,  and  the  real  estate  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  in- 
terest of  money  by  them  lent  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  thous- 
and dollars,  and  also  to  make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
break,  alter,  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  also  to  ordain,  establish,  and 
put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall  ap- 
pear necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, not  being  contrary  to  this  charter  or  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  generally  to  do  for  the 
well-being  of  the  said  corporation  and  the  due  management  and  order- 
ing of  the  affairs  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  no  business  of  this  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
at  any  meeting  unless  a  quorum  of  not  less  than  seven  members  shall 
be  present.

met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  hy  the  authority  of  the  same,  That

Given,  W.  T.  Daugherty,  and  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name,  style,  and  title  of  "The  Huntingdon  and  Broad  Top  Mountain 
Ptailroad  and  Coal  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  rail- 
road as  hereinafter  is  provided,  and  also  for  .the  purpose  of  mining  coal 
and  for  transacting  the  usual  business  of  companies  engaged  in  mining, 
transporting  and  selling  coal,  and  the  other  products  of  coal  lands ;  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  and  the  said  company  may  hold,  not  exceeding  at  any  one  tjme, 
one  thousand  acres  of  land  in  the  counties  of  Huntingdon,  Fulton,  and 
Bedford,  together  with  such  quantity  as  may  be  necessarily  required  in 
the  prosecution,  of  their  legitimate  business,  for  stations  aloDg  their  road 
and  a  depot  on  the  Pennsylvania  canal  and  railroad,  at  or  near  the  bo- 
rough of  Huntingdon,  and  the  said  company  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
liberties,  privileges,  immunities,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  terms  and 
conditions  as  are  imposed  in  the  act  regulating  railroad  companies,  in- 
corporated by  an  act  of  Assembly,  passed  the  nineteenth  day  of  Febru- 
ary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-niuO;  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
regulate  railroad  companies.". 

Section  2.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  be, 
and  are  hereby  authorized  if  they  deem  it  advisable  to  pay  to  the  share- 
holders entitled  to  receive  the  same,  in  the  months  of  January  and  July, 
in  each  year,  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  on  all 
instalments  paid  by  them  on  their  several  shares  of  stock,  and  shall  con- 
tinue to  pay  the  same  till  the  road  and  improvements  are  in  operation, 
and  the  said  profits  or  earnings  of  the  said  road  and  mining  within  the 
same  time  shall  be  credited  to  the  cost  of  construction  and  all  interest 
paid  shall  be  charged  to  the  cost  of  construction  :  FrovHied,  That  in- 
terest shall  not  be  paid  on  any  share  of  stock  upon  which  any  instal- 
ment which  has  been  called  for  remains  unpaid  :  Provided  furthevy 
That  the  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  tax  in 
consequence  of  the  payment  of  the  interest  hereby  authorized  until  the 
nctt  income  of  the  company  shall  realize  at  least  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
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num  upon  the  capital  invested ;  and  the  said  corporation  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  at  such  times  as  the  president  and  directors 
may  deem  necessary,  for  the  purpose  uf  raising  funds,  or  paying  for 
iron,  to  issue  certiticatcs  of  indebtedness  or  corporate  bonds  not  exceeding 
in  amount  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  none  of  which  shall  be  ot  a 
less  denomination  than  one  hundred  dollars,  signed  by  the  president 
and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  company,  uuder  the  corporate  seal 
of  the  corporation,  and  bearing  an  interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  and  July,  in  each  and  every 
year,  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  company,  or  at  the  Harrisburg, 
Philadelphia,  or  Baltimore  bunks. 

Section  3.  Tliat  the  stockholders  in  said  company,  whether  holding  Liability  of 
the  certificates  of  stock  ia  their  own  names,  or  being  the  parties  bene-  stockholders, 
ficially  interested  therein,  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  in  their 
individual  capacities  and  estates  for  all  debts,  contracts,  and  liabilities 
of  said  company  for  materials  and  labor  in  the  mining  of  coal  during 
the  time  such  stockholders,  respectively,  own  their  said  stock :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  business  of  this  company  shall  be  managed  by  nine  di- 
rectors, one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  president. 

That  in  any  action  brought  to  enforce  any  liability  under  Actions  brou-'ht 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  plaintiil'  may  include  as  defendants  with  to  enforce 
said  company,  any  one  or  more  of  the  stockholders  of  such  company,  liability, 
and  if  judgment  be  given  in  favor  of  the  plaiutiff  for  his  claim,  or  any 
part  thereof,  the  execution  upon  said  judgment  shall  be  first  levied  on 
the  property  of  the  company,  if  it  be  found  in  the  county  where  such 
judgment  has  been  rendered,  or  execution  issued,  and  in  case  such  pro- 
perty suffic'ient  to  satisfy  the  same  cannot  be  found  in  said  county,  the 
deficiency  shall  be  collected  of  the  property  of  such  stockholder  or  stock- 
holders ;  on  the  payment  of  any  judgment  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof, 
by  one  or  more  stockholders,  the  stockholder  or  stockholders  so  paying 
the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  have  such  judgment,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  have  been  paid  by  him  or  them,  assigned  or  marked  to  the  use 
of  him  or  them  for  his  or  their  benefit,  with  power  to  enforce  the  same, 
first,  against  the  company,  and  in  case  the  amount  so  paid  by  him  or 
them  shall  not  be  collected  nf  the  property  of  the  company,  then  rate-

And  whereas,  The  mineral  district  of  the  region  which  surrounds  its 
shores,  even  in  its  present  partially  developed  condition,  is  unsurpassed 
by  any  other  in  the  world  in  copper  and  iron  : 

And  tvhereas,  Individual  enterprise,  laboring  under  many  and  serious 
disadvantages,  has  settled  that  rich  mineral  region  with  an  active,  in- 
telligent, and  industrious  people  from  the  various  States  of  the  Union, 
■who  are  eminently  worthy  of  the  fostering  care  of  the  general  govern- 
ment: 

And  whereas,  It  has  been  ascertained  by  actual  surveys  that  a  canal 
of  less  than  one  mile  in  length  with  two  locks,  overcoming  a  fall  of 
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twenty-one  feet,  of  suflScient  capacity  to  accommodate  the  largest 
steamers  navigating  the  lakes,  can  be  constructed  at  a  cost  of  less  than 
half  a  million  of  dollars;  it  is,  therefore, 

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com,' 
monwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met.  That  the  min- 
eral wealth  of  Lake  Superior  is  not  local  or  sectional,  but  general  and

toll  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  or  horses  drawing  the  same; 
and  two  oxen  shall  berated  as  one  horse  or  mule;  for  every  foot-passen-

kept  up  in  some  conspicuous  place  at  the  gates  of  said  bridge  a  list  of 
the  rates  of  toll :  Provided,  That  the  bridge  shall  be  so  constructed 
as  not  to  injure  or  obstruct  the  free  navigation  of  Pine  creek. 

Section  9.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  cut,  destroy,  break,  or 
remove  from  oiF  said  bridge  or  any  part  thereof,  any  piece  of  timber, 
stone,  plank,  chain,  bolt,  or  any  material  whatsoever  belonging  to  said 
bridge,  or  otherwise  wilfully  or  maliciously  damage  the  same,  he,  she,

titioner by  reason  of  the  laying  out  and  opening  of  such  street  or  alley, 
taking  into  consideration  all  tlie  advantages  resulting  therefrom,  where- 
upon said  court  shall  appoint  said  jurors  as  aforesaid,  and  direct  what 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  who  shall  enter  into  said^obligatioa 
as  aforesaid,  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  said  jurors,  who  shall 
have  authority  to  adjourn  from  day  to  day;  and  said  jurors  after  first 
being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  to  well  and  truly  value  and  appraise  the 
damages  done  to  said  petitioner,  taking  into  consideration  the  advantages

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  tlie  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the   Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in    General  Assembly 
met,   and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by   the  authority   of  the  same,   That 
Seminary  and     there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  established  in  the  borough  of  New  Alex-

with  them,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or  of  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,

vided, That  until  otherwise  ordered  it  shall  be  lawful  to  establish  any 
ordinance,  rule  or  regulation,  or  make  any  order  by  a  majority  of  the 
corporators  subscribing  such  ordinance,  rule,  regulation  or  order,  and 
all  ordinances,  rules,  regulations  and  orders  so  subscribed,  and  filed, 
and  entered  on  the  secretary's  minutes,  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  passed  by  the  corporators  at  a  public  meeting  after  due  notice 
as  above  provided. 

Section  4.  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  by-laws,  and  till 
other  trustees  be  chosen,  John  B.  Sterigere,  B.  Franklin  Taylor,  and 
Jonathan  Taylor,  shall  be  the  trustees  of  said  corporation,  invested  with 
full  power  and  authority  to  manage  the  same,  and  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  raise  money  by  subscription  or  contribution  and  other- 
wise, and  receive  the  same,  and  also  all  legacies,  bequests,  and  gifts, 
which  may  be  made  to  said  corporation,  and  use  the  same  in  purchasing 
and  taking  and  holding  for  the  same,  any  land  adjoining  said  burial 
ground,  not  exceeding  two  acres,  and  in  erecting  a  church  or  house  of 
public  worship  on  the  same  or  on  said  burial  ground,  as  they  may  deem 
best  suitable  for  the  Lutheran  Evangelic  worship,  and  business  connected 
therewith,  or  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  building  of  such  house  for 
public  worship,  and  in  enclosing  the  burial  and  other  grounds  belonging 
to  the  corporati,on,  by  stone  or  wood  fence,  and  with  the  approval  of  a 
supervisor  of  the  road  grading  the  roads  adjoining  said  grounds,  to 
adapt  the  same  to  such  grounds  and  church. 

Section  5.  That  the  treasurer  shall  give  bond,  with  security,  to  be 
approved  by  a  judge  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  said  county,  in 
the  penal  sum  of- five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  ap- 
plication of  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  hands  according  to  the 
orders  of  the  trustees. 
in  Section  6.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  so  much  of 
of  the  borough  of  Norristown,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  as  shall  be

To  incorporate  the  Harrisburg  Literary  Institute. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  avihority  of  the  same,  That 
all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  become  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  prescribed,  members  of  a  certain  literary  association  at 
present  existing  in  Harrisburg,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "  The  Har- 
risburg Literary  Institute,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded, 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  shall  be  able  to  purchase, 
receive,  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments,  goods,  and  chattels,  rights  and  credit,  of- 
what  nature  or  estate  soever,  and  the  same  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof 
to  sell,  alien  or  dispose  of,  and  therefore,  when  sold,  aliened,  or  dis- 
posed of  to  execute  according  to  law,  good  and  sufficient  instruments  of 
conveyance  or  assurance,  and  generally  t^  make  all  and  any  contracts 
requisite  to  the  good  management  of  the  said  institute,  with  power  also 
to  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  to  them  may*  seem  necessary 
for  the  like  good  management  of  the  property  of  said  institute,  and  to 
make  and  have  a  common  seal  and  the  same  to  renew  at  pleasure:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  by-laws  and  regulations  which  may  be  made  by  the 
said  institute  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  Commonwealth.

To  incorporate  the  town  of  New  Bedford,  Lawrence  county,  into  a  borough. 

Section  1.  JBe  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Ilonse  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That

That  all  officers  of  said  borough  before  entering  on  the  Officers  to  be 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  sworn, 
affirmation  before  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  to 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  with  fidelity,  and  the 
certificate  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  said  borough. 

Section  8.  That  on  the  first  Monday  after  their  election  in  each  Meeting. 
year,  the  burgess  and  town  council  shall  meet  and  elect  a  treasurer  who 
shall  give  bonds  before  entering  upon  his  duties  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance thereof,  and  also  a  clerk  of  said  borough  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  take  charge  of  all  papers  and  records  and  common  seal  of  said 
borough  and  be  responsible  for  the  same,  and  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of 
all  proceedings,  resolutions,  by-laws,  and  ordinances  of  said  council,  and 
the  said  burgess  and  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make,  erect, 
alter,  revise,  repeal  or  amend  all  by-laws,  rules,  regulations,  and  ordi- 
nances as  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  them  necessary  to  pro- 
mote the  peace,  good  order,  and  benefit  and  advantage  of  said  borough, 
and  particularly  providing  for  the  regulations,  improving,  repairing  and 
keeping  in  order  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  they  shall  have  power  to 
assess  and  apportion  such  taxes  as  shall  be  by  a  majority  of  them 
deemed  necessary  for  borough  purposes,  and  issue  their  warrant  to  the 
borough  treasurer  who  shall  collect  the  same  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  collection  of  school  taxes  under  the  act  of  the  seventh  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  for  the  regulation  and  con- 
tinuance of  a  system  of  education  by  common  schools. 

Section  9.  The  school  directors  first  elected  under  the  provisions  of  Duties  of  sobool 
this  act,  shall  immediately  after  their  election  cause  to  be  made  an  enu-  'directors. 
meration  of  the  resident  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  borough,  and  the 
president  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  super- 
intendent of  common  schools,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  adopt  the  num- 
ber of  taxables  so  certified  to  him  as  the  basis  of  distribution  to  said 
borough  of  its  share  of  the  State  appropriation,  and  the  amount  to 
which  the  said  borough  is  entitled  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
to  which  Pike  school  district  in  said  county  would  otherwise  be  entitled

No.  67. 
AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  charter  of  incorporation  of  the  borough  of  BristoS,  granted  tfie 
fourteenth  day  of  November,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
twenty,  and  the  several  acts  supplementary  thereto. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania^  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  corporate  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  "  burgesses,  high  constable, 

Corecration.  ^^^  common  council,  of  the  borough  of  Bristol,  as  established  by  the 
act  of  Assembly,"  approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  four,  is  hereby  changed  to  the  '*  burgess  and 
council  of  the  borough  of  Bristol,"  by  -which  name  the  burgess  and 
council  elected  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  law,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  the  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  receive,  hold,  and 
possess  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties,  juris- 

F,!f,vi!eges.  diction,  franchises  and  hereditaments,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  not 
exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  also  to  give, 
grant,  sell,  let,  and  assign  the  same  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
and  rents,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid ;  they  shall  be  capable  in 
law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
law  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatsoever,  and 
shall  have,  hold,  exercise,  possess,  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  in  and  to  all 
the  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  ferries,  wharves,  market  stalls, 
landing  places,  goods,  chattels,  moneys,  and  effects,  whatsoever,  and  all 
the  privileges  and  immunities  which  it  has,  holds,  possesses,  exercises  and 
enjoys  under  the  original  corporate  title  :  Provided,  however.  That  such 

PjcTiso.  change  of  corporate  name  shall  not  affect  any  contract  or  engagement  here- 

tofore entered  into  by  or  with  such  corporation  :  And  provided,  also,  That 
no  misnomer  or  failure  of  the  election  of  oificers  on  the  day  appointed 
shall  discontinue  or  dissolve  the  said  corporation,  but  the  officers  re- 
spectively, for  the  time  being,  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election 
shall  be  made  at  such  time  as  the  council  may  direct. 

Section  2.  That  the  borough  of  Bristol  shall  be  included  within  the 

Bcciodaries-  following  boundary,  viz :  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  river  Delaware 
near  the  mouth  of  Mill  creek,  at  a  distance  of chains  from  the  centre 
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point  of  Mill  and  Water  streets;  from  thence  extending  bj  the  channel  of 
the  said  creek  upwards  by  the  several  courses  thereof  to  a  bridge  called 
Otter's  Bridge  ;  thence  by  land,  formerly  Joseph  Bond's,  north  fifty- 
two  degrees  east  ninety-six  perches  to  a  post ;  thence  north  thirty-nine 
degrees  east  fifty-five  perches  to  a  post ;  thence  by  the  waste  and  mill 
dam  south-east  lifty-eight  perches ;  thence  up  the  several  courses  of  the 
mill  pond  on  Ian 'Is  formerly  of  Phinenas  Buckley,  to  a  stream  of  water 
running  from  thj  said  mill  pond  to  the  river  Delaware,  commonly  called 
Adams'  Hollow  creek;  thence  down  the  several  courses  of  the  said 
creek  to  the  river  Delaware  ;  thonce  down  the  several  courses  of  the 
river  Delaware  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  entitled  Who  may  vote, 
to  vote  for  members  of  the  State  Legislature,  and  who  shall  have  paid 
a  borough  tax  within  one  year,  which  shall  have  been  assessed  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  such  election,  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in  said  bo- 
rough on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  in  each  and  every  year,  and  then 
and  there  elect  by  ballot,  one  qualified  citizen  residing  therein  who  shall 
be  styled  the  chief  burgess  of  said  borough,  and  nine  qualified  citizens 
residents  of  said  borough,  who  shall  be  a  council,  and  shall  also  elect 
one  citizen  qualified  as  aforesaid,  as  high  constable,  and  another  as 
pound  keeper. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  duly  elected  as  burgess,  member  of  Penahy. 
the  council,  or  high  constable,  after  having  been  notified  of  his  election, 
shall  refuse  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of  the  oifice  to  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected,  every  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  which  fine  and  all  other  fines 
and  forfeitures,  excepting  those  imposed  by  section  seventeen,  relating 
to  nuisances,  incurred  and  made  payable  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  council,  shall  be  recovered  before  the  burgess  or 
any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  same  manner  that  debts  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  are  by  law  recoverable,  and  when  so  recovered 
shall  be  forthwith  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  borough  for  the  use 
of  the  said  corporatioi} :  Provided,  That  no  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  Proviso, 
shall  be  required  to  serve  in  either  of  the  said  offices  for  a  greater  length 
of  time  than  three  years  in  any  one  period  of  nine  years. 

Section  5.  The  burgess  shall  take  an  oath  or  make  affirmation  before  Burgess  to  sub- 
any  justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  said  county,  to  support  the  Con-  scribe  oath  or 
stitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State,  and  well  and  truly  to  afHrmatiou. 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  before  he  enters  on  the  execution  thereof, 
and   shall   thereupon  administer  a  similar  oath  or  affirmation  to  each 
member  of  the  said  council,  and  to  the  high  constable,  and  the  certi- 
ficates of  such  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  recorded  in  the  books  of 
the  said  corporation,  and  the  said  burgess  shall  further  have  power  and 
authority  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  when  the  same  may   be 
necessary  in  the  investigation  of  any  matter  within  the  cognizance  of 
the  said  corporation. 

Section  6.  That  the  high  constable  of  said  borough  shall  have  all  Powers, 
powers  and  authority  necessary  for  preserving  the  peace  therein  that 
constables  in  this  Commonwealth,  by  law,  now  or  hereafter  may  have, 
he  shall  also  execute  all  process  of  the  burgess  delivered  to  him  for  that 
purpose,  and  for  neglecting  or  refusing  to  execute  such  process,  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  and  he  shall  at  the  next  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions  of  Bucks  county,  after  his  election,  deliver  to  the  clerk 
of  the  said  court  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  a  return  of  his  election, 
certified  hy  the  inspectors,  judges,  and  clerks  of  the  election,  and  shall 
give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty  as  other 
constables  are  by  law  required  to  do,  which  bond  shall  be  for  the  same 
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uses  and  intents,  and  give  like  remedy  by  the  like  process  as  in  case  of 
the  bonds  of  constables  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  fees  and  compensation  for  his  services  that  otlier  constables 
are  by  law  entitled  to,  and  shall  have  similar  powers  with  other  con- 
stables of  this  Commonwealth  to  execute  process,  civil  and  criminal, 
issued  by  justices  of  the  peace  of  Bucks  county,  and  directed  to  him  as 
constable  of  the  borough  of  Bristol,  and  he  shall  do  and  perform  all 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  council,  and  shall  give  notice  of  the  annual  elections 
in  said  borough,  and  serve  as  clerk  of  the  market. 

Meeting.  SECTION  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  and  council,  sis 

of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  hold  meetings  from  time  to  time 
as  occasion  may  require,  at  which  meetings  the  burgess  shall  preside,  or 
in  his  absence  or  inability,  the  pres=ident  of  the  council,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  council  at  their  first  annual  meeting  in  every  year;  and 
who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  burgess 
in  the  absence,  inability,  or  death  of  such  ofiicer,  that  they  may  enact 
such  by-laws,  and  make  such,  rules,  regulations,  and  ordinances  as  shall 
be  determined  by  a  majority  of  them  necessary  to  promote  the  peace, 
good  order,  benefit,  and  advantage  of  the  said  borough,  particularly  in 
providing  for  the  regulation  of  the  markets,  improving,  lepairing,  and 
keeping  in  order,  and  regulating  the  pavements,  streets,  roads,  lanes, 
alleys,  highways,  and  wharves,  ascertaining  and  determining  the  depths 
of  vaults,  sinks,  or  pits  for  necessary  houses  and  making  permanent  re- 
gulations and  rules  relative  to  the  foundation  of  buildings,  party  walls, 
and  partition  fences ;  they  shall  have  power  to  assess,  apportion,  and 
appropriate  such  taxes  as  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  them 
necessary  for  carrying  the  said  rules  and  ordinances  from  time  to  time 
into  complete  effect,  and  also  to  appoint  a  town  clerk,  one  or  more  per- 
sons to  act  as  street  and  road  commissioners,  a  treasurer  and  a  collector 
annually,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  from  time 
to  time,  and  the  same  officers  from  time  to  time  remove  for  neglect,  mis- 
conduct, or  misdemeanor  in  office;  they  shall  have  power  also  to  revise, 
repeal,  or  annul  all  such  by-laws  or  ordinances  as  may  by  experience  be 

Proviso.  found  to  be  unequal,  unjust  or  unnecessary  :  Provided  alwm/s,  That  no 

by-laws,  rules,  or  ordinances  of  such  corporation  shall  bo  repugnant  to 
the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  that 
no  by-law,  rule,  or  ordinance  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  take  effect  until 
ten  days  have  expired  after  the  promulgation  thereof  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  if  such  be  printed  in  said  borough,  and  by  at  least  twelve  ad- 
vertisements to  be  put  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  said  borough  : 

Proviso.  ^nd provided  cdso,  That  in  assessing  such  tax  due  regard  shall  be  had 

to  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  taken  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
county  rates  and  levies,  and  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  incor- 
poration, so  thut  the  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  thirty  cents  in  the  one 
hundred  dollars  of  such  valuation,  unless  some  object  of  general  utility 
shall  be  thought  necessary,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
burgess  and  council  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
borough,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  meeting  being 
first  given  as  provided  in  the  thirteenth  section  of  this  act,  when  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  polled  at  such  meeting  shall  decide  how  much  and 
what  additional  sum  so  authorized  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the 

Proviso.  usual  manner :  Provided,  The  whole  amount  shall  not  exceed  sixty 

cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Power  of  bur-  SECTION  8.  That  the  burgess  for  the  time  being  shall  take  cogni- 

gess.  zance,  and  have  all  the  power,  jurisdiction,  and  authority  of  justices  of 

the  peace  within  said  borough  for  the  suppression  of  riotS;  tumults,  and 
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■disorderly  meetings  for  the  punishment  of  vagrants  and  disorderly  per- 
sons as  well  as  iu  all  criminal  cases,  and  in  all  cases  of  violations  of  the 
provisions  of  this  corporation  act,  or  of  the  supplements  which  may 
hereafter  be  appended  to  the  same  or  of  the  ordinances  of  said  borough, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  like  services  as  justices  of  the 
peace  are  by  law  entitled  to  receive,  and  all  attestations  of  the  records 
and  proceedings  of  the  borough  made  by  the  burgess  with  the  seal  of 
the  corporation,  shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  act  or  thing  certified  ;  and 
for  affixing  of  the  seal  to  any  instrument  other  than  for  borough  pur- 
poses he  shall  receive  fifty  cents,  and  his  warrant,  capias,  or  summons 
directed  to  the  constable  or  constables  may  be  delivered  to  execute  the 
same  at  any  place  within  the  county  of  Bucks. 

Section  9.  That  for  the  better  preservation  of  the  public  peace  and  Council  to  act 
safety,  the  council  are  authorized  to  act  as  a  public  force  within  said  ^"  ^  public 
borough  with  power  to  arrest  all  riotous  and  disorderly  persons,  and  take 
them  before  the  burgess  of  said  borough,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace 
residing  therein,  who  shall  commit  them  to  the  lock-up  house  if  charged 
with  an  offence  for  which  they  could  lawfully  be  committed  to  the  com- 
mon jail,  there  to  remain  and  be  kept  until  conveyed  to  the  county  prison 
or  discharged  according  to  law  :  Provided,  That  no  person  committed  Proviso, 
shall  be  confined  in  said  lock-up  house  at  any  time  for  a  longer  period  than 
forty-eight  hours. 

Section  10.  That  the  burgess  and  council  shall  have  power  to  bor-  Borrow  money, 
row  for  the  use  of  said  borough,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  which  they 
shall  deem  necessary,  and  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  other 
evidences  of  debt  for  the  sura  or  sums,  amount  or  amounts  so  borrowed 
to  the  persons  respectively  lending  the  same,  and  the  said  certificate  or 
other  evidences  of  debt  signed  by  the  burgess  and  by  the  treasurer  shall 
be  binding  and  obligatory  on  the  said  corporation  :  Frovided,  That  the  Proviso, 
whole  amount  of  indebtedness  of  said  borough  shall  not  at  any  time 
ex'ceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Section  11.  That  the  burgess  and  council  shall  have  power  to  build  Repair  of 
and  repair  any  public  wharf  or  wharves  in  said  borough  which  may  be  wharves, 
deemed  requisite  and  necessary,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  rent  out  from  time  to  time,  upon  such  terms  to  such  indi- 
viduals, and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  the  public 
wharves  of  the  said  borough  which  now  are  or  m.ay  be  hereafter  con- 
structed, and.  to  collect  wharfage  for  the  same. 

Section  12.  That  the  burgess  and  council  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  Construction  of 
and  construct  streets,  roads,   lanes,  alleys,  and  highways  within  the  roads,  lanes, 
said   borough,  the  owner  or  owners   of  property  affected  consenting  ^^^^V^>  ^°- 
thereto  and  waiving  damages  therefor,  and  in  case  of  refusal  or  objec- 
tion upon  the  part  of  any  owner  or  owners  of  such  property;  the  pro- 
ceedings to  obtain  the  laying  out,  widening  or  straightening  any  street, 
road,  lane,  alley,  or  highway  within  the  said  borough,  or  of  any  damage 
occasioned  thereby,  shall  be  by  petition  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions for  the  county  of  Bucks,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  thereof  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  term  at  which  it  shall  be 
presented,  and  thereupon  the  said  court  shall  proceed  in  all  respects 
agreeably  to  the  general  road  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  prescribing 
the  duties  of  courts,  juries,  viewers,  and  for  awarding  damage  and  so 
forth,  and  the  damage  awarded  and  expenses  incurred  shall  in  all  cases 
be  sustained  and  paid  by  the  county  of  Bucks. 

Section  13.  That  the  burgess  and  council  shall  annually,  on  or  be-  Levy  tax. 
fore  the  first  Monday  in  May,  levy  such  an  amount  of  tax  on  the  bo- 
rough as  shall  be  thought  sufficient  and  necessary  for  the  use  of  said 
corporation  for  the  ensuing  year,  that  the  county  commissioners  shall 
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when  required,  furnish  the  burgess  of  said  borough  with  a  correct  copy 
of  the  last  adjusted  valuation  of  property,  subjects  and  things  made 
taxable  in  the  same  for  county  purposes,  which  said  property,  subjects, 
and  things;  with  the  exception  of  moneys  at  interest,  and  stocks  of  all 
kinds,  are  hereby  made  taxable  for  borough  purposes,  whereupon  the 
burgess  and  council  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June,  annu- 
ally, levy  and  apportion  the  said  borough  tax,  and  when  such  tax  is 
thus  levied  and  apportioned  the  town  clerk  shall  make  out  and  certify 
a  correct  duplicate  of  the  same,  and  the  burgess  shall  also  attest  the 
same  with  his  signature  and  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  and  deliver  it 
to  the  high  constable  to  collect  the  said  tax ;  on  the  receipt  of  the  said 
duplicate  the  high  constable  shall  give  at  least  thirty  day's  notice,  by 
not  less  than  ten  written  or  printed  advertisements,  to  be  put  up  in  the 
most  public  places  in  said  borough,  that  he  will  attend  at  the  usual 
place  of  holding  borough  elections,  on  a  day  to  be  named  in  said  adver- 
tisements, for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  receiving  the  borough  tax, 
and  shall  collect  and  receive  the  same,  giving  receipts  therefor  in  all 
cases  when  required  by  the  person  paying  the  same,  and  as  a  compen- 
sation therefor  the  high  constable  shall  receive  two  per  cent,  for  all 
moneys  so  collected;  and  incase  any  borough  tax  shall  remain  unpaid 
for  a  period  of  sixty  days  from  and  after  the  day  on  which  the  high 
constable  shall  have  attended  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  same  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  to  issue  his  warrant  with 
a  schedule,  which  the  high  constable  shall  return  to  him  of  all  such  unpaid 
borough  tax,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  respectively  to  whom  the  same 
is  charged  in  the  proper  duplicate,  directed  to  the  high  constable,  whose 
duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  receive  the  same,  authorizing  and  requiring 
him  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  persons  named  in  ths  said  schedule 
the  sums  with  which  they  are  therein  charged  respectively,  together 
with  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  thereof,  which  per  ccntage  shall  in 
all  cases  be  collected  and  retained  by  said  constable  for  his  compensa- 
tion ;  in  case  any  person  so  charged  with  borough  tax  fail  to  pay  the 
amount,  together  with  the  per  centage  aforesaid,  within  twenty  days  after 
the  demand  made  thereof  by  said  constable,  the  constable  may  levy  the 
same  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  said  delinquent,  giving 
ten  days'  notice  of  such  sale,  by  at  least  six  written  or  printed  adver- 
tisements, and  in  such  cases  said  constable  shall,  in  addition  to  the  per 
centage  hereinbefore  allowed,  be  entitled  to  retain  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale,  after  first  deducting  the  borough  tax  and  per  centage  afore- 
said, the  same  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  to  cons*'ables  for  a  levy 
Proviso.  and  sale  upon  a  writ  of  execution  :  Provided,  That  beiore  the  delivery 

to  the  high  constable  of  the  duplicate  aforesaid,  the  burgess  and  council 
shall  require  of  him  sufiicient  bond  and  security  for  the  payment  of  the 
amount  of  borough  tax  contained  in  said  duplicate,  and  that  if  said  high 
constable  fail  to  eive  the  security  required,  the  burgess  and  council  may 
appoint  another  person,  who,  upon  giving  the  required  security,  shall 
collect  the  said  borough  tax,  and  who  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
receive  the  same  compensation  therefor  as  is  herein  allowed  to  the  high 
constable  aforesaid. 

Section  14.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  council  to  assess  and 
collect  a  tax  on  single  freemen  and  inmates  residents  in  said  borough, 
to  be  rated  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  raise  and  collect

Court  of  Bucks  county,  which  said  lien  shall  have  priority  to  any  mort- 
gage, judgment,  recognizance,  or  liability,  to  which  the  said  lot  or  lots  may 
become  liable  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the  amount  secured 
thereby  may  be  recovered  by  scire  facias  as  debts  are  recoverable  under 
the  mechanics'  lien  law,  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  said  borough: 
Provided,  That  such  lien  shall  be  filed  within  six  months  after  such  Proviso, 
expense  is  incurred  by  the  said  borough,  and  recite  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  reputed  owner,  and  the  occupier  or  occupiers  of  such  lots  : 
j^nd  provided  always,  That  all  and  every  the  owner  or  owners  of  ground  Proviso, 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  grading  and  paving  the  footways  on  their 
own  front  aforesaid,  so  that  they  have  it  completed  within  six  months

That  no  person  or  persons  whatever  shall  be  permitted  Nuisancea, 
to  erect,  create,  or  continue  any  nuisance  or  nuisances  injurious  to  the 
health  or  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  borough,  on  any  lot  or 
within  any  building,  or  within  any  street  or  alley  in  the  limits  of  the 
same,  under  the  penalty  of  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to 
be  sued  for  and  collected  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  use 
of  the  said  borough  by  warrant  before  the  burgess,  or  any  justice  of  the 
peace  residing  therein,  who  shall  proceed  to  give  judgment  and  award 
execution  as  in  actions  of  trespass  within  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of

That  the  said  academy  shall  be  under  the  management, 
aifaits.  direction   and  control  of  five  trustees,  who  shall  appoint  a  president, 

faculty,  treasurer,  and  secretary;  a  majority  of  said  trustees  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  competent  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body, 
and  to  prescribe  the  duties  authorized  and  required  to  be  performed  by 
the  different  officers  and  faculty  which  they  may  select.

sive of  the  income  of  the  students,  does  not  exceed  the  yearly  value  of 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  the  same  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments and  estates,  real  and  personal,  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  convey, 
assign,  devise,  rent,  lease,  and  to  farm  let  and  to  place  out  oa  interest 
otherwise  dispose  of  or  invest  for  the  use  of  said  academy  or  the 
stockholders,  and  to  erect  the  necessary  buildings  thereon  for  the  use 
of  said  academy,  in  such  manner  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  beneficial, 
and  to  receive  the  rents,  issues,  profits,  and  income  of  the  same,  and  to

yearly  value  or  income  of  the  messuages,  houses,  lands,  tenements,  rents, 
annuities,  and  other  hereditaments,  and  real  estate  of  the  said  company 
or  corporation,  and  the  interest  of  the  moneys  lent  by  the  same  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

Section  3.  That  the  following  articles  shall  be  the  fundamental  laws 
of  said  corporation. 

ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 

We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed  do  agree  to  form  ourselves 
into  an  association,  to  be  known  as  the  Charter  house  association ;  the 
object  of  this  association  shall  be  to  erect  a  public  house  at  Media,  De- 
laware county,  for  the  accommodation  of  our  fellow-citizens,  and  tra- 
Telers  generally,  and  which  shall  be  kept  in  accordance  with  the  thirty- 
fourth  section  of  the  borough  charter  j  iu  furtherance  of  this  object,  we

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do  severally  promise  and  agree  to  pay  to  Abraham  Pennell,  treasurer 
of  the  association,  the  sums  set  opposite  our  respective  names,  that  a 
suitable  lot  may  be  purchased,  and  a  house,  with  the  necessary  out- 
buildings, may  be  erected  thereon  ;  we  do  also  agree  that  the  money  so 
subscribed  shall  be  expended  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  majority  in  number  and  amount  of  the  subscribers,  and  by  such 
person  or  persons  as  may  be  appointed  by  them,  in  order  to  our  more 
perfect  organization  and  better  government  ;  we  do  also  assent  to  the 
following  articles  as  binding  the  members  of  this  association. 

AETICLE  I. 

The  house  to  be  erected  shall  be  called  the  Charter  House,  and  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  excluded  from  it  forever. 

ARTICLE  11. 

Each  subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  stock  in  the  building  and  lot  ac- 
cording to  the  amount  subscribed,  one  share  being  valued  at  twenty-five 
dollars. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Each  share  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  all  business  trans- 
actions of  the  association. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

Each  subscription  shall  be  payable  in  five  equal  instalments,  and  on 
the  following  days,  namely:  the  twenty-third  of  the  ninth  month,  Sep- 
tember, the  twenty-fifth  of  the  eleventh  month,  November,  the  twenty- 
seventh  of  the  first  mouth,  January,  the  twenty-fourth  of  the  third 
month,  March,  the  twenty-sixth  of  the  fifth  month.  May. 

ARTICLE  V. 
No  subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  business  of  the  asso- 
ciation until  after  the  payment  of  the  first  instalment. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Every  subscriber  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pay  any  instalment  as  it 
becomes  due,  shall  after  thirty  days'  written  notice,  forfeit  to  the  asso- 
ciation whatever  may  have  been  previously  paid. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  a  president,  eight  vice  pre- 
sidents, a  secretary,  an  associate  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  eighteen 
managers.

When  the  association  is  not  in  session,  its  business  shall  be  transacted 
by  the  managers,  of  whom  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  a  majority 
present  shall  decide  all  questions  except  when  three  only  are  present,  in 
which  case  unanimity  shall  be  required. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  managers  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  all  their  proceedings,  to  be 
laid  annually^  or  as  often  as  may  be  required  before  the  association  ; 
they  may  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  these  articles  for  their 
own  government. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

The  president  maj^  convene  the  association  at  any  time,  and  shall  do 
30,  or  in  case  of  his  failure,  the  secretary,  at  the  request  of  any  three 
members  by  a  call  made  in  two  successive  numbers  of  one  or  more  of 
the  county  papers. 

ARTICLE  XII. 
The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  becoming  due  to  the  asso- 
ciation, and  shall  pay  all  claims  against  it  when  countersigned  by  three 
managers. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  treasurer  shall  keep  a  full  account  of  all  funds  received  and  ex- 
pended, which  account  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
managers,  and  shall  annually  be  laid  before  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  officers  and  managers  shall  hereafter  be  elected  on  the  fourth 
Monday  in  September,  of  each  year,  by  the  members  met  at  the  call  of 
the  president  3  in  case  no  election  takes  place,  the  officers  in  place  shall 
continue  to  act. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

These  articles,  the  first  excepted,  may  be  changed  at  any  meeting  of 
the  association,  unless  there  be  objection,  in  which  case  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  meeting. 

Section  4.  That  until  the  election  of  officers  and  managers  aforesaid,  Officers, 
pursuant  to  this  act,  the  before  named  officers  and  managers  of  the  asso- 
ciation, viz. :  William  Eves,  president ;  John  P.  Crozer,  Edward  Gar- 
rett, John  Hill,  John  M.  Sharpless,  Samuel  M.  Leiper,  Abraham  L. 
Pennock,  John  Dunwoody,  and  William  T.  Cook,  vice  presidents; 
William  B.  Lindsay,  and  Benjamin  Brooke,  secretaries ;  and  Abraham 
Pennock,  treasurer ;  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  continued  and  con-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  CommoniceaJth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  lie  aiithority  of  the  same,  That 
the  Lutheran  congregation  of  the  p]vange]ical  Lutheran  church  in  the 
borough  of  Shippensburg,  in  the  coui;ty  of  Cumberland,  and  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  is  hereby  erected  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  iu 
deed  and  in  law,  by  name,  style,  and  title,  of  "■  The  trustees  and  church 
council  of  Christ  church  in  the  borough  of  Shippensburg,"  and  by  the 
same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  or  elsewhere,  and 
shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  take,  and  to  hold,  to  them 
and  their  successors,  for  the  use  of  the  said  church,  lands,  tenements, 
choses  in  action,  goods,  and  chattels,  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature,  or 
quality,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  which  now  are  or  shall  hereafter  be- 
come the  property  of  the  said  corporation  or  be  held  for  their  use  by 
gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  from 
any  person  whomsoever  capable  of  making  the  same,  and  the  same  to 
grant,  bargain,  sell,  mortgage,  improve,  or  dispose  of,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  congregation  :  Provided,  That  the  yearly  value  or  income 
of  the  said  estates  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  three  thousand  dollars. 
Section  2.  That  the  said  trustees  and  council  shall  have  power  to 
make  and  use  one  common  seal  with  such  device  and  inscription  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure,  and  they  may  make, 
enact,  enjoin,  and  enforce  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  regulation  and 
transaction  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  congregation  in  conformity  with 
the  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter  provided  :  Provided,  That  the  said 
by-laws  and  ordinances  be  framed,  enacted,  and  promulgated  in  confor- 
mity with  the  rules  and  principles  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church 
in  the  United  States  as  contained  in  the  formula  of  government  and  dis- 
cipline adopted  and  published  by  the  general  synod  of  said  church  : 
And  provided  also.  That  they  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Section  3.  That  the  qualified  members  shall  in  the  manner,  and  at 
the  time  hereinafter  appointed,  elect  from  their  own  body  three  persons 
to  serve  as  trustees,  and  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
shall  choose  from  their  own  body  three  elders  and  three  deacons,  which 
elders  and  deacons  with  the  pastor  of  the  church  shall  compose  the 
church  council :  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  either  of 
said  offices  who  is  not  a  qualified  voter  of  this  body  as  required  by  the 
seventh  section  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  The  following  named  persons  shall  fill  the  said  offices  until 
others  are  or  shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  wit :  Trustees, 
William  M'Clure,  John  CresSler,  and  Jeremiah  Reddig;  elders,  Joseph 
G.  Cressler,  Samuel  Kunkel,  and  John  Etter;  deacons,  David  Walters,

That  the  trustees  and  church  council  constituted  as  a^ore- ^^^j^^  1^^^^^  ^ 
said,  shall  jointly  have  control  over  and  management  of  the  pecuniary  af-  affairs, 
fairs  of  the  congregation  j  the  care  of  the  house  of  worship  and  other 
church  property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  them,  and  all  other  tempo- 
ral concerns  and  business  of  the  congregation  of  whatsoever  kind,  and  the 
said  trustees  and  council  may  appoint  a  president,  secretary,  treasurer, 
and  all  other  officers  necessary  to  the  proper  and  convenient  discharge  of 
their  function  and  duties,  but  the  church  council  only  shall  have  control 
over  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  church.

ARTICLE  I. — Name  and  object. 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  ''  Spring  Garden  Institute," 
its  primary  object  the  promotion  of  the  moral  and  intellectual  improve- 
ment of  young  persons. 

ARTICLE  Jl.— Membership. 

Any  person,  by  paying  two  dollars  annually,  or  twenty  dollars  at  one 
time,  as  a  life  subscription,  shall  be  entitled  to  membership  in  this 
institute  and  to  all  its  privileges,  and  any  subscription  of  fifty  dollars 
shall  entitle  the  contributor  to  three  life  certificates,  one  for  himself 
and  the  others  for  such  persons  as  he  may  designate. 

ARTICLE  III.— Q^ers. 

The  officers  shall  be  a  president,  vice  president,  treasurer,  secretary, 
and  twenty -four  managers,  who,  together  shall  constitute  a  board  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  and  shall  report  annually  their  proceedings 
to  the  institute. 

ARTICLE  lY .—Meetings.

The  president,  or  in  his  absence  the  vice  president,  or  in  the  absence 
of  both,  a  chairman  p?-c  tern,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  insti- 
tute, and  if  its  board  of  managers,  shall  preserve  order,  and  perforin 
such  other  duties  as  appertain  to  his  office. 

ARTICLE  Nl.— Treasurer. 
The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  hold  all  moneys  belonging  to  or  paid 
into  the  institute,  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, exhibit  a  statement  of  its  funds,  annually,  and  oftener  if 
required  by  the  board  of  managers ;  he  shall  make  no  payments  except 
on  the  order  of  the  managers,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary, 
and  whenever  required  by  the  board  shall  enter  into  an  approved  bond 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust.

The  board  of  officers  and  managers,  seven  of  whom,  shall  constitute 
a  quorum,  shall  hold  stated  meetings  monthly,  shall  make  their  own 
by-laws,  supply  vacancies  in  their  body,  keep  regular  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
members  of  the  institute,  shall  establish  a  library  and  free  reading 
room,  appoint  a  librarian,  purchase  and  receive  such  books,  periodicals, 
and  papers  for  the  library  as  they  may  think  proper,  provide  for  suita- 
ble lectures,  and  have  power  to  devise  and  execute  all  measures  which 
in  their  judgment  will  advance  the  interests  of  the  Institute,  and  carry 
out  efficiently  the  objects  of  its  organization,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
constitution  ;  they  shall  also  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected. 

ARTICLE  IX.— Library. 

The  books,  periodicals,  and  papers  belonging  to  the  library  and  read- 
ing room,  may  be  loaned  at  the  discretion  of  the  managers  to  the 
members  of  the  institute,  and  to  such  young  persons  as  shall  furnish 
satisfactory  security  for  the  payment  of  lines  in  default  of  a  punctual 
return  of  the  volumes,  and  for  any  loss  or  injury  that  may  be  sustained 
in  the  book  or  books  loaned ;  the  reading  room  shall  be  kept  open  at 
such  times  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  managers  may  designate, 
for  the  use  of  young  persons  and  the  members  of  the  institute, 

ARTICLE  X.— Amendments. 
This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  or  spe- 
cial meeting  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided 
that  public  notice  of  the  intended  alteration   be  given  by  posting  the 
same  in  the  reading  room  for  one  month  previous  to  the  meeting. 

JudementB  SECTION  6.  That  upon  all  judgments  against  the  school  directors  of 

agaiQst  schoot      any  school  district  in  this  Commonwealth,  the  like  proceedings  may  be

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
all  that  part  of  Donegal  township,  in  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  Four  Mite  Ron

That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
catch  or  take  fish  by  means  of  sledging,  seining,  or  by  swabbing,  out  of 
Indian  creek,  in  the  county  of  Fayette,  between  the  periods  commencing 
on  the  tenth  day  of  May  next,  and  ending  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
and  between  the  periods  above  mentioned  in  each  and  every  year  there- 
after, and  in  case  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  provisions  of  this 
section,  he  or  they,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  within  the  township  in  which  such  ofi'ence  may  be  committed,  if 
any,  be  subject  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  and  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to- 
gether with  costs  of  prosecution,  to  be  collected  as  other  like  debts  are 
by  law  collected,  one-half  of  which  shall  go  the  informer  and  the  other 
half  shall  go  the  repairing  of  roads  within  the  township  in  which  such 
offence  or  ofiPenccs,  if  any,  may  be  committed.

Authorizing;  the  acting  trustee,  named  in  the  w\U  of  Jesse  Hallowell,  deceased, 
to  sell  certain  real  estate  ;  to  the  Hebrew  society  ;  to  certain  election  dis- 
tricts ;  and  to  the  Spring  Garden  hose  compauy. 

Preainble.  Whereas,  Jesse  Hallowell,  late  of  Moorland  township,  Montgome- 

ry county,  and  State  of  Pennsylvania,  by  his  last  will  and  testamentj 
bearing  date  the  twenty-first  day  of  the  eighth  month,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-six,  since  his  decease  duly  proven  and  remain- 
ing in  the  register's  office,  at  Norristown,  in  Montgomery  county, 
amongst  other  devises  and  bequests,  did  give  and  bequeath  unto  his  son 
William  Hallowell,  all  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  his  grist  mill, 
and  three  contiguous  lots  of  land,  situated  on  the  Willow  Grove  and 
Doylestown  turnpike  road,  in  Moorland  township  aforesaid,  containing 
together  twenty-nine  acres,  more  or  less,  for  and  during  his  natural  life 
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and  at  his  decease  he  did  give  and  devise  the  same  with  all  the  appur- 
tenances thereto  belonging,  to  all  his  children,  as  tenants  in  common 
to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  in  equal  proportions  as  to  value, 
subject  however  to  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  per  annum  to  his  wife 
while  she  remains  his  widow,  and  by  said  will  he  nominated,  constitu- 
ted, and  appointed  James  Paul  and  George  Spencer  trustees  to  take  .

And  ichereas,  The  grist  mill  was  burned  down  several  years  since, 
and  the  premises  generally  are  very  much  out  of  repair,  so  that  the  in- 
come arising  therefrom  is  very  small  compared  with  what  might  be  ob- 
tained from  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  the  property  ;  therefore.

rized  and  empowered  to  sell  at  public  sale,  after  due  public  notice,  the  afore-  HgHo^vell  to  seli 
said  real  estate,  altogether  or  in  parts  as  to  him  shall  seem  best  for  all  real  estate, 
the  parties  concerned,  and  to  make  good  and  sufficient  conveyance  in 
fee  simple  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  and  after  securing  to 
the  widow  of  the  said  William  Hallowell,  the  right  of  annuity  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  said  will  of  Jesse  Hallowell,  deceased,  and  defraying 
the  expenses  necessarily  and  properly  attendant  on  the  sale  and  trans- 
actions of  the  business,  to  pay  to  the  legatees  who  may  have  arrived  at 
twenty-one  years  of  age  their  respective  proportions  in  accordance  with 
the  said  will  and  the  remainder :  Provided,  That  the  Orphans'  Court 
of  said  county  shall  approve  such  sale  or  sales,  but  before  any  such  sale 
-or  sales  shall  be  approved  as  aforesaid  the  said  trustee  shall  give  good 
and  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  said  court,  conditioned  for  the 
proper  appropriation  and  distributiou  of  ihe  money  arising  therefrom, 
a,ccording  to  the  order  of  the  said  court  and  directions  contained  in  the 
will  of  the  said  Jesse  Hallowell,  deceased. 

Section  2.  That  the  Hebrew  society  for  the  visitation  of  the  sick  Constitution  of

the  clear  yearly  value  or  income  of  the  said  corporation  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars;  and  also-  to  make  and  have  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure,  and 
also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances 
and  regulations  as  shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  this  charter,  or  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  Commonwealth, 
and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things  which  to 
them  it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do  for  the  well-being  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  the  due  ordering  and  management  of  the  affairs  thereof.

object  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  public  good 
by  the  extinguishment  of  fires. 

Heservation.  SECTION  7.  That  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  revoke, 

or  annul  the  privileges  and  charter  hereby  granted,  whenever  in  their 
opinion  the  same  shall  be  inj  urious  to  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  in 
such  manner  however  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

Van  Sickles,  and  Lodowick  Lillibridge,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  made  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  under  the  name,  style,  and  title,  of  Style, 
the  ''Port  Allegany  Cemetery,^'  and  by  that  name  shall  be  able  and 
capable  in  law  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
plead  and  be  Impleaded,  and  to  do  all  such  other  things  as  are  incident  Privileges, 
to  a  corporation,  and  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  have,  hold,  and  en-

That  the  said  William  Wilkin,  Solomon  H.  Barrett,  and  P'-'W'er  of  tms- 
Joku  J.  Abbey,  as  "  trustees  in  trust,"  shall  have  power  to  arrange,  ^^^^' 
lay  out,  sub-divide,  and  fence  said  lot  of  ground  so  conveyed  to  them 
for  a  cemetery  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  proper,  and  may  sell 
and  dispose  of  lots  for  burial  purposes ;  every  lot  so  conveyed  shall  be 
held  by  the  proprietor  forever  for  the  purpose  of  sepulture  alone;  such 
lot  may  be  transferable  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  "  trustees  in 
trust"  and  their  successors  in  office. 

Section  4.  The  business  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  Bnsiness  of  cor- 
by  five  trustees  who  shall  be  elected;  one  the  third  Monday  of  June  poiatio'i,  how- 
next,  and  thereafter  on  the  third  Monday  of  June  annually  they  shall  conducted, 
choose  a  president  and  secretary  out  of  their  own  number;  the  presi- 
dent shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  said  trustees  when  present;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  an  exact  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose and  deliver  the  same  to  his  successor  in  office ;  the  trustees  shall

That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  ex-  Licenses  in 
cept  regularly  licensed  innkeepers  to  sell  within  the  bounds  of  the  bo-  Tioga  county, 
rough  of   Wellsboro',  in  the   county  of   Tioga,  any  vinous,  malt,  or 
spirituous  liquors,  unless  he  shall  first  have  obtained  a  license  therefor 
signed  by  the  burgess  and  a  majority  of  the  town  council  under  the 
seal  of  said  borough  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
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and  every  offence  to  be  collcctGd  by  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  said

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen-

That  the  aJBFairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conducted  Affairs  how 
by  a  president,  and  six  managers,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  conducted, 
the  votes  of  the  members  of  the  corporation,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
June,  ia  each  and  every  j'ear,  and  in  case  no  election  shall  be  held  at 
the  time  aforesaid,  the  officers  of  the  preceding  year,  shall  continue  in 
office  until  an  election  shall  be  held;  the  said  president  and  managers 
shall  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  own  body,  by  selecting 
a  lot-holder,  to  supply  any  such  vacancy  occurring  by  resignation,  re- 
moval, death,  or  otherwise  ;  and  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  and  orna- 
ment the  grounds  purchased  for  the  said  cemetery ;  to  erect  such  build- 
ings thereon  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  same  ;  to 
lay  out,  sell,  and  dispose  of  burial  lots;  to  appoint  all  necessary  officers, 
and  fix  their  several  duties  and  compensation,  and  to  make  such  by- 
laws, rules,  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  conducting  the 
affairs  of  the  corporation,  for  the  government  ol  lot-holders,  and  visitors 
to  the  cemetery,  and  for  the  transfer  of  lots  and  the  evidence  thereof. 

Section  4.  That  every  lot  conveyed  in  such  cemetery  shall  be  held  Lots, 
by  the  proprietor  for  the  purpose  of  sepulture  alone,  transferable  with 
the  consent  of  the  president  and  managers,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to 
attachment  or  execution,  and  that  the  said  cemetery  shall  hereafter  be 
forever  exempted  from  taxation  except  for  State  purposes. 

Section  5.  That  as  soon  as  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  W'henlot-hol- 
lots  in  said  cemetery  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  purchase  money  ex-  ^'^""^  ^^  become 
pended  by  the  persons  hereby  incorporated  with  interest,  and  the  ex- 
penses that  shall  have  been  incurred  by  them  in  laying  out,  enclosing,  and 
improving  the  grounds  and  erecting  the  necessary  buildings,  then  each 
lot-holder  shall  become  a  member  of  the  corporation,  and  have  a  right

lumbia,'^ and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  of  record  or  elsewhere;  and  also  the  said  coiporation  and  their 
successors  at  all  times  hereafter,  shall  be  able  to  purchase,  receive,  have,  privile<^es.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives oj  the  Commonwealth  oj  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Jissemhly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Turnerville,  in  the  county  of  Crawford,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  "  The  borough  of  Turner- 
-ville/'  bounded  and  limited,  as  follows:  beginning  at  the  north-east 
corner  of  James  White's  land;  thence  along  said  White's,  Webb's,  and 
Kellogg's  north  line,  and  west  by  the  west  line  of  Kellogg's ;  thence 
to  the  south-east  corner  of  lands  owned  by  David  Jackson ;  thence 
east  to  Shenango  creek ;  thence  along  said  creek  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning.

To  authorize  the  Governor  to  incorporate  a  company  to  erect  a  toll  brif'ge  ovep 
the  river  Susquehanna,  at  or  near  Miller's  ferry  in  Luzerne  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  oj  JRepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Ccnsmjssionerg.  John  Blanchard,  Fisher  Gay,  Payne  Petibone,  Andrew  Miller,  Joha 
Howarth,  Junior,  James  JenSins,  John  Brees,  George  Lazaras,  Joha 
Johnson,  Hiram  Denison,  J.  B.  Schooley,  T.  F.  Atherton,  and  Isaac 
C.  Shoemaker,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do 
and  perform  the  several  duties  hereinafter  mentioned,  tha/t  is  to  say, 
they  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next,  procure  one  or  more 
books  and  enter  therein  as  follows  :  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sub- 
scribed do  promise  to  pay  to  the  Wyoming  bridge  company,  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars  for  every  share  of  stock  in  the  said  company  set  opposite  our 
respective  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such  times  as 
shall  be  determined  upon  by  the  president  and  managers  thereof,  in  pur- 
suance of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  entitled  "  An  Act  to  author- 
ize the  Governor  to  incorporate  a  company  to  erect  a  toll  bridge  over  the 
river  Susquehanna,  at  or  near  Miller's  ferry,  in  Luzerne  county,"  and 
shall  thereafter  proceed  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  the 
said  company  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall  think  proper:  Pro- 
vided always,  That  every  person  so  subscribing  in  his  own  name,  or  in 
the  name  of  any  other  person,  shall  previously  pay  to  the  attending- 
commissioners  one  dollar  for  every  share  so  subscribed,  out  of  which 
shall  be  paid  the  expense  of  taking  such  subscriptions  and  other  inci- 
dental charges,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  said  company,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  organized  agreeably  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  When  twenty  or  more  persons  shall  have  subscribed 
seventy-five  shares  of  the  said  stock,  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majo- 
rity of  them,  shall  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals  to  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  the  names  of  the  subscribers  and  the  number  of 
shares  subscribed,  and  thereupon  the  Governor  shall  issue  letters  patent 
under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  State,  to  create  and  erect  the  said  sub- 
scribers, and  also  all  those  who  may  afterwards  subscribe,  .into  one  body 
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corporate  and  politic  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title, 
of  "The  Wyoming  Bridge  Company,"  and  by  the  said  name,  style, 
and  title,  the  said  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  all 
privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable 
of  taking  and  holding  their  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and 
profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  from  time  to  time  by  new 
subscriptions,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if 
such  enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  of  this 
act,  and  of  taking,  purchasing,  and  holding,  to  them  and  their  succes- 
sors in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  and  estates,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  and 
convenient  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works,  and  the  same  to 
sell  and  dispose  of  at  their  pleasure,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of 
doing  all  and  every  other  matter  or  thing  which  a  corporation  or  body 
politic  may  lawfully  do,  and  of  having  and  using  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure. 

Section  3.  The  first  named  five  persons  in  the  letters  patent  shall  as  Election  of  o£B- 
soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  receiving  the  same,  give  notice  in  one  cers. 
or  more  newspaper  of  the  county  of  Luzerne,  of  a  time  and  place  to  be 
by  them  designated  in  said  notice,  not  less  than  twenty  days  from  the 
time  of  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  at  which  time  and  place  the 
said  subscribers  shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said  coi'poration,  and  shall 
choose  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  said  subscribers  by  ballot,  either 
in  person  or  by  proxy  duly  authorized,  one  president,  one  secretary,  six 
managers,  one  treasurer,  and  such  other  ofl&cers  as  they  may  think  ne- 
cessary to  conduct  the  business  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until 
other  officers  shall  be  chosen ;  and  make  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regu- 
lations not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  well-ordering  of  the  affairs  of  said  company :  Pro-  Proviso.

to  ascertain  the  times  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockhholders  shall 
pay  the  moneys  due  on  their  respective  shares,  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work ; 
to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  moneys ;  to  pay  the  salaries  of  per- 
sons by  them  employed,  and  for  the  materials  provided  and  labor  done, 
which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  secre- 
tary, and  to  do  and  transact  all  other  acts,  matters,  and  things  as  by 
the  by-laws,  orders,  and  regulations  of  the  said  company  shall  be  com- 
mitted to  them.

and  if  upon  such  liquidation,  or  whenever  the  stock  of  said  company  shall 
be  nearly  expended,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  said  capital  stock  is  not  suf- 
ficient to  complete  said  bridge  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers, 
with  the  consent  of  the  stockholders,  to  be  convened  at  a  general 
meeting  fur  that  purpose,  to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  such 
extent  as  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  work,  and 
to  demand  and  receive  the  money  subscribed  for  such  additional  stock, 
in  like  manner  and  under  the  penalties  as  hereinbefore  provided  for 
the  original  subscriptions;  that  the  original  subscription  to  the  stock  of 
said  company  shall  not  exceed,  in  the  first  instance,  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  or  four  hundred  shares,  and  in  case  of  any  excess,  the 
commissioners  appointed  under  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  distri- 
bute such  excess  according  and  in  proportion  to  the  several  amounts 
subscribed  for. 

Section  9.  That  when  a  complete  bridge  is  erected  over  the  river 
Susquehanna,  at  or  near  Miller's  ferry  aforesaid,  the  property  of  said 
bridge  shall  be  vested  in  the  said  company,  their  successors  and  assigns 
forever,  and  the  said  company,  their  successors  and  assigns,  may  demand 
and  receive  tolls  from  all  persons  passing  said  bridge,  not  exceeding  the 
following  rates,  to  wit :  For  every  wagon  or  carriage  having  four  wheels 
and  drawn  by  four  horses,  used  for  the  purpose  of  trade  or  agriculture, 
fifty  cents;  for  every  such  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses  twenty-five 
cents ;  for  each  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  four  horses 
one  dollar;  for  every  such  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses  twenty-five 
cents ;  for  every  such  carriage  drawn  by  one  horse  ten  cents ;  for  every 
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two-wheel  carriage  drawn  by  one  horse  ten  cents;  for  every  Bled  or 
sleigh  drawn  by  four  horses  twenty-five  cents ;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh 
drawn  by  two  horses  twenty  cents ;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by 
one  horse  ten  cents;  for  every  horse  with  a  rider  five  cents;  every  ve- 
hicle drawn  by  oxen  at  the  same  rate  as  the  like  are  drawn  by  horses, 
rating  two  oxen  for  one  horse;  mules  to  be  rated  the  same  as  horses; 
every  horse  driven  or  led  four  cents  ;  for  every  score  of  sheep  or  swine 
twenty  cents ;  for  every  head  of  horned  or  muley  cattle  two  cents ;  and 
for  every  footman  two  cents  :  Provided,  That  any  person  attending 
funerals,  going  to  or  returning  from  divine  service  on  the  Sabbath  day, 
all  persons  going  to  or  returning  from  elections  or  military  trainings, 
or  students  or  children  attendino;  schools  or  seminaries  of  learnin";  in 
the  neighborhood  of  said  bridge,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempt  from  any 
toll. 

Section  10.  If  the  said  company,  their  successors  and  assigns,  or  who-  Penalty  for  re- 
ever  may  possess  or  own  the  said  bridge,  shall  demand  or  receive  any  ceiving  or  de- 
greater  rates  or  prices  for  passing  over  said  bridge  than  is  hereinbefore  manning  greater 
prescribed  and  specified,  or  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  said  bridge  in  good  '  nowedt" 
repair,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  often  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered in  an  action  of  debt  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  within  eight  miles 
of  the  said  bridge  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable,  one 
half  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  party  suing  therefor,  and  the  other  half 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  township  where  said  suit  shall  be  insti-  proviso, 
tuted  :  Provided,  That  no  such  action  shall  be  sustained  unless  com- 
menced within  twenty  days  after  such  ofi'ence  has  been  committed. 

Section  11.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  a  just  and  Dividendso 
true  account  of  all  moneys  received  by  the  several  collectors  of  tolls  for 
crossing  said  bridge,  and  shall  make  and  declare  a  dividend  of  the  pro- 
fits and  income  thereof  among  the  stockholders,  deducting  therefrom 
all  incidental  and  contingent  charges,  and  such  proportion  of  such  in- 
come as  may  be  necessary  for  a  growing  fund,  to  provide  against  the 
decay  and  for  re-building  and  repairing  said  bridge,  and  shall,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  December  and  July  in  every  year,  publish  the  dividend  • 
so  made  of  the  clear  profits  as  aforesaid,  and  the  time  and  place,  when 
and  where  the  same  will  be  paid  to  the  stockholders :  Provided,  That  Proviso., 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  said  company 
to  exercise  banking  privileges.

To  extend  the  charter  of  the  West  Branch  Bank,  at  Williamsport. 

Section  1.  Be  il  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  chapter  of  the  West  Branch  Bank,  at  Williamsport,  Pennsylvania, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  continued  and  extended  for  the  period  of  fif- 
teen years,  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  present  charter,  subject 
to  all  the  provisions,  limitations,  restrictions,  and  privileges  of  the  act 
of  Assembly  passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
Commonwealth,  entitled  "  An  Act  regulating  Banks,"  approved  the 
sixteenth  day  of  April,  A.  D.,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty. 

Section  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Bank  shall  be  sixty  thous- 
and dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  increasing  said  capital  stock  to  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  amount  as  now  provided  for  in  the  pre- 
sent charter  of  said  Bank.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  contributors  to  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  ministers  and  their 
widows,  cotinecied  with  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  church,  in  the 
United  States. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  .Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by   the  authority   of  the  same,  That 
Corporation.       the  association  of  ministers  of  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed 
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church,  in  the  United  States,  for  the  relief  of  their  widows,  and  super- 
annuated members,  is  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  '-  Contributors  Style, 
to  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  ministers  and  their  widows,  of  the  Gi-erman 
Eeformed  church,  in  the  United  States,"  and  by  the  said  corporate 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  Privileges, 
plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  to  make,  have, 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and'  renew  at  pleasure, 
and  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  aforesaid,  shall  be  able  and  capable  in 
law  and  equity  to  take,  hold,  and  enjoy  all  and  all  manner  of  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  annuities,  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  or  sums 
of  money  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  and  sale,  devise  or  bequest,  from  any 
person  or  persons,  or  bodies  politic,'capable  of  making  the  same,  and  the 
same  to  grant,  bargain,  and  sell,  mortgage,  and  dispose  of  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  fund  hereby  created,  and  generally  to  do  all  such  matters  and 
things  that  may  be  lawful  and  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  the  ob- 
jects herein  mentioned  and  declared  :  Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  Proviso, 
income  of  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars. 

Section  2.  The  object  and  design  of  this  association  shall  be  for  the  Object, 
purpose  of  creating  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  of  deceased  con- 
tributing ministers  connected  with  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed 
church,  in  the  United  States,  so  long  as  they  shall  remain  such  widows, 
and  for  aiding  and  assisting  superannuated  contributing  ministers  in 
connection  with  the'said  Synod,  for  which  object  all  moneys  received  for 
admission  to  membership,  and  from  the  annual  contributions,  and  all 
property  or  sums  of  money  derived  from  any  other  source,  shall  be 
formed  into  a  permanent  fund,  and  the  interest  and  income  thereof  only 
shall  be  used  and  distributed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  excepting  such 
funds  which  may  be  otherwise  specially  given  and  bequeathed. 

Section  3.  Any  minister  in  connection  with  the  Synod  of  the  Ger-  Who  may  be 
man  Reformed  church,  in  the  United  States,  may  become  a  contributor  ^o'ltributors. 
to  the  fund  hereby  created,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  thereof,  on 
the  payment  of  five  dollars  for  a  certificate  of  membership,  and  an  an- 
nual contribution  of  three  dollars,  but  any  minister  as  aforesaid  who 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  become  a  member  when  he  had  an  opportunity 
of  so  doing,  and  shall  afterwards  apply  for  admission,  shall,  in  addition 
for  his  certificate  of  membership,  pay  up  all  the  annual  contributions 
from  the  time  he  neglected  such  opportunity,  and  any  minister  afore- 
said, being  a  contributor  to  said  fund,  who  shall  accept  a  call  from  any 
other  denomination,  in  regular  correspondence  with  the  Synod  afore- 
said, shall  receive  a  regular  admission  therefrom,  shall  continue  entitled 
to  all  the  benefits  of  the  said  fund,  on  payment  of  the  annual  contribu- 
tions as  aforesaid. 

Section  4.  Any  member  who  shall  leave,  resign,  or  be  dismissed  Forfeiture  of 
from  the  Synod  aforesaid,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  who  shall  claim, 
be  in  arrear  in  the  payment  of  the  annual  contributions  for  three  years, 
and  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  discharge  the  same,  after  a  written  notice 
from  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  forfeit  all  claim  to  the  benefit  of  the 
said  fund,  and  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  contributors, 
and  thereafter  shall  only  be  re-admitted  as  any  other  new  member,  and 
on  the  payment  of  all  former  contributions. 

Section  5.  The  affairs  of  the  association  shall  be  managed  and  con-  Affairs,  how  to 
ducted  by  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  nine  members,  who  shall  be  be  managed, 
annually  elected  by  ballot,  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  contributors,  to 
be  held  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  said  Synod, 
in  each  and  every  year,  and  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next 
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annual  meeting  of  the  contributors,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
duly  appointed. 

Section  6.  The  trustees  shall  meet  as  soon  as  practicable  after  their 
-/gan.zation,  gjgj,|.jQQ^  ^^^  organize  their  board  by  electing  from  their  own  body,  by 
ballot,  a  president,  one  Tice-president,  a  treasurer,  and  secretary,  and 
shall  hold  at  least  one  meeting  in  each  and  every  year,  for  the  transac- 
tion business,  for  which  purpose  a  majority  of  them  shall  at  all  times 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Ratio  of  adinis-      SECTION  7.  The  board  of  trustees  may  from  time  to  time,  in  their 

sion,  &c,  discretion,  increase  the  rate  of  admission  to  membership  to  any  amount 

not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  man- 
age, control,  and  invest  all  property  and  moneys  belonging  to  the  said 
fund,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  most  safe  and  productive,  and 
the  same  to  change,  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure,  and  to  apply  the  inter- 
est and  income  thereof,  after  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  by  dis- 
tributing the  same  in  an  equal  and  equitable  manner  among  the  widows 
and  superannuated  ministers  who  may  be  entitled  thereto,  agreeably  to

sons eo  appointed  by  said  commis.sioners  and  directors  shall  respectively 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  an  alderman  or  justice 
of  the  peace,  well  and  truly,  and  according  to  law  to  conduct  such  election 
to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  abilitj^,  and  the  said  judges  shall

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepreseU' 
tutives  of  die  Comrnonioealth  of  Pennsi/hania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  lierehy  enacted  In/  the  authoriti/  of  the  same,  That 
Gr.  M.  Hollcuback,  E.  W.  Sturdevant,  William  11.  Maffet,  H.  B.  Wright,  Cotrimissioners 
Chester  Butler,  J.  N.  Conynp;ham,  Henry  Pettebono,  James  M'Carty, 
G.  W.  Leuffer,  John  R.  Dean,  H.  B.  Yost,  Miller  Horton,  and  William 
Hibler,  of  Luzerne  county  ;  Bird  Patterson,  Strange  N.  Palmer,  James  v 

C.  Oliver,  F.  W.   Hughes,  John  Werner,  Andrew  Ptussell,  John  R, 
Smith,  and  James  Taggart,  of  Schuylkill  county  ;  and  William  Wilson, 
Samuel  Vv'olf,  and  Jonas  Hartzell,  of  Carbon  county,  or  any    five  or  Duty.
